300 Britons held as hostages in Uganda 


NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - Uganda 


Wednesday held 300 British residents 
hostage and said their (ate depended 
ott President Idl Amin's safe return 
from his reported efforts to attend the 
Commonwealth conference in London. 


An order barring all Britons in 


Uganda from leaving the country was 
Issued by Vice President Gen. Mustafa 
Adrisl and broadcast on Kampala Ra- 
dio. 


Adrisl also warned the British gov- 


ernment not to attempt a military res- 
cue operation and accused London of 


sending a reconnaissance 
aircraft 


over Uganda. 
, 


IN LONDON, the Foreign Office re- 


fused to comment on the banning of 
Britons from leaving Uganda. 


"We do not think it advisable to 


comment," a spokesman said. 


The spokesman also denied the 


report that a British plane had vio- 
lated Ugandan air space. 


At the same time, British Prime 


Minister James Callaghan dismissed 
reports Amin was planning to gate- 
crash the summit. "I do not take 


these reports very seriously," Callag- 
han said. "Why don't we all keep 
cool?" 


An official at Amin's Entebbe presi- 


dential j»alace said: "At the moment 
we do not know exactly where the 
president is. 


"HOWEVER. HE has promised to 


telephone us as sopn as he reaches 
England and we are waiting for his 
call. It could come either today or to- 
morrow." 


Asked about the ban on British citi- 


zens leaving the country, the spokes- 


man said, "There is no need to fear 
for the British. They are safe in 
Uganda. No harm will come to 
them." 


Radio Uganda ' repeated 
earlier 


broadcasts saying the military dicta- 
tor was en route to try to gate-crash 
the London meeting and would arrive 
in Britain by boat either Wednesday 
or today. 


The latest Uganda Radio report 


reiterated Amin was still headed for 
London but gave no further details. 


A presidential spokesman in Kam- 


pala was quoted as saying Amin al- 
ready had left after an overnight stop 
in an unidentified Arab country — 
probably Libya — and was making 
his way to Britain. 


MUSTAFA. WHO is running Uganda 


in Amin's absence, issued a directive 
to "all security personnel to stop all 
Britons leaving Uganda." The order 
instructed police and army units to 
beware of Britons trying to slip out of 
Uganda by minor routes into neigh- 
boring states. 


He added that a decision on the fu- 


ture of the British residents in 


Uganda "will await the return" of 
Amin. 


On Sunday, before Amin decided to 


ignore a British request not to attend 
the meeting of 35 Commonwealth 
heads of government and announced 
he would attend anyway, Amin warn- 
ed he might do "something serious" 
against the British. But at the time he 
did not give any details. 


It was the second time this year 


Uganda has held an entire foreign 
community hostage. In February he 
ordered 200 Americans not to leave 
Uganda.

"WHAT WE are concerned about is

"We have no 
reason to think there is a problem." 


TRUSTEE Frank Paknatier said 


the legal committee probably will in- 
vestigate the impact a university 
branch would have on traffic and the 
neighborhood. 


"Under the present ordinance it (a 


university) is a permitted-use and we 
don't have legal basis for taking ac- 
tion against it if we decide we want 
to," Palmatier said.

2 killed, 32 kids injured 
in car, school bus crash

A Llbertyville school bus returning 


from a field trip Wednesday afternoon 
smashed into a car on III. Rte. 176, 
killing the car's driver and a passen- 
ger and injuring 32 children and three 
adults on the bus. 


The accident occurred on rain-slick 


111. Rte. 176 just east of 111. Rte. 60 
shortly after 2 p.m., Mundelein police 
said. 


Police said the auto was westbound 


on Rte. 176 and apparently spun out of 
control into the path of the oncoming 
eastbound Ritzenthaler bus. 


KILLED ON IMPACT were two 


Round Lake Beach residents, Diane 
Pipplekow, 21, and her sister-in-law, 
Shawn E. Doumke, 16, both of 1405 
Woodridge Rd. 


Lake County Coroner Robert Bab- 


cox said that Mrs. Doumke had mar- 
ried Mrs. Pipplekow's brother last 
Saturday. 


I n v e s t i g a t o r s took until late 


Wednesday night to identify the two 
bodies, which did not have identi- 
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fication, Babcox said. 


"The wreck had torn everything 


apart so badly we had no idea who 
was in the car, even after we checked 
out the license number," he said. 
"We're pretty sure Mrs. Pipplekow 


was driving the car by what we can 
tell." 


Twelve children and two teachers 


were taken to Condell Memorial Hos- 
pital in Libertyville. Another 20 chil- 
dren and the bus driver, Amanda Lie- 
pelt, were taken to Lake Forest Hos- 
pital in Lake Forest. 


HOSPITAL OFFICIALS at Condell 


said one child was admitted for obser- 
vation, and the remaining 11 children 
and two adults were treated for cuts 
and bruises and released. 


Two children were admitted at Lake 


Forest Hospital and officials there 
said both children were in good condi- 
tion suffering from cuts and bruises. 
The bus driver and 18 other children 
were treated and released. 


The scene at Condell Hospital was 


one of apprehension as parents and 
friends read the list of names to see if 
their child was at the hospital. 


"I went to the school to pick up my 


kids and I heard about it," one wom- 
an said. "None of my children were 
on the bus but I came here to see if 
anyone needed a ride to Lake For- 
est." 


Nancy Sholette, a teacher on the 


bus, said the rain had stopped when

the accident occurred. "We were com- 
ing back from an outing in Wau- 
conda," she said as she was walking 
out of Condell hospital, a bandage 
across her broken nose. 


"THE CAR PULLED OUT in front 


of us and I could tell the woman was 
trying to apply the brakes but they 
didn't work and we plowed right 
through the car," she said. 


Most of the children^who left Con- 


dell had bandaged noses and bloodied 
clothes. Officials at both hospitals 
said the children remained calm 
throughout the ordeal and parents 
also remained calm when they were 
assured that none of the children was 
injured seriously. 


Both hospitals instituted their dis- 


aster plans to cope with the emergen- 
cy when patients started arriving at 
about 2:45 p.m. Officials at both hos- 
pitals said their disaster plans involve 
mobilizing all hospital personnel in- 
cluding volunteers. 


Gay community unites in wake of defeat

A n i t a Bryant's anti-homosexual 


campaign in Florida unified the Chi- 
cago area gay community and ad- 
vanced their cause despite her victo- 
ry, local gay rights advocates said 
Wednesday. 


"Either way the referendum went 


we would have won," said Les Trotter 
of the Chicago Gay Rights Task 
Force. "Anita Bryant has wakened a 
sleeping giant and rekindled the activ- 
ist — a spark that the movement was 
waiting for." 


Miss Bryant's victorious crusade to 


repeal a Dade County, Fla., gay 
rights ordinance and her plans to con- 


tinue the fight nationally have not de- 
terred her local opponents. 


"I THINK ANITA Bryant should be 


given a medal," said Lloyd Levin, 
founder and president of Chicago- 
based lifestyle advocacy group All To- 
gether. "In the long run she has done 
more to wake people up about the sit- 
uation than anyone else. When the 
smoke clears the gay community and 
the nation will be unified against 
her." 


Local advocates admit, however, 


that the Dade County defeat will slow 
legal progress. 


"Because of this, on a national 


basis it probably will take us longer to 


gel gay rights bills passed," said 
Donovan Ash of Des Plaines, an ad- 
mitted homosexual. "But when we fi- 
nally do get legislation in our favor I 
think the wording will be stronger." 


Rep. Susan Catania, R-Chicago, the 


chief sponsor of three gay rights bills 
which were defeated in the Illinois 
House of Representatives, agreed. 


"I think the supporters have a big 


education job on their hands," she 
said. "Fear is behind this issue. Fear 
of the unknown. It is much easier to 
frighten people to vote against an is- 
sue like this than it is to persuade 
them to support it." 


AND, WHILE she predicts gay 


rights laws in Illinois are "not a long 
way off," she added that the Florida 
defeat "may make the people who 
voted 'no' or 'present' more hesitant 
to change their minds in the future." 


Trotter said area homosexuals al- 


ready are planning a peaceful protest 
during Miss Bryant's scheduled ap- 
pearance Tuesday night at the Chi- 
cago Medinah Temple. 


W. L. Johnson of the temple said 


Miss Bryant's contract was signed 
more than a year ago and stipulates 
that she not make any political state- 
ments during the 8 p.m. show. 


Trotter said he expects 1,000 per- 


sons to picket Miss Bryant's Flag Day 


appearance and promised the demon- 
stration would not be violent. 


MORE THAN 150 persons attended 


a midnight candlelight vigil near the 
Chicago Water Tower Tuesday night 
after hearing of the Dade County de- 
feat, he said 


"This situation has started the be- 


ginning of a true national gay rights 
movement," said Ron Anderson, asso- 
ciate editor of Chicago's Gay Life 
newspaper. 


He and the others vowed they would 


not let the opportunity pass. "We may 
have lost one battle in Dade County," 
Anderson said, "but the war is not 
over."

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Carter: IRS audit not new after 10 years 


WASHINGTON(UPI) - 
President 


Carter, notified shortly before be took 
office that his 1975 Income tax return 
would be audited, said Wednesday the 
Internal Revenue Service has checked 
him "almost every year lor the last 10 
years," 


And Vice President Walter Mondale 


was notified within the past week that 
his 1976 tax return is under scrutiny, 
a spokesman said, confirming an 
ABC-TV report. 


"We don't know how or why his re- 


turns were selected," the spokesman 


said. 


White House Press Sec. Jody Pow- 


ell said results of the Carter audit —, 
on a return in which the President 
claimed a $41,000 Investment credit 
for peanut machinery — will be made 
public as soon as the IRS completes 
its work. 


CARTER SAID he did not request 


the 1075 audit, but he did not indicate 
any objection. 


"They've checked my Income taxes 


almost every year for the last 10 
years," he said. "I think It's a good 


thing to do while I'm in office." 


Earlier Wednesday, \ White House 


assistant press secretary Rex Gran- 
um said Carter asked for the audit 
himself "to set a precedent," but 
Powell later backed off Granum's 
statement. 


He said White House counsel Robert 


Lipshutz and others met last Dec. 30 
with IRS agents and were notified a 
short time later Carter's 1975 return 
would be audited. 


"I CAN SAY with assurance there 


is not now nor has there ever been an 


allegation of impropriety or illegality 
in the President's tax returns," Pow- 
ell said. 


In his 1975 return Carter showed in- 


come of $129,207. He took a 10 
v per 


cent investment credit of $41,702 for 
his share of a new $800,000 peanut 
sheller installed in the family ware- 
house that year. 


Powell said John Henderson, IRS 


director in Atlanta, met early in De- 
cember with Robert Perry, Carter's 
long-time accountant from Amencus, 
Ga., and discussed the President's fu- 


ture returns. 


Then, on Dec. 30, Powell said anoth- 


er meeting was held and the IRS 
raised the question of past returns. 


HE SAID the session was attended 


by Henderson, other IRS staffers, 
Perry, Lipshutz, and Harvey Hill, 'a 
lawyer who had done occasional work 
for Carter since 1968. 


Lipshutz said as Perry recalled it, 


the IRS served notice that an audit 
would be made, and "soon thereafter" 
Perry received formal notice of the 
1975 audit. 


Without mentioning Richard Nixon 


by name, Powell suggested that the 
former President's tax problems were 
one'reason the IRS initiated the Car- 
ter audit. 


Powell said the Dec. 30 meeting 


was held "to continue the discussion 
of the President's tax returns," and 
he added- 


". . . It's clear that earlier state- 


ments, both by me and by Rex, that 
the audit would not have taken place 
if we hadn't asked for it are mis- 
leading." 


Hail storm rakes area at 70 m.p.h. 


A window rattling, mid-afternoon 


hall storm raked the area Thursday 
leaving two dead in a school bus acci- 
dent on rain slicked Lake County 
roads, closing O'Hare Airport's con- 
trol tower and forcing horses to bolt 
at Arlington Park. 


The intense storm, which raced 


through at speeds of more than 70 
miles per hour, forced a brief evac- 
uation of the control tower at O'Hare 
International Airport — the first time 
in the history of the world's busiest 
airport. No flights landed or departed 
during the 10-mlnute evacuation. 


The fatalities occurred when a 


school bus loaded with 4th graders 
from Mundeloln collided with an auto 
on HI. Rte. 176 near the unincorpo- 
rated community of Ivanhoe. The two 
persons In the car were killed. 


AT O'HARE, CONTROL tower chief 


Patrick O'Sulllvan said one of his su- 
pervisors described the Incident as 
"one of the worst storms ever seen at 
the airport." 


Jockeys at Arlington Park Race 


Track lost control of their mounts as 
the storm lashed the race track just 


as the first race was completed. Jock- 
eys huddled next to a light pole in an 
effort to avoid the hall. Some suffered 
large welts from the marble-sized 
hall. 


As many as 20,000 Northwest subur- 


ban residents were left without power 
for a time, accordng to a spokesman 
for Commonwealth Edison. Customers 
in Des Flaines, Arlington Heights, 
Buffalo Grove, Wheeling and Pala- 
tine, however, had their service re- 
stored in about one hour. 


Witnesses to the fatal car-bus crash 


said the auto was spuming out of con- 
trol at the tune of impact. The acci- 
dent occurred about the same time a 
tornado was sighted by Round Lake 
police. 


The Elk Grove Village Fire Dept. 


reported roofs at two businesses were 
damaged during the storm. An esti- 
mated $30,000 damage was reported 
at the Karzen CMC Truck, 700 Busse 
Rd., while roof repair costs at the 
BSR-USA Ltd. warehouse, 780 Lively 
Blvd., were estimated at $15,000 by 
the fire department.

A Palatine man charged with the 


arson-murder of hs 19-year-old wife 
last July admitted that he threw a 
match into a puddle of gasoline, ignit- 
ing the fire which led to her death, a 
police detective testified Wednesday. 


Det. Dale Ott of the Palatine Police 


Dept. testified David Rhoads, 27, told 
police he had tied up his wife, Vicki, 
and placed her in gasoline poured on 
the kitchen floor of her parents' home 
at 306 N. Morris Dr., Palatine. The 
incident occurred July 17 as a prelude 
to sexual intercourse, Rhoads alleged- 
ly told police. 


Kneeling beside her, Rhoads said he 


lit a cigaret and threw the burning 
match onto the floor, causing the 
gasoline to burst into flames, Ott tes- 
tified. Rhoads said' he then fled from 
the house to get help, according to 
Ott. 


MRS. RHOADS DIED July 18, 1976 


in Billings Hospital, Chicago, from 
severe burns. 


Ott testified Rhoads told police "He 


was playing a game where he plays 
tough guy" by tying up his wife and 
raping her. 


Ott said Rhoads told him he and his 


wife had several times poured rub- 
bing alcohol on then- bodies to get 
high. 


When no alcohol was available on 


July 17, Rhoads allegedly told police 
they used gasoline before having sex. 


IN A CONVERSATION with Mrs. 


Rhoads while she was receiving treat- 
ment at Evanston Hospital, Ott said 
she told him her husband had tried to 
kill her. She said Rhoads tied her to a 
kitchen chair and poured gasoline 
over her, Ott testified. 


Ott was one of several witnesses 


who testified Wednesday for the pros- 
ecution in the case being heard before 
a jury in Evanston. 


Two neighbors on the scene of the 


fire testified that Rhoads talked to 
them July 17 and that he took the 
blame for the fire. "It was my fault," 
Rhoads reportedly said to James Mar- 
ton, 327 N. Lytle Dr., Palatine. 


Another neighbor, Terry Dineen, 330 


N. Morris Dr., testified Rhoads told 
him "we were just fooling around." 


The state will continue its case 


against Rhoads at 8:30 a.m. today in 
the Evanston branch of Cook County 
Circuit Court before Associate Judge 
Brian Crowe. 


Good relations with U.S. 
not likely in 70s: Castro 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Fidel Cas- 


tro, talking tough on such issues as 
human rights and Cuban troops in Af- 
rica, said in an interview released 
Wednesday he doubts the United 
States and Cuba will resume normal 
relations in this decade. 


He said he has stopped withdrawing 


Cuban troops from Angola, disclosed 
there are about 3,000 political prison- 
ers in Cuban jails, made a laughing 
reference to President Carter's hu- 
man rights campaign and said "our 
concept of freedom is not yours." 


In an interview with PBC - TV's 


Barbara Walters, to be broadcast to- 
day Castro said resumption of normal 
diplomatic relations with the United 
States is a long way off despite break- 
throughs made recently. 


"I BELIEVE that depends on the 


good will of both parties," he said in a 
screening of the interview by ABC 
Wednesday. "I believe that it also de- 
pends on time. I don't think they 


could be reestablished during Carter's 
(current) term 


He said one of his requirements for 


restoration of diplomatic ties, rup- 
tured in 1961, is a complete lifting of 
the U S. trade embargo. He said par- 
tial gestures will not do. 


Another barrier is Carter's demand 


that Castro withdraw the troops he 
sent to aid the victorious Marxist 
guerrilla faction in Angola's civil war. 
"When the war ended," Castro said, 
"in agreement with the Angolan gov- 
ernment, we immediately started a 
process of progressive withdrawal." 


At that point in the transcript, Ms. 


Walters states: "Castro then admitted 
for the first time that he stopped the 
withdrawal of troops from Angola 
when Prance and Morocco entered 
Zaire" 


Castro also said he has no intention, 


at present, of letting Cuban-Ameri- 
cans visit loved ones on the island — 
another Carter requirement for im- 
proved relations.

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service said Wednesday it fears the 


•lewUe die-off In Lake Michigan this summer will be the worst in 
10 yean. It will not be as massive as the die-off of 1967, when 
billions of dead alewives washed ashore in heaps, but it could 
reach "nuisance proportions" In many parts of Lake Michigan, 
fisheries biologist Edward Brown said. Alewives, which come from 
the Atlantic Ocean, are far more sensitive to sharp fluctuations in 
water temperature than native freshwater species of fish. "The 
heaviest dle-offs will probably occur between mid-July and early 
July," Brown said.

Monday directed administrators to 
survey parents immediately via a 
bulk mailing about the alternative 
education proposal proposed by Mrs. 
Chavoen. 


THE PROPOSAL focuses on aca- 


demic achievement in a structured 
classroom, and calls for less time to 
be devoted to social adjustment and 
more to developing a fundamental 
competency In reading, writing and 
arithmetic at the earliest grade pos- 
sible. 


Board Pros. Harold Harvey and 


members Paul Kucharskl, Richard 
Stamm and Mrs. Chavoen voted to 
survey parents about the program 
proposal after hearing a report by the 
district's alternative education com- 
mittee. 


The committee told the board that 


its survey of 1C of the district's 21 
principals showed the number of 
educational approaches within the dis- 
trict Is not extensive. They recom- 
mended that a system of true alterna- 
tive education, specifically one stress- 
ing academic achievement in a struc- 
tured and disciplined classroom, be 
provided for students who desire and 
need It. 


"If we survey parents and they say 


they don't want this, that will be the 
end of it," Mrs. Chavoen said. "If 
they do want it though, we'll have 
meetings to hone the proposal down 
into a workable project." 


BOARD MEMBERS Judith Zanca, 


Emit Bahnmaier and Barbara So- 
mogyi opposed the survey. 


"The mailing is another expense to 


the district at a time when we're al- 
ready talking of cutting the budget," 
Mrs. Zanca said. The administration 
did not know how much the mailing 
would cost. 


She also took issue with the way the 


survey questions are worded.and said 
there is no room for parents to say 
they think their schools already are 
providing much of what the alterna- 
tive education proposal promises. 


The proposal states that the optional 


program will challenge children to do 
their best through establishing a con- 


sistent set of standards,; augment the 
teaching of'parents about citizenship, 
personal responsibility, discipline and 
respect; 
provide a comprehensive 


written system of reporting students' 
progress against a measureable set of 
standards and the class average; and 
ensure the rights of all children to an 
education by enforcement of discipline 
standards. 
' 


"THE GOALS ARE too general and 


.promise a delivery system I'm not 
sure we can deliver,"'Associate Supt. 
Robert Brower said. ".The question- 
naire is poorly worded and misleading 
and it editorializes." 


Brower also 
criticized the con- 


clusions and recommendations pre- 
sented by the alternative education 
committee. 


A written statement prepared by 


Brower argued that a "wide variety" 
of alternative learning approaches, in- 
cluding highly structured 
options, 


does exist within the district's schools. 
He also questioned why the committee 
called only for more* structured al- 
ternative programs and not for more 
open alternatives as well.

"In my opinion, the committee 


should confine its recommendations to 
information gleaned from its study or

, The new office complex, called Con- 
tinental Towers, will be located at the 
Intersection of Golf and Algonquin 
roads, north of the tollway. 


CARL COUVE, CHAIRMAN of the 


city's plan commission, said final ap- 
proval of the plan has not been given. 
But the land already is properly zoned 
and 10 residents in the area are will- 
Ing to sell their* homes to the builder. 


If approval la given, builders hope 


to start work this summer on a one- 
story office building and at least one 
tower. A commercial health club, in- 
cluding a swimming pool, 12 racquet- 
ball courts and tennis courts, will be 
built later. 


The entire complex is expected to 


be completed in three and a half 
years. 


Kenroy Inc., Is planning to build a 


second Crossroads of Commerce 
Building Identical to the first with 
gold windows and rounded corners. 
The building will be slightly wider 
and the interior larger, Couve said. 


The tower will cover up to 200,000 


square feet and provide a parking lot 
with spaces especially designed for 
compact cars. 


The builders hope to encourage the 


use of small cars, Couve said, and the 
compact car spaces will be po- 
liced and large cars will be ticketed. 


THE EXISTING Crossroads build- 


ing rents space to 46 companies and is 
about 98 per cent full. 


Kenroy has future plans for a res- 


taurant and either a 20-story office 
buidlngor ahotel. 


The Gould Center has 100 per cent 


occupancy with about 20 companies 
including Gould Inc., an electrical and 
industrial manufacturer. 


The Gould tower is slightly less 


than 300,000 square feet and is built on 
40 acres. The new tower will occupy 
18 acres west of the present structure. 


MAYOR ROLAND J. Meyer says 


the new construction activity makes 
the "financial picture look very, very 
good." 


Within the next three years the city 


will see between $130 million to $150 
million in construction, Meyer'esti- 
mated. That figure includes the con- 
struction of single family homes. 


Meyer said the city's assessed valu- 


ation will increase by about $40 mil- 
lion to $60 million. 


Sales tax revenue also will increase 


because of "what these people spend 
in town for lunch and shopping," Mey- 
er said. He added that the city also 
will receive sales taxes from com- 
panies who locate their billing offices 
in Rolling Meadows. 


Meyer said that the increased tax 


base will occur without a substantial 
increase in population. He said he ex- 
pects the population to increase by 
about 2,000 to 4,000 in the next few 
years. 


Apparently the market for office 


space is good. "I know some of these 
builders have the spdce rented before 
the buildings are completed," Meyer 
said. "I don't know any of them that 
build on speculation. 


"The mood of business is to get but

Fire probe ends- 
two women missing 


South Gate, Ky. fire investigators completed an exhaustive five- 


day search of the ruins of the Beverly Hills Supper Club Wednes- 
day without finding the bodies of two women believed to have died 
in the devastating May 28 blaze. Searchers had carefully sifted 
through the charred rubble of the nightclub by shovel and by hand, 
in an intensive effort to uncover the mystery of what happened to 
Judy Bohrcr, 28, Cincinnati, and Evelyn Shough, 62, Dayton. "We 
are struggling with the possibility that the bodies of the missing 
women have been wrongly identified and buried mistakenly in 
someone else's grave," said Kentucky State Police Commissioner 
Kenneth Brandenburgh. 


Brandenburgh also said it was possible demoliton work on the 


burned-out nighbclub, in which 101 persons died damaged the 
missing bodies so much they could not be noticed in the ruins. Two 
bodies found after the fire remain unidentified, but do not match 
the Identities of Miss Bohrer or Mrs . Shough. 
' 


Metric road sign plan dead? 


The Federal Highway Administration said Wednesday the public 


has been protesting Its proposal to convert traffic signs to the 
metric system, and a congressman said the agency has decided to 
drop the plan. Rep. Charles Grassley, .R-Iowa, said in a floor 
speech the FHA told him by telephone Wednesday that the project 
would be dropped "effective Immediately." A spokesman for FHA 
administrator William Cox declined to confirm or deny Grassley's 
statement, but said the FHA has been getting "heavily negative" 
comments from the public on the metric proposal and will make 
an announcement on the issue next week. 


Senate vote eases exhaust goal 


Despite a call from President Carter for cleaner air, the Senate 


decided Tuesday against trying to force the automobile industry to 
meet exhaust pollution standards first set in 1970. By a vote of 51 
to 43, it killed a proposal by Sen. Gary Hart, D-Colo., to require 
auto builders to reduce the amount of nitrogen oxides that may be 
spewed out of auto tailpipes — even though the goal would have 
been pushed back to 1983. 


White collar jail for Mitchell 


Former Attorney General John Mitchell will serve his jail term 


at a small federal prison in Alabama populated by white collar 
criminals who are not likely to attack him, the Bureau of Prisons 
announced Wednesday. The bureau also announced H. R. Halde- 
man, Richard Nixon's White House chief of staff, will serve bis jail 
term — as expected — at the federal minimum security prison 
camp near Lompoc, Calif., close to his Los Angeles home. Mitchell 
and Haldeman, convicted of conspiring with fellow Nixon adminis- 
tration officials in the Watergate cover-up, surrendered June 22 for 
a prison term of 30 months to eight years.

Soviets unleash Carter attack 


The Soviet Union unleashed its most vitriolic personal attack yet 


on President Carter Wednesday, charging his "hullabaloo" about 
human rights a an attempt to force a confrontation at the Bel- 
grade East-West meeting this month. The official Soviet news 
agency Tass and the Communist dally Pravda said Carter has 
"encduraged and kindled" anti-Soviet campaigns, threatened de- 
tente and tried to undermine the'Helsinki accords. Commentator 
Yuri Komilov, repealling the Soviet Union's familiar pledge not to 
"tolerate Interference in its internal affairs," said Carter has been 
"using the most absurd and wild concoctions borrowed from the 
stock-in-trade of reactionary bourgeois propaganda." 


Mentioning Carter specifically and "officials In the U.S.A. who 


are encouraging antl-Sovietlsm," the analyst said they "would do 
well to keep In 'mind that such hullabaloo, while it will not make 
Mclalisnt budge an inch, will have an adverse effect on the Sovdet-' 
American relations and on detente as a whole." 


Rhodesia: U.S. lost commie war 


Rhodesia's defense minister said Wednesday the United States 


had lost the war with communism and vowed the white regime 
would never grant blacks a one man, one vote rule. In a speech to 
a group of Rhodesian industrialists, Defense Minister Mark Par- 
tridge said the United States and the Western democracies had 
abandoned their ideals. "The major trend in the world today is the 
expansion of Russian communism and the collapse of the Western 
world," Partridge said. "I would go so far as to say that the 
psychological war between communism and democracy has ended. 
Communism has won. The object of a psychological war is to 
•nsure that one's enemies think what you want them to, and there- 
after do what you want them to do." 


Ethics panel 
asks disclosure 
of Korean gifts 


WASHINGTON (UPD-The House 


Ethics Committee voted Wednesday 
to ask everyone who has served In the 
House since 1970 to disclose any sub- 
stantial gifts received from South 
Korea's government or its agents. 


The panel, promising to keep the in- 


formation confidential, said it would 
circulate a questionnaire in an effort 
to determine whether there'was "a 
concerted pattern of efforts by the Ko- 
rean government or its alleged agents 
to Influence the House" by doling out 
cash, junkets or other favors. 


Members will be asked to return the 


questionnaire within 14 days to the 
Ethics Committee, which is in- 
vestigating allegations that South Ko- 
rean agents have spread bribes on 
Capitol Hill. 


The committee also issued the first 


"status report" on its three-month-old 
Inquiry. 


It mentioned no names, hut said 


voluminous evidence indicates "large 
numbers of former and present mem- 
bers of Congress and their staff mem- 
bers must be questioned." ' 


The panel so far has issued 78 sub- 


poenas and has interviewed 65 wit- 
nesses, but "the bulk of the in- 
vestigative work remains."

23 have recommended adoption 
of a policy that would allow children 
to enter kindergarten on the basis of 
readiness rather than age. 


The Dlst. a Board of Education will 


vote on the recommendation at 7:30 
p.m. Wednesdey at the administration 
building, 700 N. Schoonbeck Rd., 
Prospect Heights. 


The flexible kindergarten entrance 


age policy presented to the board 
Wednesday would allow 
children 


whose fifth birthday falls between 
Dec. l and March 1 to enter school 


early 'providing they 
successfully 


complete a rigorous screening pro- 
cess. 


UNDER CURRENT district policy, 


students must be 5 years old on or be- 
fore Dec. 1 of the school year they 
wish to enter kindergarten. Regard- 
less of age, however, no student is re- 
quired by state lav to attend kinder- 
garten. 


"As a public institution we ought to 


have a flexible stance when parents 
raise questions about entering their 
children in school," Assistant Supt. 
Gerald McGovern told the board. 


"There are exceptional children out 
there and we should be responsible to 
their needs." 


Supt, Edward Grodsky said the na- 


tional trend is to enroll children,in 
kindergarten after 5 years of age and 
closer to 6. Studies have fottid that 
some children who are entered early 
because they can count and recite the 
alphabet do not have finely developed 
motor skills and start "plateauing 
out" after second grade, she said. 


GRODSKY AND McGovern agreed, 


however, that research on flexible en- 
try age programs is inconclusive. 


The majority of Dist. 23 kindergar- 


ten teachers favors a flexible en- 
trance age policy that would admit 
children who are academically, so- 
cially, emotionally and physically pre- 
pared to start school though they are 
too young under the district's current 
policy, he said. 


McGovern said the number of chil- 


dren who would be admitted under an 
early entry policy would be small be- 
cause of the rigorous criteria to be 
used. He said he has received three 
telepohone calls from parents inter- 
ested in having their chldren start 
kindergarten early.

"There's a bidding war going on," 


Village Mgr. L.A. Hanson said, "and 
we just happened to hit It at the right 
time." 


FLOYD MILLS, superintendent for 


Wood Electrical Construction, said, 
"Everybody, 1 think, is a little hungry 
now. 1 don't know if you'd call it a 


bidding war, but I think it's a good 
price." 


William Bachem, village electrical 


engineer, said construction should be- 
gin by July 1. The project, which will 
be paid for with state motor fuel tax 
funds, will take about six months to 
complete. 


Installation of streetlights in the 


Scarsdale area has been delayed for 
three years because the fixtures se- 
lected by a committee of residents did 
not meet state illumination require- 
ments. 


THE SYSTEM WILL be unique in 


the village. It calls for 175-watt white 
mercury-vapor lights with lantern- 
type fixtures mounted on 15-foot high 
concrete poles.

recommended' that all other areas in 
the village be equipped with orange 
sodium-vapor lights mounted on 26- 
foot concrete poles with the tradition- 
al 8-foot bracket arm. 


Bachem said installing sodium-va- 


por lights in Scarsdale would, cost 
$4,566 less than mercury-vapor fix- 
tures and be $1,600 cheaper to run 
each year. 


The new lights will replace a 50- 


year-old system that requires fuses 
now obsolete.

The web of a massive bureaucracy 


— tangled in a computerized tech- 
nology that disguises claimants in a 
maze of numbers — has spawned 
m u 111-m i 11 i o n-dollar fraud over- 
whelming in its scope. 
, 


Federal and state authorities, in a 


special investigation begun several 
months ago, have uncovered far- 
reaching fraud within the state, coun- 
ty, city and federal agencies that dole 
out billions annually in assistance. 


The opportunities for fraud are al- 


ways easier in mammoth agencies 
like the state Bureau of Employment 
Securities and public aid, authorities 
have admitted. Only now, however, 
has a concerted effort to crack down 
on the, problem revealed to in- 
vestigators just how expensive and 
expansive is the cheating. 


Estimates are as high as $30 million 


alone a m o n g public employes 
"double-dipping" on welfare rolls. 


OUR OFFICE AND the FBI have 


been working on this for several 
months and it's a monstrous prior- 
ity," Assistant U.S. Atty. Jeremy 
Margolis said. "As soon as the grand 
jury returns Indictments, we'll be able 
to comment more extensively." 


He admitted, however, that the 


scope of the investigation, in which 
the Illinois Dept. of Law Enforcement 
is also participating, has spanned the 
federal to the county level and from 
city to suburbs. 
' 


Locally, however, those in charge of 


public assistance say fraud is not a 
problem nor is the likelihood for it 
great. 


The reason, they say, is numbers. 


Townships and municipalities that 
provide public assistance do not have 
to contend with bureaucracy — the 
mountans of red tape, anonymity .of 
numbers and scores of claimants that 
are the norm on the federal and state 
level. 


TOWNSHIP GENERAL assistance 


officials say they have little or no 
trouble checking the validity of claim- 
ants. 


"It's not that difficult," Wheeling 


Township social worker Marion Gim- 
bel said. She said1 claimants sign 
statements allowing the township to 
check Into their financial records. She 
added that assistance never goes 
directly to claimants but instead to 
agencies to which the claimant owes 
money, such as landlords or utility 
companies. 


The township's assistance budget 


this year is $144,250. 


In Maine Township, financial assis- 


tance does go directly to claimants in 
some cases, spokeswoman Pat Meyer 
said. But the township with an assis- 
tance budget of $345,000 uses comput- 
ers as part of its method to check so- 
cial security numbers of claimants to 
ensure that they are entitled to the 
aid.

Suburbs may visit city 
for their shop bargains 
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Communities in the Northwest sub- 


urb soon may go shopping with the. 
City of Chicago. 


A purchasing survey prepared by 


the Northwest Municipal Conference 
Indicates that joint purchasing may 
significantly reduce the prices munici- 
palities pay for Items such as paper, 
antifreeze and construction material. 


"We find that with no one town that 


had a poor record," said William 
Grams, project coordinator. He said, 
however, prices could be substantially 
improved by bulk purchases with the 
city. 


Crams said small purchases or 


variations In specification often in- 
crease the prices paid by suburbs. 
For example, Palatine pays $15 for 
1,000 
dog licenses it buys while 


Schaumburg pays $90 for the same 
number, bought from the same dis- 
tributor. Palatine pays $32.12 a case 


for toilet paper and Arlington Heights 
pays $19.95. 


"YOU 
CANNOT KEALLY draw 


conclusions about a community's pur- 
chasing practices because it is pos- 
sible a town may do very well in one 
area and get burned in another," 
Grams said. 


The City of Chicago has offered to 


provide bulk materials at open con- 
tract prices through joint purchasing 
agreements. In addition, the city has 
a testing lab that runs spotchecks on 
all materials, serving as a quality 
control on all purchases. 


Grams said the big problem is find- 


ing a dropoff point in making ar- 
rangements for villages to pick up 
their supplies. He said the conference 
has no warehouse, noting that pur- 
chases of ammunition for police or 
auto parts couldn't be left unguarded. 


A meeting has been scheduled Juni? 


20 to discuss these problems. The con- 


ference made a similar survey last 
November and will make three to four 
a year in the future.

"I sympathize with them," adding 
that she would take "their personal 
message" back to President Carter.

Young forging 
third world ties 
Carter says 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Volun- 


teering praise when no one asked, 
President Carter Wednesday said U. 
N. Ambassador Andrew Young Is for- 
ging ties to Third World nations with 
more success than Henry Kissinger 
had. 


Congressional leaders who had 


breakfast with Carter said the Presi- 
dent himself brought up the con- 
troversy stirred by Young's remarks 
about allegedly "racist" presidents 
end said Young has his full con- 
fidence. 


"He said Young was making great 


strides toward better understanding 
with the undeveloped nations," House 
Republican leader John Rhodes told 
reporters. "He cited Nigeria, where 
he said Kissinger was not welcome, 
but where Young has been greeted 
with open arms." 


Young has visited Nigeria, leftist- 


ruled Mozambique and other black Af- 
rican nations wltb whom the United 
States has had strained relations for 
years. 


Kissinger, who became secretary of 


stole In 1973 and had been a policy- 
making national security 
adviser 


since 1969, never made an official vis- 
It to Africa until 1976. Nigeria was not 
included in his Itinerary 


Jailed naked for three days last week 
after their arrest m Recife's central 
market area while gathering leftovers 
to feed the poor. 


The United States has filed a "note 


of concern" with Brazilian authorities 
over the incident. 


Capuano said he told Mrs. Carter 


that he and Rosebaugh were stripped 
naked and placed in a 9-by-25-foot cell 
filled with 35 other men, all naked. At 
night, they said they heard the 
screams of prlsioners being beaten 
and whipped. 


"There was a terrible stench of hu- 


man excrement and something the 


pnsioners call mold that just sort of 
grows on you,' Capuano said. 


FOR FOOD, T(IE prisoners re- 


ceived a handful of flour, a piece of 
meat "the size of a nickel or a quar- 
ter," and sometimes but not always a 
small piece of bread, the Americans 
said. 


They said prisoners were so hungry 


that they lay down and "licked 
crumbs of bread up" off the floor. 


Capuano said Mrs. Carter "was 


really open with us. We talked about 
the prison conditions, and she seemed 
very interested In what we went 
through and what other prisloners ex- 


perience every day." 


The missionaries said they asked 


Mrs. 
Carter to use her influence to 


b r i n g about an independent in- 
vestigation of their arrest, saying that 
the investigation promised by Brazil 
is being conducted by the same police 
who arrested them. 


"She listened very closely. We don't 


know •what will happen, but she 
knows," Rosebaugh said. 


Mrs. Carter's meeting with the two 


missionaries was the most dramatic 
example so far of the concern she has 
placed on human rights during 10 
days of travel through Latin America.

series of mysterious breathing fail- 
ures at the Ann Arbor VA Hospital in 
the summer of 1075. 


If found guilty, the nurses still 


would face maximum penalties of life 


imprisonment.

s i o n , " defense attorney Thomas 
O'Brien told a news conference at- 
tended by both defendants. "The best 
thing we 
1 have in this case is Leonora 


Perez and Filipina Narcisco. 


"We are confident that once the

es injected a powerful muscle relax- 
ant drug, Pavulon, into the patients' 
intravenous feeding apparatus, caus- 
ing breathing failure.

Drug substitution poses 
risks to patients: official

Generic drug substitution poses 


risks to patients and may not result In 
any cost savings for consumers, C. 
Joseph Stetler, president of the Phar- 
maceutical Manufacturers Assn., said 
In Chicago Wednesday. 


"In states that have generic drug 


substitution, the savings have not 
really developed. The decision on ge- 
neric drug substitution should be 
based on scientific risk rather than 
economic claims," he said. 


"We believe the doctor ia the one 


professional who has access to the 
patient, who diagnoses the Illness, 
who knows the patient's medical his- 
tory and idlosyncractes. 


"THE PHYSICIAN knows the 


patient and knows the drugs. A phar- 
macist, quite unlntentioned, could 
make a serious mistake substituting 
drugs that In certain cases could have 
an adverse effect on the patient," he 
said. 


A bill allowing Illinois pharmacists 


to substitute approved generic drugs 
for name brand prescriptions has 
passed the House and is pending in 
the Senate. 


Proponents of generic drug substitu- 


tion say generic drugs are the chem- 
ical equivalent of brand name prod- 
ucts, but cost less because they are 
not advertised extensively. 


Steller, who was in Chicago with ex- 


ecutives of two of the area's biggest 
pharmaceutical companies, G. D. 
Searle and Co. and Abbott Labora- 
tories, to present Industry views on 
drug issues, said It was the patient's 
right to ask his doctor about generic 
drug substitution. 


"If there are several drugs avail- 


able that a physician believes will 
work for his patient, that doctor, in 
my opinion, has a responsibility to 
prescribe the lowest cost product," he 
sold. 


ON OTHER ISSUES, Stetler said 


the federal government's proposed 
ban on saccharin could mean nastier 
tasting medicines for Americans. 


Saccharin is used as a sweetener in 


more than 600 prescription drugs and 
sugar is not an acceptable substitute 
in most cases, he said. 


The Food and Drug Administration 


Is proposing the ban because of evi- 
dence saccharin caiues cancer in ani- 
mals. The FDA has suggested pure 
saccharin still be available as a single 
Ingredient, over-the-counter drug but 
that its use as a food and drug addi- 
tive be prohibited. 


"There is not a bit of logic in ban- 


ning its use in prescription drugs 
when saccharin still will be available 
over the counter. If the ban takes ef- 
fect this July as scheduled it will 
mean reformulating 600 drugs at a 
cost of $25,000 apiece," Stetler said. 


Wesley M. Dixon Jr., vice chairman 


of the board at G. D. Searle, and 
Charles S. Brown, executive vice 
president of Abbott Laboratories, both 
said their firms have no interest in 


manufacturing the cancer treatment 
Laetrile if It is legalized in Illinois. 


And of the possibility of future price 


controls on prescription drugs, Stetler 
said he believes "President Carter 
has it in the back of his mind," but 
probably would not be able to get con- 
gressional approval of such a plan.

And reports from the Jubilee 


celebration give clear signs that 
Elizabeth and her subjects share 
a special bond. Spectators shed 
tears of joy as she drives past. 
She pauses to mingle — in a dis- 
tinctly royal way — with the 
public. 


Twenty-five years ago the 


Queen's coronation captured the 
imagination of persons all over 
the world. In this country, it re- 
mains memorable as one of the 
first times television united the 
two nations by broadcasting a 
unique event. 


In the intervening years, the 


royal family has made the news 
with scandals involving Princess 
Margaret, the occasional hi- 
jinks of Prince Charles and the 
equestrian competitions of Prin- 
cess Anne. 


Americans have the Declara- 


tion of Independence, the flag 
and the national anthem as sym- 
bols of our nationhood. The Brit- 
ish have similar symbols — the 
Magna Carta, the Union Jack 
and "God Save the Queen." 


In addition, they have living 


symbols of continuity hi the roy- 
al family. 


In an era where so many old 


certainties have vanished, the 
c o n t i n u e d presence of the 
monarchy must be comforting to 
the British. 


It is reassuring even to Ameri- 


cans that somewhere in the 
world there is a living link with 
the past. 


Dist. 214 wrong on picnic 


The High School Dist. 214 


board of education made an er- 
ror in judgment recently when 
it agreed to pick up the tab for a 
picnic celebrating the defeat of 
the unit district referendum in 
Elk Grove Twp. Dist. 59. 


The cost involved, $2,059, was 


not great, but In taking the ac- 
tion the board compromised the 
basic principle that taxpayer 
money should not be used to pro- 
mote or defeat specific issues 
presented to the voters. 


The picnic was attended by 


about 2,000 persons at Elk Grove 
High School. The food, which in- 
cluded hot dogs, potato salad 
and lemonade, was prepared by 
staff from the high school cafe- 
teria and served by Dist. 214 ad- 
ministrators and board mem- 
bers. 


The purpose of the picnic was 


to thank those who worked 
against the Elk Grove Township 
unit district referendum, which 
was defeated by voters in the 
township. While the gesture was 
understandable, the board mem- 


bers and administrators of Dist. 
214 would have been better ad- 
vised to pay the cost out of their 
own pockets rather than, use tax- 
payer money. 


Throughout the unit district 


campaign, Dist. 214 was careful 
not to spend tax money in ques- 
tionable ways involving the ref- 
erendum. Donations paid the 
cost of anti-unit campaign liter- 
ature and advertisements. Vol- 
unteers worked with the Citizens 
Opposed to the Unit District For- 
mation group. 


And yet, when it was all over, 


Dist. 214 slipped from the non- 
partisan stance that was so 
clearly appropriate. 


Many taxpayers supported the 


unit district, including 3,018 per- 
sons who voted for the change. 
They pay taxes to Dist. 214 also, 
and whatever the convictions of 
Dist. 214 board members and ad- 
ministrators, those pro-unit dis- 
trict people should not have 
their own tax money used 
against them — even after the 
vote.

Andy Young's one-liners 
both insulting and obscure 


Granted, the United Nations has be- 


come not the most serious act in the 
world, but does that mean the Ameri- 
can ambassador to it has to become 
the world's leading one-liner? Now 
Andrew Young speaks hopefully of 
Cuban intervention in Ethiopia, too. 
He says the Fidelistas may be able to 
stop the Ethiopians from "killing 
people left and right." Wen, left any- 
way. 


Ambassador Young, diplomat that 


he is, is also adept at grass com- 
parisons between whole groups of 
people likely to offend both, as In bis 


Paul 
Greenberg 


recent observation that "the black in 
Sweden is treated just like the black 
in Queens." 


The president of that borough of 


New York responded by questioning 
whether the ambassador "knows any- 
thing about Queens other than an area 
he drives through from an airport to 
the UN." 


A SWEDISH EDITOR, one of those 


indefatigable critics of the killing in 
Indochina until the Communists mo- 
nopolized it, responded, "I think we 
are neither better nor worse than oth- 
er nations." 


Perhaps not, in the sense of racial 


attitudes in general. But it was the 
spurious sense of superiority in these 
matters that gave Swedish Journal- 
ism and politics a reputation for hy- 
pocrisy during the Vietnam War. Here 
were representatives of a country 
that had collaborated with the Nazis 
in the Second World War (only"as long 
as the Nazis were winning, it is true) 
criticizing the United States .for trying 
to keep another totalitarianism from 
expanding in Asia. 


The self-righteousness of it was 


what made Sweden's attitude appear 
worse than that of other countries. 
Just as it explains the "damn" that 
was joined to "Yankee" almost per- 
manently in these latitudes for dec- 


ades — not because Northerners were 
so bad, but because so many of them 
thought they were so good. 


THE ULTIMATE IMPRESSION of 


Sweden's moral consciousness during 
the Vietnam war was provided one 
day by a howling mob that stoned the 
American ambassador to Stockholm, 
a black man by the name of Jerome 
Holland. What they were howling at 
him was: "Nigger!" 


But the attitude of editors, prime 


ministers and mobs should not be held 
against a whole people, any more 
than isolated racial grievances mean 
that, in Andy Young's phrase, the 
Swedes are "terrible racists." 


According to Ambassador Young, 


he intended no condemnation when he 
used the word "racist," which makes 
him not only insulting but obscure. 


THE AMBASSADOR DID offer an 


explanation of the ever-growing list of 
nationalities that are racist in his 
book. He said the only place where 
racism was on the decline is where it 
is constantly being discussed — such 
as in the American South. Yet there 
was a time in the South when Race 
seemed the one political issue and 
topic of discussion — that time when 
Orval Faubus was in the saddle, and 
J. William Fulbright was signing the 
Southern Minifesto — and racism 
didn't seem to be declining at all. 
Quite the contrary. 


Only in more recent times, when 


racism has become a bit of a bore, 
does it seem to have faded. One be- 
gins to wonder if Andy Young knows 
any more about the South than he 
does about Sweden and Queens.

Flocks of politicians pursue voters 
Pooh defended 


Like those Infamous generals who 


are always fighting the last war, 
American politics has more than its 
share 'of candidates convinced that 
they can win by waging last year's 
campaign. 


For those countless politicians who 


assume that last year's formula for 
victory also is next year's key to sure- 
fire success, the current subject of 
fascination is the man who went from 
obscurity to the presidency in, two 
years. 


Many of the would-be officeholders 


who have analyzed Jimmy Carter's 
somewhat unconventional drive for 
the White House have concluded that 
the single most important element of 
his strategy was his decision to begin 
full-time campaigning as early as 
1974. 


THE RESULT IS THAT a small 


army of men and women who aspire 
to political office in 1978 already are 
hand-shaking, fund-raising and even 
publicly announcing their candidacies 
— months before most politicians 
started organizing for part elections. 


The best evidence of what's happen- 


ing comes from'the professional politi- 
cal consultants and campaign man- 
agers' who provide behuvUhe-scenes 
counsel as well aa crucial technical 
services such as survey'research, ad- 
vertising and public relations ID hun- 
dreds of off ice-seekers m every even- 
numbered year.

In Washington 


"Right now, we've pretty much 


lined up our package of clients for 
1978, something we never had at a 
comparable time in the past," says 
Douglas L. Bailey of Bailey, 
Deardourff tt Associates, a Washing- 
ton firm whose clients are all Republi- 
cans. 


Richard Wirthlin, president of Deci- 


sion Making Information,, a Santa 
Ana, Calif, firm which provides pol- 
ling services to Republicans, recalls 
that his first 1978 contender was 
signed up only one week after the 1976 
election. 


WIRTHLIN SAYS he now is advis- 


ing not only a bevy of 1878 office-seek- 
ers but also a 1900 candidate — and 
he ascribes that unprecendented early 
rush principally to the example set by 
Carter. 


"At this time in 1976, we had six 


candidates for Senate seats and gov- 
ernorships in various states," says 
•Peter D. Hart, bead of a Washington 
firm which bears his name and does 
survey research f or Democrats. 


"Today we have 12 candidates in 


that category. It's filling up much 
more quickly than ever before," adds 
Hart, who also boasts a 1980 candi- 
date and says he will be able to ac- 
cept only five more 1978 contenders 
before reaching the point where he 
must turn away prospective clients. 


Joe Rothstein is a partner in the 


Washington firm of Rothstein-Buck- 
ley, most of whose clients are Demo- 
crats. He- picked up his first 1978 
client in the spring of 1976 and says 
that "right now, we're as busy as we 
were two months before the 1976 elec- 
tion." 


CARTER ISN'T THE only man in 


recent years to rely heavily on an ear- 
ly start to propel himself into the 
White House. Richard M. Nixon did 
the same thing in 1966, traveling ex- 
tensively throughout the country to 
appear at banquets, picnics and ral- 
lies held on behalf of candidates for 
public office. 


But American politics is notoriously 


unpredictable and erratic. The very 
'fact that an early start was crucial to 
the success of the only two men elect- 
ed to the presidency in the past dec- 
ade raises questions about its contin- 
ued applicability.* 


"We're talking about politicians and 


voters, not robins and sparrows," 
says one cynical consultant. "In this 
business, the early bird doesn't neces- 
sarily get the worm."

In the 
spring, we remove the cover, vacuum 
it, skim out any leaves, etc., and add 
sufficient amount of liquid chlorine 
and muriatic acid and it cleans up 
beautifully! 


Another point, you say in order to 


conserve water, villages should not 
permit private swimming pools. I beg 
to differ with you on that score. Do 
you realize how much gas is used by 
people operating their recreation ve- 
hicles or cars who drive all over the 
countryside on weekends? And what 
about the pollution they create? Do 
you know what we do? We swim and 
sun and relax in our quiet back yard 
and thoroughly enjoy ourselves. Try it 
some time, you might enjoy it!

Hoffman Estates 
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Debunking heroes' image 
lets reality shine through

WASHINGTON (UP1) - Debunking 


myths is a great American pastime. 
Starting with George Washington, few 
heroes of history have been over- 
looked by historians and journalists 
stripping varnish off legend in pursuit 
of truth. 


Heroes are human beings, so they 


usually are found to have had human 
fallings. The investigators find indif- 
ferent fathers who neglected their 
families, 
neurotic martinets who 


could brook no opposition, compulsive 
libertines who could let no skirt pass 
by. 


What is the use of it all? Does the 


public interest demand the truth be 
told about national figures after they 
are gone? 


JOAN AND CLAY Blair Jr. are two 


of the working debunkers. The former 
Saturday Evening Post editor and his 


wife did a book called "The Search 
for JFK" in which they conclude John 
F. Kennedy, despite denial* to this 
day from members of the family and 
its retinue, bad a bad back all of his 
life — not just after the PT10B episode 
— and did suffer from Addlson's dis- 
ease. 


There are several good reasons for 


disclosing Kennedy's physical condi- 
tion, even 14 years after his death. 


First, there is the question of im- 


age-making, the merchandising of a 
personality. 


Kennedy was presented to the pub- 


lic as a symbol of youthful, "can do" 
vigor, the backdrop for his campaign 
theme of "getting the country moving 
again." What health problems he had 
were blamed on his wartime expe- 
riences, when, of course, he had to 
face danger and long odds as the skip- 
per of an eggshell torpedo boat. 


Thus physical problems that could 


not be covered up were cloaked as the 
honorable scars of war. 


THE FACT, according to the Blairs, 


was that Kennedy was born with an 
"unstable" back, had repeated prob- 
lems with it all through his youth and 
had to pull strings to get into the Na- 
vy for even limited service. 


In addition, he came down with Ad- 


dison's disease during his first term 
in Congress, but because cortisone 
treatment was new and the disease 
was still regarded as invariably fatal, 
the image-makers feared disclosure 
would end any chance Kennedy had 
for the presidency. 


In that, they may have been light, 


and the point is that a man with a 
chronic back problem and Addison's 
disease did serve successfully as pres- 
ident. This is a truth worth telling and 
the myth that A president must have 
no health problems of any kind is 
worth debunking. 


A SECOND POINT. The facts about 


Kennedy's health are important clues 
lo the understanding of the whole 
man. 


The Blairs also conclude the PT109 


affair was not quite the heroic episode 
the image-makers made it. But they 
find quite a different kind of Kennedy 
courage in his lifelong refusal to ad- 
mit that he was a sick person and 
retreat into invahdism. 


Kennedy easily could have avoided 


military service; he insisted on com- 
bat that made a poor health situation 
worse. He probably could have spent 
his adult life in pursuit of pleasure or 
in a relatively sedentary occupation 
such as scholarship or diplomacy. He 
chose elective politics and practicing 
it a way that probably extended his 
physical resources to their limits. 


That says something about the man 


that image-makers seldom have the 
imagination to deal with. 


"Since I lost my job, that's all I can afford."

The next day, Doze looked at a mi- 


crofilm reproduction of the article and 
learned the details of the murder. 


"My grandmother just told me srie 


was gone," Doze said, adding that he 
could recall only vaguely that his 
mother left him home one day in May 
1927 to get him an ice cream cone. 


"But she never came back," he 


said. 


On the morning of May 18, 1927, 


Mrs. Doze's body was found in Elli- 
cott Creek in the town of Tonawanda. 
She had been beaten and strangled. 


MRS. MARION Loveless, Clifford's 


m a t e r n a l grandmother, took the 
3-year-old into her home and reared 
the boy, but she never told him how 
his mother died. 


According to the reprinted article, 


Doze's parents fought often. In fact, 
his father was questioned in con- 
nection with the death, the newspaper 
accounts said, but no charges were 
filed and the case remains unsolved. 


"The old man never said a word," 


Doze said. "Of course, he was pretty 
closed-mouthed anyway." 


No one else talked to him about it, 


either. 


"It seemed to be a taboo subject all 


the while I was growing up," he said. 


No, Doze added, he didn't have any 


qualms about discussing it. 


"Everybody that could have been 


hurt by that is dead now," he said. 
His father died several years ago. 


Had the knowledge of the murder 


changed his mind about his parents? 


"I don't judge them," Doze said. "I 


feel they've both been judged."

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Cartop tentmobite idea for campers

Ed DuPlessis has combined some of 


his Job skills with a 10-year-old dream 
to devise • cartop tent he hopes will 
make low budget camping available 
to more families. 


DuPlessis, 307 Wapella Avc., Mount 


Prospect, Is a division manager (or a 
restaurant furnishing company. 


"But I've always wanted to do 


something In the camping field. I love 
camping and I love the outdoors," 
DuPlesslaiald. 


The design and marketing skills he 


uses In his profession now are being 
applied to selling his patented In- 
vention. 


"The need was there and I devel- 


oped It on the basis of the need," 
DuPlessis said. 


THE TENT IS simple to .use. The 


wedge-shaped folded-down tents are 
mounted on car tops and pop up when 
ready for use. 


The DuPlessis family has been us- 


ing one for several years. 


"You can drive all over the country - 


and save all those motel bills," he 
said. "You drive somewhere, pop It 
up, and you're In business." 


"There's no extra license fee, no ex- 


tra tolls and easy parking," DuPlessis 
said. "You're up there, high and dry 
where the Breezes are good." When, 
the 4-by-4 foot folded tent - sold as 
the Arrow camper — is opened to its 
full 4-by-B foot size, he said, two 
adults can steep comfortably Inside 
while the kids sleep on car seats or In 
the rear of the station wagon. 


He said he's ready to market the 


$250 campers. Camping shows, refer- 
rals and some advertising should get 
sales off the ground, he said. 


AFTER SEVERAL years of plan- 


ning and the problem of figuring out 
l.jw to get a new product manufac- 
tured, DuPlessis said he is not In a 
big hurry to flood the market with Ar- 
row campers. 


"YOU 
DRIVE somewhere, pop It up, and you'r* in 


business," says Ed DuPlessis, of his ear-top camper. 


In his family travels, parents sometimes sleep in the 
camper and children sleep in the station wagon. 


"Believe me, I'm not interested in 


making a million dollars on this," 
DuPlessis said. He concedes that 
making "a good living" from camper 
sales, as long as it doesn't take too 
much time from his family life, would 
be an ideal reward for his efforts. 


DuPlessis said his camper dream 


started more than 10 years ago when 


he built a camping unit for the top of 
a Volkswagen bus. 


DuPlessis searched patent records 


to find out whether there were similar 
campers being sold. Satisifed his de- 
sign was unique, DuPlessis hired a 
patent attorney and obtained a patent 
on his design in 1970. 


It took "many phone calls and let- 


ters" to arrange for production of 


campers according to his specifica- 
tions. Hinges, fasteners, zippers, mat- 
tresses and other materials were hunt- 
ed and researched. Optional acces- 
sories such as ladders were added. 


DuPlessis said he's made arrange- 


ments with a plant in Dubuque, Iowa, 
to manufacture the campers if he gets 
swamped with orders. He assembled 
the Arrow units now on the street.

Carter drafts bill 
for check interest 


The Carter administration has drafted legislation to allow banks 


nationwide to pay customers Interest on checking account balanc- 
es, the American Banker reported Wednesday. The banking in- 
dustry publication said the proposal, being circulated among fed- 
eral agencies for comment before presentation to Congress, is part 
of a legislative package that also includes measures Intended to 
make bank membership in the Federal Reserve system more at- 
tractive. Extension of the Interest-paying checking, currently lim- 
ited to the six New England states, has attracted widespread sup- 
port as a means to give consumers some return on their idle 
checking account balances. Among those endorsing the concept is 
the American Bankers Assn. 


Arabs rap anti-Israel boycott 


The "hysterical laws and bills" in the United States and other 


countries against the Arab economic boycott of Israel will harm 
only those who adopt them and not the Arab nations, a top boycott 
official said Wednesday. Mohammed Mahgoub, commissioner-gen- 
eral of the Arab League's central boycott office, said the Arab 
countries will not bow to anti-boycott legislation and are deter- 
mined to maintain the blockade "with all firmness and resolu- 
tion." The Senate has passed legislation forbidding compliance 
with the Arabs' anti-Israel boycott. Although designed to deal with 
Arab attempts to stop U.S. firms from dealing with Israel, it also 
would forbid Americans from discriminating against other Ameri- 
cans on grounds of race, religion, sex or national origin in com- 
pliance with a foreign boycott.

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Carter fiddles as Arthur Burns? 


NEW YORK - With a growing 


number of politicians and business- 
men becoming convinced that the U. 
8. economy really Is getting better, 
the recent jltterlness on Wan Street — 
fending the Dow Jones Industrial Av- 
erage below MO for the first time in 16 


Wednesday's report 
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months — has been disturbing and 
perplexing to many observers. 


To put It bluntly, what Is feared is 


what was perceived by many as the 
economic scenario of the last adminis- 
tration: Ford fiddling while Arthur 
Burns. 


Burns, of course, Is the chairman of 


the Federal Reserve Board, which has 
massive powers to regulate the na- 
tion's money supply and at toast its 
short-term interest rates. And lately 
the Fed has unmistakably been mov- 
ing to throttle back on the money sup- 
ply and push up a bit on Interest 
rates. 


WALL STREET'S nerves are sot 


the strongest — and on the stock mar- 
ket's list of least favorite things, a ris- 
ing interest rate normally ranks just 
above a passed dividend — but the 
knee-jerk reaction may be simplistic. 


First, the money supply has been 


expanding much too rapidly for more 
than a year — thus stirring well-based 
fears of further Inflation ahead. It is 
those fears that are the real key to 
interest rates. An oversupply of mon- 
ey from Washington always win be 
popular with Congressmen and other 
economic flunkouts, because it will 
seem to be keeping interest rates 
down; eventually, however, It will 
send them out of sight, as lenders de- 
mand even more protection against In- 
flation during the life of a loan. 


Second, while some monetary tight- 


ening was not only inevitable but ad- 
visable, it seems extremely unlikely 
that we are heading into anything re- 
sembling a "credit crunch" or a peri- 
od in which Interest rates will reach 
their disastrous peaks of 1974. 


Eminent economists as diverse in 


their thinking as Alan Greenspan and 
Paul Samuelson are agreed that the

two-year-old recovery still has a long 
way to go and that business borrow- 
ing is nowhere near large enough to 
justify sharply higher interest rates. 


THIS IS NOT TO say that Interest 


rates will not continue to climb. The 
Treasury, which has been In the hap- 
py position of paying off close to |9 
billion of debt this quarter, will be 
back to its old heavy-borrowing ways 
In the next six months.. 


On balance, this suggests'further In- 


creases in both short — and long-term 
interest rates for the rest of 1977 and 
for 1978. 


None of this would be inconsistent 


with a solid economic recovery, and 
indeed the burgeoning demand for 
business loans could be taken as a 
sign of straight. 


Politically, too, the weight of evi- 


dence militates against painfully tight 
money conditions In 1977. President 
Carter was critical of Bums during 
the election campaign and even sug- 
gested that'the Fed be brought under 
White House control. Now, the two 
have arranged a wary accom- 
modation; Burns would like to be 
reappointed next year, and Carter has 
indicated that granting his wish might 
be a useful gesture to the business 
community. Neither man's interests 
would be served by tightening the 
monetary screws too severely be- 
tween now and 1978.

paced the stock market to its second 
consecutive gain Wednesday although 
some late profit taking trimmed the 
advance. Trading was active. 


The Dow Jones Industrial average, 


up more than 6 points at one time, 
finished with a gain of 4.32 points to 
912.99. The closely watched average, 
which climbed 5.60 points Tuesday, 
has seesawed the past four sessions. 


Some observers said the erratic pat- 


tern of the Industrials, plus the fact 
that the Dow Jones Utilities average 
reached a new 1977 high of 112.73, in- 
dicated institutions were juggling 
their holdings of blue-chip stocks. 


Some Investors were waiting for the 


Federal Reserve Board to report late 
Thursday afternoon on the nation's 
money supply. The Fed recently tight- 
ened credit because of a money sup- 
ply surge. The Fed action has re- 
sulted in the prime bank lending 
rate's rising from 6V« to 6% per cent 
over the past three weeks. It could go 
to 7 per cent soon. 


In spite of these concerns, the New 


York Stock Exchange common stock 
index rose .28 to 53.65 and the average 
price of a common share gained 16 
cents. Standard & Poor's 500-stock In- 
dex, containing some over-the-counter 
issues, gained 0.47 to 98.20.

TlM capitalist system, the critics ar- 


gue, works well for the rich, the 
achievers, the able, the gifted, the 
privileged. But it oppresses and ex- 
ploits the poor, the weak, the un- 
healthy, the dtaadvaataged minorities. 
It takes insufficient account of the In- 
firmities of struggling humanity. 


Some, outraged, have sought to 


abolish the system. Karl Man dam- 
ned capitalism as an inhuman system 
in which "all that Is holy is pro- 
faned." He alleged that it tended to 
"mutilate the laborer Into a fragment 
of a man, degrade him to the level of 
appendage of a machine." 


BUT MARX In his theory debased

man further. His dialectical material- 
ism opened the door for dictatorship. 
That theory conceived of man as 
merely an animal, subject to manipu- 
lation and sacrifice if necessary for 
the good of the community. His view 
was- not of man as "precious" in the 
sight of God. Marxism has proven to 
be a dead end in the development of 
economics. 


Other reformers have Intended to 


give this "tin man" named capitalism 
a heart, rather than discard the sys- 
tem. Their reforms, from the in- 
troduction of laws regulating child la- 
bor in the last century to such New 
Deal provisions as the introduction of 
Social Security during the Great 
Depression, and President Lyndon B. 
Johnson's "War on1 Poverty" have 
aimed at making the free enterprise 
system more humane while keeping 
its essential free play of supply and 
demand, its flexibility and its com- 
petitive benefits. 


The radical conservative, seeking to 


defend pure capitalism, argues tt-at 
no "wizard" need find capitalism a 
heart —it really has one In the chari- 


table and kindly acts of individuals. 
To work properly, this argument con- 
tinues, the economic system must rec- 
ognize man as be really is, an individ- 
ual governed by self-interest. 


This economic purist agrees with 


Adam Smith, the originator of capital- 
ist theory, that the great motivator of 
economic activity Is "the uniform, 
constant, and uninterrupted'effort: of 
every man to better his condition." It 
is this drive that prompts men to pro- 
duce the goods that society needs. As 
Smith said, "It is not from the ben- 
evolence of the butcher, the brewer, 
or the baker, that we expect our din- 
ner, but from their regard to their 
own interest." 


GOING FURTHER, Smith con-' 


tended that individuals seeking their 
self-interest by winning profits in that 


great self-regulating mechanism, the 
free market, would "naturally" pro- 
duce what society most needs. Com- 
petition would keep profits from be- 
coming excessive. Thus the business- 
man, seeking only his own welfare, 
would be "led by an invisible hand to 
promote an end which was no part of 
his intention" — the common good. 


There are many other new sugges- 


tions for improving capitalism put for- 
ward by economists and others today. 
The stereotyped economic thinking of 
the past is breaking up. There is more 
willingness to think innovatively. 


That is true among the public also. 


This was shown by a poll of 1,029 
Americans taken by Peter D. Hart 
Research Associates in 1975 for the 
leftist-inclined People's Bicentennial 
Commission It found that 41 per cent 


Greenspan likes Carter economy 


WASHINGTON — Four months ago, 


conservative Alan Greenspan was 
President Ford's No. 1 economic ad- 
viser and confidante. Now, at the Met- 
ropolitan Club, just a block away 
from his old office, private citizen 
Greenspan took a long, hard look at 
the Carter administration. 


Greenspan places bis general stamp 


of approval on Carter for roughly the 
same reasons that give Sen. George 
McGovern fits. He believes that Car- 
ter is basically less liberal on econom- 
ic Issues than many of his own ad- 
visers. 


"In my view," says Greenspan, 


"Carter has moved in a direction that 
is quite sensible." 


BEFORE HIS two-year stint in 


Washington, Greenspan was earning 
at least 1300,000 a year, a figure 
which undoubtedly is higher now. The 
Interesting thing about Greenspan Is 
that be Is widely respected, regard- 
less of his reputation of being farther 
to the right than any Economic Coun- 
cil Chairman in history. 


There is a simple reason: he consid- 


ers himself a technician, not a politi- 
cian, and calls the shots as he sees 
them. 


Looking at Carter, Greenspan sees 


a President who lately baa asserted 
his own cautious, conservative, thrifty 
instincts, overturning early decisions 


\ 


of those surveyed were in favor of 
making a major adjustment in the 
economy to try things that had not 
been tried before. Some 37 per cent 
favored "making minor adjustments 
to correct for current problems." And 
17 per cent felt that the economic sys- 
tem ought to be "kept as it is, allow- 
ing it to straighten itself out." 


However, that poll was taken at the 


height of the gloom over the recent 
recession, the worst since the 1930s. 
The openness to .change may weaken 
with increased prosperity. 


Nonetheless, the willingness to con- 


sider alterations of the economic sys- 
tem, to give-it a bigger heart, can be 
seen by the popularity of such books 
as British economist E. F. Schuma- 
cher's "Small Is Beautiful: Econom- 
ics as if People Mattered" (New 
York: Harper & Row). Professor 
Schumacher attracted audiences of 
literally thousands when he toured the 
United States several weeks ago — an 
lunusual phenomenon for an econo- 
mist. 


"THE GREAT MAJORITY of econ- 


omists," Schumacher alleges, "are 
still pursuing the absurd ideal of mak- 
ing their 'science' as scientific and 
precise as physics, as if there were no 
qualitative difference between mind- 


less atoms and men made in tfae im- 
age of God." 


Professor Schumacher warns that 


society, the industrial nations espe- 
cially, are rapidly consuming the 
world's capital of fossil fuels, the tol- 
rance margin of nature by excess pol- 
lution, and the "human substance." 
He calls for "technology with a hu- 
man face," so that people have a 
chance to enjoy themselves white they 
are working instead of working solely 
for their pay packet and hoping; usual 
ly forlornly, for enjoyment solely dur- 
ing their leisure time. 


He wants "biologically sound" agri- 


culture. He suggests that society think 
small in regard to organization and 
the accumulation of material things. 
The patterns of production and con- 
sumption must "fit into the laws of the 
universe." Resource depletion and 
harmony between those with wealth 
and power and those without cannot 
exist "as long as there is no idea any- 
where of enough being good and 
more-than-enough being evil." 


To many economists, some of 


Schumacher's ideas are too mystic, 
too impractical. But apparently for 
some people, the young especially, 
they strike a chord, a desire for less 
materialism.

of the administration that represented

But the most important reason that 


Greenspan, a disciple of Ayn Rand, 
gives Jimmy Carter such high marks 
is a subtle one born out of his own 
experience in Washington. 


WITH A CABINET slanted some- 


what to the left of center (in the 
Greenspan view), and a sub-cabinet 
that is "leftist," the former Ford offi- 
cial says he is sure that "there is a 
flood of paper (proposals) going to 
Carter that doesn't see the light of 
day." 


Greenspan cites an example from 


the Ford years as the sort of tempting 
proposal Carter must be resisting. 


During the Christmas weekend of 


1975, with the economy in a steep re- 
cession (unemployment rate at 8.5 per 
cent). Ford seriously debated a multi- 
billion dollar tax credit designed to 
ease teenage unemployment, Green- 
span revealed. 


The 1976 election lay ahead, and the 


program, although "flawed," seemed 
"politically attractive," Greenspan 
said. But Ford, if tempted, ruled it 
out after calling for a full technical 
analysis. 


GREENSPAN THINGS that Carter 


must be keeping a similar lid on 
spending proposals floated by the 
Washington bureaucracy. Bert Lance, 
the tough and influential budget direc- 
tor who clearly is close to Carter, 
"sounds just like (Ford's budget di- 
rector) Jim Lynn," Greenspan says. 


Can't Greenspan find any fault with 


the Carter administration? Yes — he 
doesn't like the idea of-funding the 
Social Security program with general 
revenues, and he has doubts about 
Carter's energy proposals. And he is 


edgy about some of the sub-cabinet 
appointees whom he considers too far 
to the left. 


But, as for Carter's stated economic 


forecasts — 6 per cent real growth, 
and unemployment below 7 per cent 
this year — Greenspan thinks "they 
are quite realistic," although the con- 
sumer sector may prove a little less 
ebullient later in 1977. 


So if Jimmy Carter has lost George 


McGovern and assorted labor leaders 
off his bandwagon, he is gaining new 
acceptance in the business commu- 
nity. The problem Is whether he can 
keep his support from the right while 
preventing others on the Democratic 
left from jumping ship.

On home loan interest rates 
and service charges 


What determines rates on home mortgage 


loans? Why do you have service charges? 


These are two key questions among the 


many that savings and loan officers are asked 
when couples seek financing to purchase a 
home. They are reasonable questions, and 
we strive to give satisfactory answers. 


Current interest rates are determined by 


open-market competition among savings and 
loans and other financial institutions interested 
In investment In private homes. Unless an 
association is competitive, potential buyers 
will seek their mortgage loans elsewhere. 


That's one side of the coin. The other is that savings and loans 


must also be competitive in the interest rates they offer to induce 
savings. If they are not, savers would deposit their money in other 
Institutions if higher returns were available. 


Thus, there Is a squeeze between what kind of return you can 


get on the savings deposited with you and the price you must pay 
to receive those savings. At one time, managers used to speak of a 
two-point spread between savings and lending rates as necessary to 
operate. Which means, if they were paying 3% Interest on savings, 
they felt they needed a 5% return on mortgage loans to keep in 
business. 


Nowadays, with savings rates being as high as they are most 


Savings ft Loans are forced to operate with a much lesser spread. 
This must take care of all their operational expenses — employees' 
salaries, building and equipment investments, advertising and other 
operational costs. Federal end State income taxes, employees' 
benefits and pension plans, insurance, legal fees, and reserves to 
meet governmental requirements. 


The service charge Is applied toward the many functions per- 


formed by the association in the home-buying process. These in- 
clude such items as the preparation of necessary mortgage docu- 
mentation and the servicing of the loan throughout its lifetime. 
To protect the buyer's and its own investment the association must 
serve as watch dog over the home for the duration of the loan, guar- 
anteeing annual payment of taxes and insurance and the general 
preservation of the property. It must also keep and furnish to the 
buyer a report of interest paid so that he may use them for income- 
tax purposes. 


The purchase and sale of a home is a complex process designed 


to avoid legal pitfalls. The buyer must be assured that he or she is 
getting full and clear title to the property. There may be liens against 
it, about which the seller was unaware. A contractor, for example, 
may have claimed failure to make full payment for home improve- 
ments. A closing brings together the buyer, lender, seller, and their 
agents (lawyers and real estate brokers) for the express purpose of 
protecting all parties concerned. The service charge paid to the 
savings loan is small recompense for the role it plays, not only up 
to the closing, but throughout the lifetime of the mortgage.

Many dig roots 
ofplantfor 
marshmattows 


Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Britan- 


nlca's 1977 Yearbook of Science and (he 
Future to Brent Hlckey, 10, of Chandler, 
Ariz., for his question: 


HOW ARE MARSHMALLOWS MADE? 
Some of Andy's favorite cookies are 


made with marshmallows. You can 
make them if you take a quarter-pound 
stick of margarine and melt it in a 3- 
quart saucepan. Then you add 40 marsh- 
mallows, mixing until they are melted 
and well blended. Next you lake the pan 
off the heat and stir in five cups of crisp 
rice cereal just as it comes from the 
box. Press this into a greased 13x9-inch 
pan and let it cool. Presto! You have 
crispy marshmallow cookies that taste 
so good. 


Marshmallows, that are good in so 


many different dishes, are made by 
blending corn syrup, sugar, dextrose, 
starch, water and just the right amounts 
of natural and artificial flavoring. With 
the proper cooking know-how, out comes 
the puffy confectionary treat that is 
dusted with powdered sugar. It's a 
favorite with many adults and children. 


Before gelatin and syrup became the 


main ingredients, marshmallows used 
to be made from the thick roots of the 
marshmallow bush. The plant, which 
thrives in salt marshes, has velvety 
leaves and pink flowers. 


In the mallow family of plants, you 


will be interested to know, is the swamp 
rose mallow that grows four to seven 
feet tall and has tremendous pink flow- 
ers up to seven inches wide; the garden 
hollyhock, the rose of Sharon, the okra 
which is used a great deal in Creole 
cooking, and also the cotton plant. That's 
a wide variety of relatives, you will 
ha veto admit. 


The same plant that first brought the 


popular marshmallow confection is 
from a species with the fancy name of 
Althaea Officinalis. Its mucilaginous 
roots also yield a drug which is used 
to soothe inflamed tissues. Each fall 
the roots are collected from the erect 
perennial herbs that grow in the salt 
marshes. They are then scraped and 
dried as a way of extracting the drug. 


The true marshmallow plant is a 


native of Europe. It was brought to the 
New World many years ago and has 
prospered here. The hollyhock member 
of the family is a Chinese perennial 
that has been introduced into just about 
every other country of the world. -

If you 
gaze at a blue block of color, a yellow 
after-image will appear. Then stare at 
a red swatch of color for about 30 seconds 
and your after-image should be the 
complementary green. Looking at a 
green spot should return the comple- 
mentary red.

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Real estate franchises— 
national but neighborly? 


by JOE FRANZ 


Real estate brokers In increasing numbers 


throughout the nation are coming to the conclusion 
that bigger Is better and are hooking up with fran- 
chises that are helping to make their businesses 
household words. 


The franchises have names like Century 21, The 


Gallery of Homes, ERA, Realty World, Circle Amer- 
ica and Homeflnders, and offer the small-or me- 
dium-sized broker a chance to compete with the 
large real estate chains. 


For a franchise fee and in some cases a per- 


centage of annual sales, the franchises offer brokers 
national advertising, a network of other brokers for 
referrals, brochures and other printed material and 
improved training programs. Most franchises also 
allow members to retain their local names 


HERB CARL, part-owner of Century 21-Arlington 


Realty Inc., Arlington Heights, said he believes real 
estate franchises will continue to grow and that four 


'/ can correlate this to the 
coming of the supermarket Into 
the small grocery store market.' 


or five eventually will prevail as the leadeis. 


"There has been a need for something like this and 


It Is working out very well," he said. "The proof of 
this is In the phenomenal growth of Century 21 in the 
last few years." 


Century 21, the largest of the real estate fran- 


chises, has 3,700 members in 48 states, with 211 of 
them In Northern Illinois. 


Carl said the primary reason his firm joined Cen- 


tury 21 in September 1974 was because of the train- 
Ing programs offered through the franchise 


THE CENTURY 21 national office conducts semi'' 


nars on such things as recruiting sales people, man- 
agement training and sales training. It also aids lo- 
cal members in setting up career nights and con- 
ducting sales rallies 


"At the time we joined we were primarily inter- 


ested in the training programs," he said. "We didn't 
have them and felt there was a need for them." 


Carl said each Century 21 members pays an initial 


$7,000 franchise fee and then pays the franchisor 6 


per cent of its annual sales. As of this month mem- 
bers also are paying 2 per cent of their annual sales 
for national advertising. 


Carl said since his firm joined Century 21 its sales 


and listings have increased dramatically. 


"I ESTIMATE that by the time we're in Century 21 


for three years our sales will have increased 100 per 
cent," he said: "We never had a $4 million month 
until March of this year and now we've had three in 
a row. 


"Inflation doesn't account for all that, maybe 10 


per cent a year," he said. "The rest I would say is 
because of Century 21.1 think the money we pay to 
be members is money well spent." 


Jan Behrens, part-owner of Electronic Realty As- 


sociates-Behrens and Zaun, Inc., Realtors, Arlington 
Heights, said his business has increased substantial- 
ly because of his affiliation with ERA. 


"If we were not affiliated with ERA, I don't think 


we'd get half the listings we do," he said. 


BEHRENS SAID each ERA member pays an in- 


itial $3,700 franchise fee and them pays the franchi- 
sor from $200 to $850 a month depending on the num- 
ber of offices operated. ERA has more than 1,000 
members in all 50 states. 


Sandy Falkanger, president of Realty World-Falk- 


anger Realty, Palatine, estimated that his firm's 
sales have increased 30 per cent because of its affi- 
liation with a national franchise. 


Realty World charges its members a $5,900 fran- 


chise fee and takes 6 per cent of its gross sales 
thereafter. The franchise has 600 members nation- 
ally and 80 in the Chicago area. 


Falkanger said in addition to training programs, 


one of the primary reasons the firm joined Realty 
World was because of the national advertising. 


"WE WANTED THE collective advertising," he 


said. "Radio and television costs heavy money and 
without a franchise we could never have it." 


Behrens, Falkanger and Carl said that belonging 


to a franchise also is advantageous because it puts 
them in touch with a network of other member bro- 
kers who aid them in finding housing for relocating 
families. 


Behrens said ERA'S computer can provide its 


members with instantaneous photographs and list- 
Ings of homes in virtually any part of the country. 


Carl said he believes franchises have helped in- 


crease the sales of its members because it gives 
independent real estate firms a national identity that 
the general public recognizes. 


"IN OUR CASE Century 21 rings a bell with the 


public because they've seen the television com- 
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mercials and the guy with the gold nacket," he said. 
"People are more comfortable with a name they 
know." 


He said although most of the francases are nation- 


al, they allow its members to retain their name and 
independence as locally-owned companies. 


"When they were trying to sell it to the brokers 


out here they said it was the best of two worlds," 
Carl said. "I think we have maintained our indepen- 
dence and at the same time been nationwide." 


Behrens said he believes that many of the small 


real estate firms are going to have trouble staying in 
business unless they affiliate with a national fran- 
chise. 


"I CAN CORRELATE this to the coming of the 


supermarket into the small grocery store market," 
he said 


Although most of the real estate franchises have 


guidelines on the placement of offices, Behrens said 
care will have to be exercised to prevent over- 
saturation of the market. 


"You have to use a iittle discrimination in the 


placement of offices to prevent over-saturation of 
the markets." he said. 
• 


Although increasing numbers of real eatate firms 


are finding franchises the way to go, many are ada- 
mant in their fight to remain totally independent. 


JACK KEMMERLY, president of Kemmerly Real 


Estate, which has 11 offices in the Northwest sub- 
urbs, said he believes the independents can continue 
t<j compete with the franchises and large chains. 


"The independents are going to be around for a 


long tune," he said. "Not being with a franchise 
hasn't hurt us a bit." 


Kemmerly said he believes many persons will con- 


tinue to prefer doing business with a local name that 
they know 


"They like to talk to the man who has his name on 


the door," he said. "People still want personalized 
service. They like the warmth of dealing with a per- 
son and not a symbol." 


Kemmerly said his firm's training programs for 


its employes, are better than any of the competition 
in the area and that because he is independent he 
can pay his sales people top dollar. 


"None of our money is going to California or any- 


where else," he said. "It's all used locally." 


Family home boom now, 
but don't expect it in '78

Single-family buyers are snatching 


up new houses these days, almost be- 
fore the paint Is dry on the woodwork. 
But the boom may be temporary. 


New homes are being built at a 


stunning rate of 30 to 40 per cent over 
what they were only a year ago. 
Spurring such construction is a grow- 
ing concern over a possible new round 
of double-digit Inflation, as well as a 
current relative lowering of Interest 
rates, now running between 8ft and 
8% per cent In most areas. In addi- 
tion, abundant savings have lenders 
looking for prospective borrowers. 


But a decrease in construction could 


occur In the next nine months, says 
Michael Sumlchrast, chief economist 
for the National Assn. of Home Build- 
ers and a former home builder him- 
self. He says he is looking for an 11 
per cent decline in new housing starts 
in 1978 because of an anticipated rise 
In mortgage interest rates and some 
overbuilding this year. 


"THE DROP FROM peak to low 


point may be around 300,000 units," 
he predicts. 


Adding to this concern are short- 


ages of labor in parts of the country, 
with some workers demanding, and 
getting, premium pay just to stay on 
the job. "I don't know where all the 
unemployed people are," Sumichrast 
says. 


A few materials are in short supply, 


and prices are climbing sharply Dry- 
wall and insulation, particularly, are 
harder to come by. Delivery of lum- 
ber and plywood Is erratic on some 
jobs. 


President Carter's energy program, 


If enacted, also could aggravate the 
shortage of insulation — and some 
other Items as well 


ANOTHER CONCERN: Many build- 


ers are sold out until next spring, yet 
some prospective buyers may walk 
away from the deal before their house 
actually Is started — they simply 
change their minds. 


Builders themselves are far more 


flexible than they were several years 
ago when the bottom fell out of the 
condominium market. 


"I can slop building single-family 


units, if the demand drops," says one 
builder. "But I cannot cut off high- 
rise condo units. If I start a building, 
I have to finish it." 


Biggest concern of all, at least in 


Building permits up 48% 


The number of building permits is- 


sued in the Chicago metropolitan area 
during the first four months of this 
year was up 48 per cent from the 
same period hi 1976, according to a 
survey by Bell Federal Savings and 
Loan Assn., Chicago. 


The survey shows there were 12,811 


permits issued in the seven-county 
area from January through April 
compared to 8,676 during the same pe- 
riod last year. 


During the first four months of 1977 


there were 7,515 permits issued for 
single-family houses, a 24 per cent in- 
crease over the 6,082 units issued dur- 
ing the first four months of 1976. 


PERMITS 
FOR 
multiple-family 


housing from January through April 
totaled 5,296, a 104 per cent increase 
over the 2,594 issued for the same pe- 
riod in 1976. 


Building permits issued in April 


numbered 5,941, a 75 per cent in- 
crease over the 3,398 issued in April 
1976. It was the highest level of con- 
struction activity for an April since 
April 1959 when 4,695 permits were is- 
sued for multiple-family and single- 
family homes. 


Single-family home permits issued 


in April totaled 3,412, a 36 per cent 
increase over the 2,518 issued in the 
same month last year. Permits for 
multiple-family 
housing increased 


from 880 in April 1976 to 2,529 in April 
of this year, a 187 per cent increase. 


The number of building permits is- 


sued for single-family homes in subur- 
ban municipalities in April was 2,642, 
a 41 per cent increaase from the 1,879 
issued during the same month last 
year. 


SINGLE-FAMILY construction In 


the unincorporated areas increased 13 
per cent, from 574 in April 1976 to 676 
for the same month this year. Chicago 
Issued 94 permits in April compared 
to 65 last April. 


The number of multiple-family units 


started in suburban municipalities in 
April was 125 per cent higher than a 
year earlier, increasing from 784 to 
1,762 


The unincorporated areas reported 


issuing permits for 536 multiple-fami- 
ly units hi April, an increase of 554 
per cent from the 82 issued in the 
same month last year The number of 
multiple-family units started in Chi- 
cago totaled 231 in April compared to 
14 in April 1976. 


Orland Park, which issued 525 


building permits for the first four 
months of this year, was the leading 
municipality in the Chicago area 


Other municipalities that ranked in 


the top 10 in housing construction 
were. Woodridge, with 457; Naper- 
vllle, with 415; Schaumburg, with 393; 
Carol Stream, with 275; Bartlett, with 
265, Crestwood, with 262; Crown 
Point, Ind. and Elk Grove Village, 
both with 255, and Lisle, with 243 


the Northwest, California, New Jer- 
sey, and New England, is the growing 
shortage of land for building homes. 


LOU CHAITMAN, executive vice 


president of the Builders Assn. of 
Greater Boston, says: "We can't build 
if we don't have the sites." 


Because of the land squeeze, lot 


prices are soaring like a hot-air bal- 
loon. Local moratoriums on sewer, 
water, and gas connections — caused 
by energy considerations as well as a 
no-growth attitude in some commu- 
nities — plus pressure from the envi- 
ronmentalists, an keeping large 


chunks of buildable land off the mar- 
ket. 


Even when the land is available, 


builders may run into financing prob- 
lems in developing it, Sumichrast 
says. "The real estate investment 
trusts won't want to touch land for the 
next 500 years." 


Such trusts, which in 1974-75 sup- 


plied some $30 billion to the building 
Industry — mostly for land devel- 
opment — were caught in the econom- 
ic squeeze, and some of the survivors 
will take a long time to recover.

billion to construct new plants 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The nation's 


1,000 largest manufacturers ear- 
marked $14.69 billion in appropria- 
tions for new plants and equipment in 
the first quarter of 1077, only 3 per 
cent below the near-record $15.08 bil- 
lion in the closing 1976 quarter, the 
Conference Board reported. 


The private research organization 


said first-quarter appropriations were 
up 30 per cent above year-ago levels. 


Thirteen of the 17 Industries studied 


stepped up appropriation spending in 
the opening 1077 quarter, the board 
•aid. 


Elliot Grossman, economist for the 


board, said: "Appropriations are now 
on a more sustainable growth path af- 
ter posting an unusually strong in- 
crease In the fourth quarter of 1976." 


The slight downturn In first-quarter 


appropriations does not reflect wea- 
ker economic conditions, -Grossman 
said. "It would appear that neither 
the severe winter nor uncertainties 
about President Carter's energy pol- 
icies and tax package has had an ad- 
verse effect on capital appropria- 
tions," he said. 


Capital appropriations are author- 


izations to spend money In the future, 
while capital expenditures are actual 
outlays for new plants and equipment. 


Manufacturers spend between 40 


and 45 per cent of all outlays for new 
plants and equipment, according to 
the board. 


The organization said plant and 


equipment appropriation will continue 
to contribute to the nation's economic 
expansion. 


Interest rates rise 
on U.S. home loans 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Interest 


rates tn government-backed home 
loans have risen from 8 to 8.6 per 
cent, the U.S. Dept. of Housing and 
U r b a n D e v e l o p m e n t reported 
recently. 


The new rate applies to home loans 


Insured by the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration and the Veterans Admin- 
istration and were a reaction to gen- 
erally rising interest rates on con- 
ventitnal homo loans. 


HUD Sec. Patricia Harris said the 


new ratea were needed to keep PHA 
and VA loans competitive with con- 
ventional lending and to Increase their 
availability. 


Many lenders are reluctant to make 


government-Insured loans if the gov- 
enrment interest rael is lower anan 
the conventional rate. 


The board's econometric model 


projects a 24 per cent rise in appro- 
priations this year to $62.5 billion, fol- 
lowed by a 8.5 per cent increase to 
$67.9 billion next year. Capital spend- 
ing should climb 8.1 per cent to $50.8 
billion this year and by 14.4 per cent 
to $58.1 billion in 1978. 


First-quarter appropriations by the 


durable goods sector were up 18 per 
cent over the fourth quarter of 1976 to 
$6.98 billion, the board reported. 


Lumber products, furniture and fix- 


tures and miscellaneous manufac- 
turers were the only members of the 
durable goods group to lower appro- 


priations in the 1977 quarter. 


The nondurable goods industries ap- 


propriated $7.71 billion in the first 
quarter, down 16 per cant from the 
final 1976 quarter. Declines were reg- 
istered by petroleum, food and beve- 
rages and chemicals — the three larg- 
est industries in the nondurable area 
— but each had earmarked record or 
near-record amounts in the fourth 
quarter, the board noted. 


Despite the drop from the 1976 


fourth quarter, first-quarter appro- 
priations by nondurable goods in- 
dustries still exceeded the amount set 
aside a year earlier.

England frets

LONDON (tPI)-A fearful ihudder 


is running through England thee* 
days. 
Than are strong official hints that 


Mtntmora may bo Just the fir* of 
many CMUaltlei among the "stately 
honoa o( England," those massive 
mansion when titled noblemen have 
tr*"* generations piling up treasure. 


Even with more than 1,000 of them 


open to the public, many are in dire 
financial trouble. 


FIRST, THEY opened to the paying 


public to recoup their tremendous 
costs of upkeep, heating, insurance, 
gardening and real estate taxes. 


Showmen such as the Duke of Bed- 


ford at Woburn Abbey even went so 
far as to Introduce crowd-pulling side- 
shows. 


Some added animal parka and "me- 


dieval" banquets. There is a motor 
museum at Beaulieu Abbey and an 
"American state fair" at Sudeley 
Castle. 


Then Mentmore went on the mar- 


ket. 


THE SEVENTH Earl or Rosebery 


was forced to sell the mansion and its 
Rothschild collection to pay an Inher- 
itance tax bill of some $7 million. 


"The problem to getting worse," 


•aid Education Secretary Shirley Wil- 
liams In a speech on the problems of 
preserving Britain's art heritage. 
"Important sales are planned for this 
year." 


Not even questions in parliament 


would persuade her to be more specif- 
ic. 


As she spoke, the sale of the con- 


tents of Mentmore Towers was in full 
swing. 


AND MENTMORE is a baby as 


such palaces go — a mere 125 years 
old. 


It was never open to the public. Its 


dazzling contents were more gaudy 
than artistic. 


Perhaps a dozen of its nieces were 


es fine as any in the world. Much of 
the rest has been scorned as hacked- 
about composites, late copies or artis- 
tically inferior. 


Yet Mentmore's sale brought prices 


which only can be described as bl- 
'iarre. 


"MENTMORE MANIA" made even 


coal scuttles and boot scrapers valu- 
able. 


Experts from Sotbeby Parke Her- 


net, perhaps the world's most experi- 
enced sale valuers, saw their top ra- 
tional estimates doubled for almost 
every Item. 


One Unkard sold for 17 times its 


highest estimated price. 


Such price* can only encourage oth- 


er mansion owners to do likewise. 


"LET US BE clear about the 


facts," wrote art critic Terence Mul- 
laly n the DeDy Telegraph. "Given 
the brutol, indeed punitive nature of 
taxation, coupled with crippling in- 
flation and the creeping, insidious ma- 
laise ... the Mentmore sale will be 
the first of many In the foreseeable, 
and probably Immediate, future." 


A few days later the Guardian re- 


ported: 


"Anxiety and rumors are now con- 


centrating on two houses of out- 
standing Importance. They are Ked- 
leston in Derbyshire and Holkbam in 
Norfolk, owner by Lord Scandale and 
Lord Leicester respectively. They are 
more deeply rooted in British history 
than Mentmore." 


Houses even more famous than 


these — some of the nation's most his- 
toric, riches and most visited — are 
now at risk, the Guardian said. 


IT MENTIONED Blenheim Palace, 


where Winston Churchill was born; 
Chatsworth, whose paintings alone 
probably are worth two Mentmores; 
WUton House and Goodwood House, a 
third of which was demolished recent-

Mora families cut afford to pur- 


chase bomei — and are doing so — 
than widely quoted housing cost fig- 
ures Indicate, according to the U.S. 
League of Savings Associations. 


John J. Stafford, a league vice pres- 


ident and director of research, said 
housing cost figures are "terribly dis- 
torted" and consequently misleading. 


Stafford said the problem is the 


wide use of average cost figures that 
mask the typical family's ability to 
purchase a home — plus a too-heavy 
emphasis on the prices of new rather 
than existing houses. 


"A LOT OF housing is available In 


all price ranges, and much of It can 
be purchased even by those families 
living on what the government calls 
an 'austere' budget," he said. 


The U.S. League Is the primary 


trade association serving the savings 
and loan business. 


Stafford took Issue in particular 


with data listing the average cost of a 
new home at well above $50,000. 


"In the first place* the average cost 


gets twisted out of shape by those big 
ticket, luxury houses that sell in the 
six-figure category," Stafford said. 
"Although they have a significant ef- 
fect when computing averages, new 
houses which sold for $65,000 and 
more accounted for only one of every 
six homes built last year." 


THE MEDIAN PRICE of housing Is 


a far better Indicator of actual hous- 
ing prices, Stafford said. 


Trj|» median price represents the 


home right In the middle of the mar- 
ket — with half the homes costing 
more and half costing less. 


"According to those 'average' fig- 


ures, the cost of a new home in 1976 
was $48,400," Stafford said. "But the 
median price waa $44,006 — some 
$3,500 less than the average." 


More to the point, Stafford said, Is 


the fact that "almost 63 per cent of all 
new homes sold last year sold for less 
than the so-called 'average' price."

homes are studied, Stafford said. 


The average sales price of an exist- 


ing house was $41,300 last year, but 
nearly 56 per cent of the existing 
homes sold in 1976 cost less than that, 
'Stafford said. 


The median sales price of existing 


homes was just $37,300 -r a full $4,000 
under the average cost figure. 


"What all the numbers mean," Staf- 


ford said, "is that a lot more families 
can afford housing today than those 
'average' figures indicate. Homes are 
available in all price ranges, and 
that's why home sales figures are so 
strong." 


FOR INSTANCE, Stafford empha- 


sized, U.S. Dept. ,of Labor data In- 
dicate that a family with an annual 
income of $10,041 or less is subject to 
an austere standard of living. Yet 
those families could afford to pur- 
ch|se homes, priced in a $15,000 to 
$21,000 price range — where slightly 
more than 16 per cent of all the exist- 
ing .homes, sold last year were priced, 
he said. 


Nearly 39 per cent of all the existing 


homes sold last year were priced be- 
tween $13,000 and $32,000, and there- 
fore could be purchased by families 
with incomes ranging between $7,000 
and $15,000, Stafford said. 


Stafford said existing homes outsold 


new homes by a nearly 3-to-l margin 
last year..

Fixing a leaky gutter connection

Dear HOUM Doctor: About three 


yean ago we had aluminum gutters 
iDtUUed. They are now leaking at al- 
moo. every Joint, and we wandered If 
you knew the bed way to stop thli. W. 
H. 


A. Aluminum gutters are assembled 


with slip-Joint fittings that are sealed 
with a special caulking, which should 
remain plastic to allow for any move- 
ment in the metal due to water or ice 
loads. 


Moat leaks at the connection are 


due to the use of caulking that hard- 
ens and cracks tinder movement of 
the gutter. 


If you were to engage a company to 


make this repair, they would probably 
dismantle the gutters and reseal all 
the connections. It is almost impos- 
sible to work sufficient fresh caulking 
into these joints without doing this. 


One method is to seal the gutters on 


the inside. For this, you will require a 
can of asphalt roofing cement and a 
piece of glass cloth, such as is used 
when applying epoxy resin.

A. Doors seldom warp, but the side 


jamb may. be slightly out of align- 
ment. 


The first thing to do is to tighten the 


hinge screws, especially those in the 
top .hinge. 


If thu does not help, mix a little 


cornstarch with water and paint this 
on the strike plate (the flat, metal 
plate on the jamb into which the latch 
engages). Close the door without lift- 
ing and note where the latch wipes 
the cornstarch from the strike plate. 
The opening in the strike plate can be 
enlarged by filing so that the latch 
enters the opening.

A. The stain is in the wood and not 


in the varnish over it. In any case, the 
floor must be sanded and refinished, 
although if the stain has not pene- 
trated deeply, sanding will remove it. 


A deep stain, such as you probably 


nave, must be bleached out with oxal- 
ic add. This acid powder is mixed 
with boiling water until no more will 
be dissolved. It is applied hot to the 
stain and allowed to dry. Be careful 
when you wipe up the powder, as It Is 
very irritating to the nose and eyes.

Net savings deposits at the nation's 


savings and loan associations amount- 
ed to an estimated $1,8 billion, $1 bil- 
lion behind the $2.8 billion racked up 
in April of 1976, according to the U.'S. 
League of Savings Associations. 


The league bases its estimate on a 


survey of 911 associations holding 51 
per cent of the assets of the business. 


"The slowdown In the rate of per- 


sonal savings is more than likely due 
to the Improved economic outlook of 
the lost few months," said Norman 
Strunk, executive vice president of the 
league. "It appears that people are 
beginning to spend money Instead of 
saving so much of it. The slowdown in 
savings Is definitely not caused by a 
transfer of resources to competing fi- 
nancial assets, such as government 
securities." 


The league chief explained that 


people were not withdrawing more 
from their accounts than they had for 
the past three years, but simply were 
adding less to their accounts. 


Mortgage lending at 
associations 


continued at a record-setting pace. It 
was the highest month on record with 
mortgage loans closed reaching an es- 
timated $8,8 billion, up 7.5-per cent 
from March 1977 and 34,6 per cent 
above loans closed In April 1976. 


"Mortgage 
lending Is extremely 


buoyant," Strunk said, "and with loan 
commitments at the end of April esti- 
mated at $21.1 billion lending activity 
should remain very strong for the 
next several months."

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Insulation 
manufacturers 
crying foul

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The manu- 


facturers of cellulose insulation feel 
th«y are getting unfair treatment in 
tbe g o v e r n m e n t ' s current in- 
vestigation of potential safety hazards 
in the insulation business. 


One trade group, the National Cellu- 


lose Insulation Manufacturers Assn., 
has told the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission it believes unwarranted 
charges were made against its prod- 
uct by the Metropolitan Denver Dis- 
trict Attorney's Office in a petition 
filed with the commission 


Tbe group said it believes a "few 


instances Involving incompetent man- 
ufacturers and Installers, particularly 
in the Denver, Colo., area, are being 
used to taint the entire industry." 


The petition in question, which re- 


sulted in the commission's still unfin- 
ished investigation, claimed some 
house fires In that area had been 
caused by cellulose insulation 


The trade group said reputable 


manufacturers comply with certain 
tests designed to make sure the fire 
retardancy of their products lasts 
as long as it is supposed to. 


"Properly treated cellulosic fiber 


insulation provides no fire hazard on 
or near electrical wiring and heating 
ducts which themselves are in good 
condition," the trade group says. 


It also takes Issue with a claim in 


the petition that the industry has little 
quality control. It says its members 
follow voluntary standards to assure 
quality and safety. 


Manufacturers of cellulose and fibr- 


ous glass type insulation have told the 
commission they believe voluntary in- 
dustry rules are sufficient, and no fed- 
eral law Is needed to set safety or 
quality limits.

The argument goes on and on and 


there's never a winner. It's one of the 
moat frustrating topics that can be de- 
bated. Why not buy a home outright 
and save many years of high interest 
costs which can, in effect, double the 
original price of it? 


Dear Mr. Campbell: I find your 


continual argument In favor of paying 
the lowest amount of down-payment 
possible — and stretching out the 
mortgage as long as possible — abso- 
lutely asinine! 


How In the world could anybody 


sane (and be m the business of giving 
financial advise) give this kind of 
guidance? 


I would have to pay at least 0 per 


cent on a mortgage for about 25 or 30 
years. Income tax "advantages," or 
not, where do you think I could Invest 
the money that I didn't put into the 
house In order to get that kind of a 
return? I say buy the house outright If 
at aU possible! Falling there, pay as 
much as possible down and take the 
shortest mortgage possible. 


You're out of your head! — Mr. 


W.F.B. (Philadelphia, Pa.) 


A. The charge that I'm out of my 


head has been made and the jury Is 
still out on It. 


I think we should clarify the record 


on one point, however. I have never 
recommended "paying the lowest 
amount of down-payment possible and 
stretching out the mortgage as long 
as possible." Every case is different 
and, circumstances 
permitting, as 


much down payment should be made 
as to make the monthly mortgage 
payment (principal and interest) af- 
fordable. 


It is true, however, that In most 


cases it Is infinitely better to nave a 
mortgage than it is to buy the home 
outright. And the major reason is nei- 
ther the tax-deductibllity of the mort- 
gage interest, nor the fact that it 
would be difficult, if not Impossible, to 
Invest money not paid as an outright 
purchase in such a way as-to get a 
return equal, or greater than, the 
mortgage Interest rate. 


The major reason for opting in fa- 


vor of a mortgage is simple. Why lay 
out, say $80,000 for a house paid for 
with 1977 dollars when those dollars 
are eroding at the rate of about 10 per 
cent a year? Why not pay off this 
year's portion of the mortgage with 
1977 dollars worth $1, next year's with 
dollars worth SO cents, and the follow- 
ing year with dollars worth 81 cents? 


It has nothing to do with the fact 


that, having paid $10,000 down on this 
S50.000 house there Is no way to Invest 
the difference in -nything that will 
offset the 9 per cent mortgage interest 
rate. 


Dear Mr. Campbell: In a recent col- 


umn where a landlord complained be- 
cause a tenant Installed new locks I 
feel you answered It Incorrectly. 


In the first place, you don't know 


the circumstances. Also, the tenant 
should have consulted his lawyer. The 
owner of the complex should only en- 
ter tenants' apartments In an emer- 
gency. — Mr. A.M.M. (Cincinnati, 
Ohio) 


A. You're right. I don't know all the 


circumstances and, while I might 
agree with you In broad principle (he 
should only enter in the case of an 
emergency), the fact remains that the 
standard lease permits him to enter 
to make sure that the premises are 
c o n f o r m i n g to government regu- 
lations. 


The conscientious landlord doesn't 


abuse this, and normally gives plenty 
of advance notice. But he still needs 
access to his own property. 


What If there should be the smell of 


smoke from the apartment in the ten- 
ant's absence? 


Dear Mr. Campbell: I just bought a 


bouse after renting a ground-floor 
apartment for several years. 


A couple of years ago I Installed a 


brick patio adjoining the apartment's 
dining room at my own expense. I 
have asked my landlord to com- 
pensate me for the cost of the mate- 
rial used In the patio since It Im- 
proved his property, but he has re- 
fused to do so. Is this legal? — Ms. 
W.G.W. (Buffalo, N.Y.) 


A. Unless the landlord agreed to 


such an agreement before you did it, 
I'm afraid you're .out of luck. Did you

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Over ad- 


ministration objections, the U.S. Sen- 
ate has voted to ease restriction 
•gainst development of real estate In 
flood plains throughout the country. 


By a vote of 49 to 36, It amended an 


omnibus housing and community de- 
velopment bill to allow private bank 
tons for property development in 
areas designated by the federal gov- 
ernment as flood-prone when a com- 
munity elects not to belong to the 
existing federal flood Insurance pro- 
gram. 


The House recently adopted a sim- 


ilar amendment in its version of the 
bill, making it likely to become law.

continued work, provides $14.7 billion 
worth of housing assistance and com- 
munity development programs over

MEMPHIS, Term. (UPI) — Former President Gerald Ford, 


playing in the pro-am of the Memphis Classic Golf Tournament, 
Wednesday shot his first hole-ln-one, on the 177-yard fifth hole of 
the Colonial Country Club course. 


Ford's five Iron shot off the tee hit on the green about six feet 


from the flag and rolled into the hole as a small army of specta- 
tors burst Into applause. 


"I can't believe it," said Ford, who had been playing erratically 


up to that point. "Look at that, he made it all the way," said one 
startled bystander. 


THE FORMER president, whose tee shot the previous hole was 


mishit and went barely 100 yards, grinned broadly at his astonish- 
ing feat. Ford then gleefully retrieved the ball from the cup oE the 
par three hole and presented it to entertainer Danny Thomas. 


Thomas, who hosts the annual tournament to raise money for St. 


Jude Children's Research Hospital located in Memphis, said he 
would auction the ball'to raise additional funds for the facility he 
founded. Thomas, holding the ball above his head, told the crowd 
his asking price at the sale Saturday would be $500. "More, 
more," shouted the enthusiastic fans. 


Ford is believed to be the first former president ever to make a 


hole-ln-one. He carded a zero on the hole because of his one stroke 
per bole handicap. Ford was playing in a foursome with pro golfer 
Ben Crenshaw, Vernon Bell and Thomas. He was accompanied by 
about 20 secret service agents and police officers, who kept a 
watchful eye on the crowd. 


The other three players playfully backed off the tee'after Ford's 


shot when they heard the crowd roar and refused momentarily to 
hit. 


THE HOLE, which is bunkered in front but not otherwise ob- 


structed, is one of the easiest on the 7,193-yard course. It plays 177 
yards from the back tees used by professionals and about 20 yards 
shorter from the front tees where Ford and other amateurs hit. 


Ford, who described his ace as "something I'd like to do every 


day," later encountered a jnalady common to most duffers after 
an unusually good shot. In golfers' parlance, it's called "the wheels 
wheels came off." 


The former president picked up on the par-4 ninth hole after he 


managed to get into three different sand traps around the green. 


His shot for the green found the left front bunker. He blasted 


out, but the ball sailed Into the right front bunker. He blasted 
again, and the ball flew across the green Into the back left bunker. 


Ford gave up on the hole at that point. Turning to his partners 


he said: "I've got a bet with Bear Bryant. I think we've got la do 
better than this." 


Although no official score was available, Ford's team was 


thought to be eight under par after nine holes in the best-ball team 
competition, Bryant, the Alabama football coach, was paired with 
professional golfers Jerry Pate, Herb Mercer, and Dutch Ackers. 
The firth member of Bryant's team, Ken Stabler of the Oakland 
Raiders, dropped out after nine holes.

THE RANGERS jumped all over

on Toby Harrah's home run, and the 
Rangers added two more in the sixth 
when Tom Grieve sent Kravec to an 
early shower by smacking a two-run 
homer. 


The Rangers' muscle came from 


two individuals who hadn't been a 
threat to Sox pitching. Harrah was 
hitting .150 against the Sox this year. 
Grieve is hitting .167 for the year. 


Kravec got into all of his troubles 


after retiring the first two men of an 
inning, which he did in all but the 
sixth. With two outs in the third, 
Bump Wills blooped a double that was 
just fair down the rightfield line and 
just out of reach of rightfielder Richie 
Zisk. Kravec then walked Jim Fre- 
gosi. 


That brought up Willie Horton who 


doubled in a run and set the stage for 
Harrah's three-run blast. 


KRAVEC, IN 15-2/3 innings of work 


this year, has given up only three 
runs before two outs in an inning, and 
two of those runs came in the sixth 
inning Wednesday. After two outs, the 
young lefthander, just up from Iowa, 
has been touched for 11 runs. 


He worked his way out of trouble 


when he gave up back-to-back singles 
with two away in the second and also 
escaped when Juan Beniquez tripled 
with two gone in the fourth. likewise 
no damage was done in the fifth in- 
ning when Kravec walked Horton and 
gave up a single to Harrah after retir- 
ing the first two Rangers to bat in the 
inning. . 


Mike Hargrove led off the sixth with 


a single and Grieve followed with his 
homer which brought Bart Johnson in 
from the bullpen and again Johnson, 
who has been ineffective as a starter, 
turned in a brilliant effort in relief. 


Johnson worked the final three in- 


nings and retired all but one of the 10 


men he faced, striking out one and 
walking nobody. Hargrove's seventh 
inning single was the only hit off 
Johnson who wants to be a starter but 
apparently thrives in the bullpen. 


JOHNSON HAS given up 16 earned 


runs in 12-1/3 innings of work as a 
starter for an earned run average of 
about 12.

was thumbed out of the game over an 
Incident in which the Cubs accused 
him of scuffing the ball. 


• Dodger Reggie Smith had to be 


held back by teammates from going 
into the stands after a spectator in the 
second inning. In the eighth, he ripped 
a solo home run to left off reliever 
Paul Reuschel. , 


• And finally, a black-sky thunders- 


torm halted (he proceedings in the 
fourth inning for 54 minutes,' serving 
as an intermission for the crowd of 
20,000. 


SUTTON' COLLECTED a $100 fine 


for his eighth-inning outburst and 
Manager Tom Lasorda nearly follow- 
ed with a repeat performance as he 
questioned the wisdom of home plate 
umpire Bruce Froemming's decision 
to send Sutton to the showers. 


Afterward, Sutton was calm and La- 


sorda was seething over the incident 
which began when Cub Bill Buckner 
asked Froemming to check the ball 
for scuff marks. That caused a full 
scale frisk of Sutton by Froemming, 
and finally a second request to look at 
the ball. 


That's when Sutton blew his stack 


by delivering a fast ball between the 
legs of third base umpire Dick Stello 
and got thumbed by Foremming for 
cussing. 


"BUCKNER ASKED for the ball the 


first time," Sutton said. "Then that 
little round man in the (Cubs') dugout 
— I forget his name — asked to see 
the ball again.

"I regret short-hopping the ball at 


Stello, but as for getting thumbed out 
of the game, I didn't use any profan- 
ity." 


Sutton, who yielded only three hits 


in his seven and one-third innings 
pitched, said he would appeal the fine. 
Earlier this season he paid a $50 fine 
leveled at him while in Pittsburgh.

Mustang track to go metric in '78

The Wonderful World of Metrics will 


Insinuate itself into the Herald area 
this summer when the Rolling Mead- 
ows High School athletic department 
relines its track, giving the Northwest 
Suburbs its first metric oval. 


The decision to,make the change 


came from athletic director Tom 
O'Driscoll with the prompting of track 
coach Joe Vitton. The "new" track 
will be ready for the 1978 season. 


"The state tells us that they're defi- 


nitely going metric in 1980," said 
'O'Driscoll. "So we thought it would be 
a good idea to redo the track." 


THE MUSTANGS' 400-meter track 


will be one of only three high school 
metric layouts in the state, the others 
being at Gary-Grove and Evanston. 


"It should be interesting," said 


O'Driscoll. "Joe tells me we aren't 
going to run Into any problems." 


The over-all cost of converting the 


existing track to metrics was esti- 
mated at $3,000 by O'Driscoll.

"We need to seal the track and re- 


mark it," O'Driscoll pointed out. 


"That calls for surveying to do it ac- 
curately."

Florence, Phyllis, Doris and Jeannie don't know 


one another, but the four women share several 
things in common. 


All are In their fifties, menopausal or post- 


menopausal, previously overweight . . . and hyper- 
tensive. 


They are part of a group of women who are most 


prone to high blood pressure. 


These women are among an estimated 23 million 


Americans, almost half of whom are women, to have 
hypertension, a figure supplied by both the American 
Heart Association and the Health Insurance In- 
stitute. 


But Florence, Phyllis, Doris and Jeannie may be 


among the luckier ones with high blood pressure. 
They know they are hypertensive and are taking 
steps to guard their health. They see their doctors 
regularly and are controlling their illness. 


Many women (and men) don't even know they 


have a disease that can lead to heart attack, stroke 
or kidney damage because high blood pressure gives 
no warning. There are no symptoms until organ dam- 
age la underway. 


"Hypertension Is rightly named 'the silent kill- 


er,' " agrees Dr. John Lynch, Mount Prospect inter- 
nist. 


Dr. Lynch has practiced in the Northwest suburbs 


for 21 years and says he now is seeing "an aging 
population," those most vunerable to high blood 
pressure. 


"IT IS COMMON FOR persons with high blood 


pressure to feel quite well. When symptoms appear 
or health takes a sudden change for worse, damage 
already Is done. Target organs are the brain, heart 
and kidneys," Dr. Lynch said. 


Some of these symptoms are dizziness, shortness 


of breath, chest pains and changes in urinary habits. 


For that one in ten Americans who are hyperten- 


sive, these symptoms may be signaling "danger." 
Dr. Lynch advises having blood pressure checked at 
once. 


Dizziness, for example, could be caused by "little 


strokes," hemorrhages in the arteries of the brain. 


Warning of kidney damage may be even more 


subtle, he said, something as simple as starting to 
get up at night to urinate. 


Cardiac damage may be indicated by shortness of 


breath and chest pains. 


If you are In the "risk" group of women and suffer 


such symptoms, don't delay seeking medical eval- 
uation, he says. 


The "risk" group, those women most likely to de- 


velop high blood pressure, are overweight and past 
their childbearlng years, or have had hysterectomy. 


Women with family history of hypertension, who 


are pregnant, diabetic, on the contraceptive pill and 
who smoke also are more apt to develop elevated 
pressure. 


The more risk factors, the more vulnerable is the 


woman, Dr. Lynch explained. 


THE "PILL" AND cigaret smoking are a lethal 


combination in the internist's opinion. 


Cigaret smoking Increases the heart rate and con- 


stricts blood vessels. The pill affects the vascular 
system and may cause blood clotting defects and 
increase blood pressure. 


Blood pressure is the force or pressure exerted by 


the heart in pumping blood from its chambers. When 


arteries increase resistance to flow, blood pressure 
goes up. 


Though there is no "normal" blood pressure (it 


varies from person to person), anything over 140/90 
is considered upper level normal, Dr. Lynch said. 


Some insurance companies consider an 85 diaslolic 


(lower) reading potentially dangerous in a young 
person. Systolic (upper) 'readings are transient in 
nature and fluctuate, he added. 
. Increasing numbers .of young women nowadays 
are developing high blood pressure. 


More vulnerable to hypertension when they are 


pregnant, on the pill, smoke, or have a family back- 


ground of high blood pressure, more young women 
also are now subject to outside-the-home job stress. 
They may develop elevated pressure as do their 
male counterparts. 


"Tension and pressure of a job may be added risk 


factors, but on the other hand, working outside the 
home can be good therapy for some rwomen," Dr. 
Lynch pointed out. 


"If a woman's children have left home and she is 


bored and lonely, doing something different outside 
her home may be good for her." 


IF SHE IS REACTING to her environment in a 


negative way, a woman may -seek ways to lessen 
such stress. If she chooses to pray, practice yoga, 
biofeedback and "other such modes and concepts," 
and it helps to keep blood pressure down, Lynch 
approves. 


However, anyone who has hypertension should get 


regular medical checkups, he advises. 


Of the four women mentioned earlier, only Jeannie 


waited too long to seek medical help. 
; 


Thirty pounds overweight, a cigaret smoker, one 


who works and plays hard, and whose father died 
from mycardial infarction (heart attack), Jeannie 
had a hysterectomy at age 49. 


Her children gew up and left home, and she was at 


home alone to cope with an elderly, alcoholic rela- 
tive. 


Jeannie began to lose her usual exuberance, joy of 


living. Weary, breathless at times, she attributed her 
lack of pep to overweight. 


Finally, sharp chest pains sent her seeking medi- 


cal help. Jeannie was experiencing angina pectoris 
(pains in the chest sometimes radiating to the left 
arm, caused by spasm of the coronary artery of the 
heart). This condition is caused by narrowing of the 
arteries to the heart, Dr. Lynch explained. 


NOW CONTROLLING her disease, Jeannie is on a 


low calorie, salt and cholesterol diet, and has lost 25 
pounds. 


She has reduced or eliminated alcoholic beverages 


and cigarets. She exercises every day, takes pre- 
scribed drugs and sees her doctor for frequent 
checkups. 


"Frequency of checkups depends on the severity of 


the disease and how the patient responds to treat- 
ment," said Dr. Lynch. 


Hypertensive women with fewer risk factors than 


Jeannie's may require less restrictive treatment. 
Florence, Phyllis and Doris have high blood 
pressure in varying degrees. Each adheres to indi- 
vidual medical treatment and health regime. 


Those who go to a physicdan for less frequent 


checkups may want to monitor his/her own blood 
pressure. 


"Blood pressure can be checked by anyone in- 


telligent enough to read the unit. Buy a blood pres- 
sure unit at a drug store and learn to take your own 
pressure If you want to. And if your pressure goes 
up, get medical help," Dr..Lynch advises.

Symbols help handicapped 'talk9

Teacher Vera Schllep caught two 


student? laughing and talking in class 
the other day — and knew she was 
making progress. 


Her students are multiply handi- 


capped by mental disorders and phys- 
ical deformities that rule out speech 
beyond grunts; signals beyond help- 
leas flailing. 


But they are learning to "talk" 


now, with symbols. 


Mrs. Schllep and four colleagues 


conduct a pilot project at the Spring- 
view, Ohio, State Center- They teach 
students aged 7 to 27 to communicate, 
express emotions, tell jokes — even 
yell at their teachers. 


"These children work incredibly 


hard," Mrs. Schllep said. "Imagine 
not being able to express yourself for 
years beyond a smile or nods for yes 
and no." 


"WITH SYMBOLS, for the first time, 


students can talk about all those emo- 
tions they have pent up. They can 
even say 'no, I don't want to.' They 
have control for the first time." 


The system uses a symbolic lan- 


guage developed by Canadian C. K. 
Bliss for speech between persons of 
different tongues. 


Each Bliss symbol stands for a 


word. An inverted Y, for example, is 
a man. An arrowplerced heart is love. 
A wavy line under a stick chair is a 
toilet. 


"Blissymbols" are a short cut, Mrs. 


Schlelp says, because, ordinarily, "to 
learn a word, first you have to learn 
the alphabet, then sounds for each let- 
ter, then how to combine sounds to 
get words." 


STUDENTS CARRY-or have attach- 


ed to wheelchairs—squares picturing 
one, five, 100 or 400 different symbols, 
depending on their advancement. The 
symbols are labeled so even visitors 
can understand what the children 
want to say when they point to the 
symbols: "I want food" or "Hello 
news woman." 


It's not quite so simple. 
For some symbol-users, pointing 


is an extreme physical task. The 
hands of one girl are cramped into 
continual fists. She can point only 
when a pen is tied to a fist. 


A boy with arms twisted close to his 


body, "points" by a buzzer. He leans 
against it when his teacher reaches 
the symbol he means. 


"To give staff members an idea of 


what it's like, we have them sit in 
wheelchairs with their hands and legs 
tied down. They can only moan or 
grunt." 


LEARNING the symbols isn't simple 


either. The teachers show students a 
real object, then a colored picture of 
it, a black and white photo, a sketch, 
finally, the most abstract of all, a 
symbol. 


"They have to experience a sym- 


bol," Mrs. Schliep said. That's why 
the earnest taught are "I," "water," 
"food," "out," "wheelchair" and "toi- 
let." 


Symbolic love stories, symbolic res- 


troom signs, self portraits labeled in 
symbol, a symbolic bingo game help 
teach the communication signs. 


The symbol game must be turned 


into communication, 


"Jokes help in this part," Mrs. 


Schliep said, "If the symbol is food, I 
say 'who wants food?' One student an- 
swered '1 want food' and I shoved a 
piece of cake in his mouth. Everyone 
laughed. 


"We started another 
sentence: 


'teacher eats . . . 'and told the stu- 
dents to fill it in. One boy said 'teach- 
er eats wheelchairs' and cracked up. 
He was playing with words and I 
knew then that he really understood. 
He was talking." 


TRANSLATION isn't simple, either. 


A girl, struggling to control a rigid 
arm, finally pointed to the symbols 
she wanted with her left ringfinger. 
All her teacher could figure was "I go 
paper." The girl meant she had got- 
ten a letter from home. 


One side effect, the teacher said, is 


the development of pride. "The first 
symbol we teach is 'I.' It's a figure 
with a tiny 1 near it and the lesson is 
'I am number one, I am most impor- 
tant.' "

If you would like to see a cross 


section of the world of real antiques, 
visit the Chicago Art Institute while 
the 
exhibition "The Antiquarian 


Society of the Art Institute of Chi- 
cago: The First One Hundred Years" 
is going on — through June |9. 


The exhibit may be overshadowed 


by the hoop-la given the King Tut ex- 
hibit, for there were relatively few 
persons in the galleries housing the 
Antiquarian Society the day I visited. 
Many more were viewing the newly 
installed stained glass windows by 
Chagall, which are also marvelous to 
see. 


The Antiquarian Society is an aux- 


iliary of the Art Institute, founded in 
1877 and then known as the Chicago 
Society of Decorative Art. It offered 
classes for women in drawing, paint- 
ing and needlework, and the objects 
produced by these classes were so 
commercially successful that many 
were donated to the Art- Institute. In 
1904, the organization 
officially 


adopted the name by which it^is 
known today, and confirmed its aim 
of presenting significant and needed 
works of art to the permanent collec- 
tions. 


SINCE THE SOCIETY was active 


before specific departments had been 
established within the museum, its 
early gifts covered a broad scope. 
Later, important objects were do- 
nated to the Department of Oriental 
Art and to the Textile Department, 
and through the years gifts were 
made to the departments of American 
Arts, Painting and Sculpture, Eu- 
ropean Decorative Arts, Primitive Art 
and Prints and Drawings, as these de- 
partments were formed. 


Included in the present collection 


are examples of Pre-Columbian gold, 
American silver, 18th Century French 
furniture, 17th Century tapestries, 
English ceramics and architectural 
ornament. The exhibition celebrates 
The Antiquarian Society's 100 years of 
enlightened support of the museum, 
and also includes three centennial 
purchases which have never been 
publicly displayed. 


ONE OF THESE IS the fall-front 


desk shown in the picture. It was 
made in Paris in 1812, designed by 
Charles Percier and Pierre-Francois 
Fontairi. The desk is traditionally said 
to have been commissioned by Em- 
peror Napoleon I. Called in French a 
"secretaire a abattant," it is made 
from a variety of woods: calamander 
veneer over pine, spruce, mahogany, 
linden, and it has mountings and dec- 


orations of brass, steel, copper, gold 
and silver leaf, bronze, and tooled 
leather. The other two centennial gifts 
are an American silver bowl ca. 172S 
by Cornelius Wyncoop, and an Art 
Nouveau carpet of linen and wool in a 
peacock feather motif. 


Granted, the antiques shown in this 


outstanding presentation are not the 
everyday run of the mill antiques 
shop offerings, but anyone interested 
in beautiful and interesting old things 
cannot help but appreciate the choices 
of the Antiquarian Society. Its gifts to 
the Art Institute are indirectly gifts to 
us all, for we can browse to our 
hearts' content for the small sum re- 
quired as admittance to the Art In- 
stitute. Try not to miss this one.

The doctor says 


With good reason 
anyone can faint 


Today I had a blood sample taken. They took a rubber hose and 


made my vehi stick out. When they gave me the shot, I started 
•celng colors and would have fainted II I hadn't put my bead 
between my knees. I have fainted or nearly fainted every time I 
get a shot, cut my finger or one time when I moved my leg Just 
after a cast was taken off. 


It's embarrassing when you have to get a shot from the sehool 


nurse and faint. What causes me to faint? Can I slop fainting? 


This is more common than you might realize. Almost anyone 


will faint If given sufficient provocation. Even men in top physical 
condition and superior health, such as candidates for the astronaut 
program, would faint if run on a tread mill first and then put on a 
lilt table to strap them upright. 


I presume you are fairly young. You may be happy to learn that 


the reflexes Involved change as you mature and fainting is less 
likely to happen. By the time you are 25 and don't need to see the 
school nurse, there may be no problem. 


Most of the faints as you describe are caused by reflex actions. 


The arteries dilate so blood runs to the lower half of the body. The 
heart may slow or even stop momentarily. The combination of 
events leads to lack of blood flow to the brain and that Is what 
causes the faint. That is also why putting your head between your 
knees makes you feel better. It helps increase the blood flow to the 
brain. 


Being in good physical condition helps. Learning to relax helps, 


too. You would be less likely to have a fainting episode If you 
were lying down when you had your blood drawn. I am sending 
you The Health Letter number 9-2, Fainting: Loss of Con- 
sciousness or Syncope. It will give you a good idea of the causes of 
tainting. Others who want this information can send 50 cents with 
a long, stamped, self-addressed envelope for it.

1 am a 17-year-old girl. Several months ago I stopped eating red 


meat, though I still eat chicken or fish every day. I also eat many 
fruttj and vegetables and drink lot* of milk. 


I haven't had my period for about two months and I am very 


worried that the cause Is no meat. 1 take a multiple vitamin every 
morning and someone has suggested vitamin E. Should 1 start 
eating meat because of this? In all other aspects I am healthy. 


It is not uncommon for a young girls to have times when she is 


not regular or misses periods. There are many reasons for this, 
some totally unapparent even after a good examination. I would 
think dt Is more likely that your problem is just a natural phe- 
nomenon. 


You don't need red meat since you are getting plenty of fish and 


chicken. The basic protein characteristics are not greatly differ- 
ent. Any vitamin needs you have are more than met by your diet 
plus the dally vitamin pill. No, I wouldn't recommend vitamin E. 


Considering the nature of menstrual periods I would not be sur- 


prised if you have already resumed your regular schedule by the 
time you hear from me.

Dear Dorothy: I have a light yellow rubber drain board which 


aits under a dish drain rack. Even though I always see to It that 
the board is drained of water, it has picked up many stains. Have 
tried all kinds of cleaners, cleansers, even chlorine bleach — with 
no luck. Suggestion? — Mrs. Earl V. Armstrong 


Readers have offered various suggestions for these rubber mats, 


but I thought it time to contact one of the large manufacturers. 
Picked on >Rubbermald. They recommend a once-a-week soaking 
— covering the rubber item with warm, sudsy water with a little 
liquid bleach added. Soak for 30 minutes, rinse and dry. If a 
drainer is too large to soak in a sink, the bathtub can be used. Let 
us know how it works. 


Dear Dorothy: My Boston ferm isn't doing well. I've heard this 


plant likes ammonia. Have you heard of this?—Blanche Omler 


The horticulturist I checked says ammonia is not indicated for 


ferras. His recital calls for humus soil, kept moist; the plant kept 
in subdued sunlight, warm temperature, high humidity. One has to 
watch for special seasons of growth and provide additional water. 
During the rest of the year, give less water. 


Dear Dorothy: I can't find a thing in any of the dozen books I've 


checked to explain why cottage cheese is better nutritionally for 
the serious dieter than milk. Do you know? — Doris Feldmann 


Where other foods are concerned, cottage cheese'has a lot of 


plus factors, but where milk comes in, cottage cheese is no bar- 
gain for the serious dieter. Milk has' roughly half the calories, has 
more calcium and potassium and Just a little less vitamin A. 
Cottage cheese is ahead in protein, in sodium and in phosphorus.

Anderson rewarded with an Emmy 


The Emmy awarded to WBBM Channel 2's "Fact 


Finder" unit last week for the Investigative work it 
has done since November was a personal triumph 
(or Susan Anderson. 


The award was specifically given for a report on 


slumlords she and her staff of four presented earlier 
this year. 


Ironically, Ms. Anderson two weeks ago talked 


about how that consumer interest report had marked 
o turning point in her career and in the development 
of her unit. 


IT WAS FIVE years ago that she came to work for 


Channel 2 as a general assignment reporter and one 
of the few women In the newsroom. She had never 
worked in television before and was "scared to 
death" of the cameras. 


"That was In the early '70s and WBBM didn't have 


a woman on the air at the time. There were only two 
women on the staff of about 160. So, they needed 
more women. I had applied and they knew I could 
write well, so they asked mo to audition," she said. 


"Well, I did just awful. I had never even seen a 


television camera before. But, I convinced the man 
In charge of the auditions to give me a week to 
practice and to come back and try it again. All that 
week I Just talked on and on to my toaster," Ms. 
Anderson said. 


Her camera presence and delivery still left some- 


thing to be desired the second time around, but the 
girl had spunk. So, Ms. Anderson was given a job 
and a 30-day trial period to prove she could fall in 
love with the cameras. 


SUDDENLY, SHE was a general assignment re- 


porter in the big city, not far from Rochelle where 
she was born and raised. 


The racing around to cover news at city hall, 


school board meetings, fires and supermarkets was 
a new world for Ms. Anderson. 


She received a bachelor's degree in history, cum 


laude, from the University of Illinois in Champaign, 
and did her graduate work in history at North- 
western University and in English literature at Ox- 
ford, England. 


She had taught history at tbe Latin School of Chi- 


cago and was an administrative assistant, speech 
writer and campaign strategist for Boston Mayor 
Kevin White before joining the WBBM news staff. 


"SUDDENLY ONE day, it hit me. There I was, 26, 


recently divorced and realizing that I had to support 
myself with no one else to rely on. I had worked 
after college but just never thought of having a real 
profession for myself and one that would last," Ms. 
Anderson said. 


The women's movement was in full-swing and the 


traditional functions of womanhood, like family and 
children, were the farthest thing from Ms. Ander- 
son's mind. "The times were changing and I found 
myself changing right along with them," she said. "I 
had always wanted to go into journalism and just 
made up my mind to do it." 


The working with film crews, the editing of film, 


the reporting and the on-camera delivery — the me- 
chanics and technicalities of being a television news 
reporter — were all things she learned on the job. 


"That first year I was frightened every time I got 


in front of the camera. I just looked into the camera 
and felt like a big monster was going to gobble me 
up. I learned quickly that you just have to relate to 
it and I've come to terms with it now," she said. 


DESPITE ALL the fear and intimidation she felt 


Ms. Anderson come off as a trouper on the air. The 
confidence, control and poise that she exhibits on the 
air now "Is something that must come out of me to 
compensate for the way I really feel," she said. 
"But, I am basically an assertive and direct person, 
and I think that comes across on camera." 


Another challenge for Ms. Anderson has been ques- 


tioning people who hove something to hide and the 
probing of gray areas where consumers arc con- 
cerned. 


SUSAN ANDERSON 


Her unit's investigations have included short- 


weighting in suburban stores, an employment agen- 
cy that was sexually harassing clients, an apartment 
complex that barred children and dubious apartment 
finder services. 


She has had doors slammed in her face, a slew of 


"no comments," telephone threats and every stum- 
bling block imaginable to contend with these past six 
months. 


"IT'S DIFFICULT work because you have to keep 


a balance between your rights as a journalist, the 
public's rights to know, the rights of the individual 
you are questioning," she sadd. 


The best tips on inequalities in business practices 


and injustices toward consumers come from the pub- 
lic, Ms. Anderson said, "and that proves how impor- 
tant consumer news is today." 


"We have a lack of stability in our society today. 


Government used to take care of our problems, but 
now it is too large. So it's up to tbe consumer to help 
himself. They need to be aware of tbe kind of pur- 
chases they are making, what their options and their 
rights are," she said. 


TELEVISION HAS come to realize the importance 


oE units like "Fact Finder," which makes its report 
weekdays on the 6 p.m. Channel 2 news. WLS, Chan- 
nel 7 plans to launch its "Seven On Your Side" con- 
sumer-investigative unit headed by reporter Rona 
Douglas this summer and WMAQ, Channel 5 recently 
hired consumer advocate Roberta Baskin to head its 
investigative-consumer affairs unit. 


"The most we can do is try to raise consumer 


consciousness and make them aware of what's going 
on. We can bring wrongs to light, but we can't make 
them right," Ms. Anderson said. 


At 32, Ms. Anderson has her sights set high. She 


wants to continue her "Fact Finder" work for sev- 
eral years and eventually get into the management 
side of television. 


"I'd like a little more control and influence over 


the industry someday. My work is terribly important 
to me and I just love what I am doing. I consider 
myself fortunate," she said. 


"The only dilemma that bothers me now is wheth- 


er, in the midst of all of my professional plans and 
luck, there will be any chance for me to have a 
normal family life — a personal life for myself."

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Castro interview open, wide-ranging 


by JOHN HANAUER 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Barbara Wal- 


ters and her crew rode across the Bay 
. of Pigs with Fidel Castro and listened 
to the Cuban president explain why he 
blamed Dwlght Elsenhower and Rich- 
ard Nixon — not John F. Kennedy — 
for the invasion of his country. 


Miss Walters' interview with Castro 


— Jn his Havana office, at the Bay of 
Pigs, at his hideaway In the Sierra 
Maestra mountains where he fought 
for years as a guerrilla — will be seen 
on ABC today at frp.m. on channel 7. 


"We were the first Americans to 


cross the Bay of Pigs since the in- 
vasion in 1961," Miss Walters said in' 
an Interview. "And we were crossing 
with Fidel Castro." 


The story of now Miss Walters 


came to do the first full-length, in- 
depth interview with Castro began 
two years ago when she was in Cuba 
with the press entourage following 
Sen. George McGovern. 


At the time she asked for an inter- 


view and Castro promised her she 
would have the first when he decided 
to grant such interviews. 


WHEN SHE asked Castro why he 


had promised her the first interview, 
he answered simply, "Because you 
asked me." 


Castro has granted other inter- 


views, Including the one on the CIA 
that Bill Moyers will report on CBS 
Friday at 8 p.m. on channel 2 as part 
of a CBS Reports on "The CIA's Se- 
cret Army." 


But that was a one-topic story, not 


an interview that Included everything 
from normalization of relations with 
the United States ("he said in the 
Carter second term — between 1980 
and 1984") to Castro's marital status 
("you'll have to tune in to find out"). 


"There were no questions submitted 


In advance, no areas closed to us," 
Miss Walters said. "That doesn't 
mean he answers every question. And 
he Is obsessed with the CIA — it al- 
most got to be a joke with us, the way 
everything came back to the CIA. 
Then he tells you the number of as- 
sassination attempts against his life 
and when the last one was." 


Some of the interviewing was done 


at the Bay of Pigs and in the Sierra 
Maestra — through which Castro him- 
self drove the Russian-made jeep with 
a cigar in his mouth and a gun on the 
dashboard but accompanied by only 


one security jeep. Most of the talk 
was in Castro's office,. 


"THAT'S WHERE We dealt with 


matters of substance,"'Miss Walters 
said, "with the Bay of Figs, and Nix- 
on, and the assassination.of Kennedy. 


"He has a whole theory of the Ken- 


nedy assassination, which he says is 
still a great deal of a mystery to him. 
He does not have a solution to it. He 
tells what he thinks about tee Harvey 
Oswald and what he know? of — how 
shall I put it? — Oswald's lack of con- 
nection to Cuba. He says in a. sense, 
to a degree, somebody or some organ- 
ization is trying to frame Cuba and 
CBstro." 


Miss Walters, who found Castro one 


of the 
most interesting 
subjects 


among the many heads of state she 
has interviewed over the years, be- 
lieves he generally is well-informed, 
although with occasional blank spots 
about the United States and with con- 
siderable naivete about the' Soviet 
Union. 
: 


"He is an extraordinarily charis- 


matic personality," she said. "He has 
great humor and vigor. The men 
in our group liked him as much as the 
women did, If not more.'He has a 
very funny, wonderful sense of hu- 
mor. He smokes those cigars and, fin- 
gers his beard: He said when the em- 
bargo is lifted on U.S. trade with 
Cuba, please send him some Gillette 
razors. 


"I THINK this is a balanced report. 


We picture this man, so extremely 
charismatic, but also a man who is a 
totally dedicated revolutionary and 
Communist. There are those. who 
think that if we establish relations 
with Cuba, he'll come around. That's 
a mistake, I think. Castro is a total 
devotee of the Soviet Union." 


She said most of the interview was, 


done with Castro speaking in Spanish, 
accompanied by simultaneous trans- 
lation. He does speak in English in a 
message to the American'people and 
in the opening of the show when he

talks about his thoughts as he crosses 
the Bay of Pigs. 


As for her impressions of the Cuban 


people Miss Walters said: 


"Economically conditions still are 


quite difficult. We saw the worst sec- 
tion of Cuba and also the best. Castro 
has spent most of his money and ef- 
for on schools and hospitals, and he 
is very proud of them. Living condR 
tions, however,'are difficult and food 
is still rationed, although not In res- 
taurants. • ' 


"Castro has severe economic prob- 


lems and I'm sure the middle class is 
very unhappy.

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Wholesale, retail prices 
of coffee decreasing 


Good news la brewing (or coffee 


lovers. 


As coffee wholesalers began to cut 


back prices, the average retail price 
of a 2-pound can of coffee In the 
Northwest suburbs declined 14 cents, 
the Herald monthly price survey 
found. 


On May 12 Folger Coffee Co., the 


second largest roaster in the United 
States, cut the price of its wholesale 
ground coffee 26 cents a pound, the 
first major wholesaler to roll back 
prices since July 1975. The following 
day General Foods Corp. reduced its 
wholesale prices by 25 cents a pound 
on ground coffee and 35 cents a pound 
on its decaffinated variety. The Coca- 
Cola Co. also slashed Its ground coffee 
prices 45 cents a pound. As a further 
optimistic sign, the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture estimated that the.1977- 
78 Brazilian coffee crop will be 79 per 
cent greater than that of 1976-77.

Liver pate may 
pose health risk 


All imported canned liver pate 


(paste) products bearing estab- 
lishment numbers 2401-C and 2401-D 
may pose a botulism risk and should 
not be eaten, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture warns. 


The gourmet-type Items are dis- 


tributed under some 25 brand names 
and the words "Product of France" 
are printed on the labels. Estab- 
lishment numbers are printed on both 
product labels and cans. Consumers 
who have already bought the products 
should return them to toe place of 
purchase. 


AND THOSE who prefer milk to 
coffee will be happy to know that the 
dairy prices outlook is optimistic, too. 
The USDA reports that milk produc- 
tion will be reaching its seasonal peak 
this month. The increased milk pro- 
duction, coupled with large com- 
mercial stocks, should lead to large 
supplies and possibly price breaks for 
consumers. 


Although retail meat prices in the 


first quarter of this ~year generally 
have been lower than those of 1976 be- 
cause of record supplies, the average 
price of a pound of round steak in- 
creased 31 cents over the past month. 
According to the American Meat In- 
stitute, beef supplies will be a little 
lower the remainder of this year. 
Pork production is declining season- 
ally, and the average price per pound 
of pork chops increased 15 cents over 
the past month. 


Summer Is the season for lots of 


fruits and vegetables, however. Win- 
ter pears are being shipped to grocer- 
ies in record numbers, and prices are 
expected to remain low while the sup- 
ply reamins heavy. Peaches, too, may 
prove to be a bargain as the largest 
crop since 1969 comes to market. Pea- 
nuts, as well as almonds and walnuts, 
are in plentiful supply. However, po- 
tato prices have risen by 3 to 8 cents 
in the last month, while the USDA re- 
ports that this spring's crop is smaller

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Creating classic crepes. 


by SANDRA L. LATIMER 


Personal report: 
For * long time, I've been awed by 


television commercials and magazine 
ads for crepe pans. My mouth waters 
at the finished product. 


But I was skeptical about spending 


all that money (or a special pan to be 
used for only one thing — in case my 
husband or I didn't care (or crepes. 


My (ears were laid to rest when 


Connie Cahlll, a friend and consumer 
services coordinator of the Ohio 
P o u l t r y Association demonstrated 
crepe-making with an ordinary omelet 
pan about nine Inches in diameter. 


"They won't upset any diet," Connie 


said, looking at my 6-foot, US pound 
frame. "And they can be eaten for 
any meal from breakfast to midnight 
snack, even as an appetizer. 


"The calories come with the filling, 


and there are hundreds of fillings 
which can be used," she said. A crepe 
ulone contains only seven calories. 


SPECIAL PANS are not needed, 


she said. 


"Any well-seasoned, rounded side 


pan will work. And to season a new 
pan, put oil In It, heat it, then let It sit 
overnight and heat again the next 
morning, then wash it. 


"But If you already have a well-sea- 


soned pan, better put It under the bed 
so someone else in the family won't 


And fancy 
fillings 


After a cook has mastered the art of 


mixing, browning and flipping the 
basic crepe batter, she or he can 
choose from an ample assortment ol 
flavorful fillings. Depending upon 
which you choose, the following fill- 
ings will transform a simple crepe 
into an entree, a side dish or a delec- 
table dessert. For convenience, crepe 
mix or frozen batter also can be used 
to make the basic crepe. 


SPINACH SOUFFLE CREPES 
Crepe batter 
One 10-ounce package frozen 
creamed spinach, thawed 


3 tablespoons all-purpose 


flour

be using it for other purposes," she 
added. 


(Good advice. My husband once 


used my best cake pan as a drip pan 
to catch oil from his electric bicycle.) 


Connie recommends reserving a 


pan for crepes only, and protecting 
the seasoning by wiping It clean with 
a damp cloth* or rinsing it in warm 
water before drying. Washing with 
soap or detergent removes the season- 
ing and can make the crepes stick. 


I put a small dipper of the batter In 


her omelet pan, swirled It around to 
coat the bottom, then placed it over 
the heat. The light yellow batter bub- 
bled and changed color as It cooked, 
much as a fabric does as It dries. 


When the batter was dry, I loosened 


the edges with a knife, took the edges 
in my fingers and flipped the crepe 
over to lightly brown the other side. 


THE MELTED butter in the recipe 


makes (lipping it easy, Connie said. 


"Crepes have a right side and a 


wrong side," she added. "The right 
side is the one which is browned first. 


It seemed to take quite a while to 


brown. Connie said it was about 25 
seconds. 


I used a couple of spoonfuls of cher- 


ry pie filling for my crepe, sprinkled 
it with confectioners' sugar, put one 
edge over the filling and flipped the 
other edge over the first. 


Deeeee-liclous! 


"Crepes can also be frozen," Connie 


said. 


She stacks them 12 inches high on a 


paper plate and wraps them in foil, 
before freezing for up to one month. 


She recommends thawing In the re- 


frigerator for one day before serving" 
them hot or cold, or cold with a warm 
filling. They should be filled before 
heating about 20 seconds in a micro- 
wave oven for 15 to 20 minutes or un- 
til heated through in a conventional 
oven at 325 or 350 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Preheating isn't necessary. 


CONNIE'S CREPES 


Connie CahUl's recipe for crepes 


calls for IVi cups of flour, 1 teaspoon 
of sugar (omit for plain crepes), 1/8 
teaspoon of salt, 3 eggs, 1% cups of 
milk and 2 tablespoons of melted but- 
ter or margarine. 


Put the milk, eggs and melted but- 


ter into an electric blender container. 
Whirl at medium speed about 1 min- 
ute, or until mixed, Add flour, salt 
and sugar. Whirl for 1 minute. Turn 
off blender, stir, and scrape down 
sides. Whirl again until smooth, 
scraping down sides as needed. Add 
additional milk if batter is too thick; 
consistency should be that of heavy 
cream. Let stand for at least 1 .hour 
refrigerated, and no more than G 
hours before using. Makes 20 to 24 
small crepes or 12 large ones.

FOR THOSE who like to stock up on 


canned products, sweet corn, green 
peas and clingstone peaches will be 
the most plentiful, while supplies of 
canned fruit cocktail and applesauce 
are down.

duce are in luck. According to the 
USDA, green vegetables, Including 
cabbage, cucumbers, greens and let- 
tuce, are In good supply In the Mid- 
west. And June brings good supplies 
— and most likely low prices — as the 
following fruits and vegetables come 
into their peak availability season: 
apricots, beans, blueberries and other 
berries, beets, cantaloupes, cherries, 
sweet corn, limes, mangoes, okra, pa- 
paya, peppers, strawberries, tomatoes 
and watermelons.

Dining at home 
still a bargain 


"It still costs lees to eat at home 


than in restaurants," says Lynn A. 
Bredemeyer, University of Illinois ex- 
tension home economist. Hie grocery 
store price of food has not increased 
as rapidly as the cost of food eaten 
away from home. 


For all of 1876, prices of food used; 


at home averaged almost 2 per cent 
above 1975, the smallest annual In- 
crease in nearly 10 years. Prices for 
cereal and bakery products in 1976 
fell 2.5 per cent below 1975 prices. 


But higher wages and other nonfood 


costs pushed up 1(76 prices of food 
consumed away from home almost 7 
per cent more than the 1975 average. 
As a result, the all-food price index in 
1976 averaged about 3 per cent higher 
than In 197S, concludes Bredemeyer.

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Is it the real thing? 


The scoop on ice cream 


When the trees are in bloom, the 


school children begin to day dream 
and the bathing beauties take to the 
•back yard, you know that summer- 
time has Just about slipped around 
again. 


And what symbolizes summer bet- 


ter than the sight of a child licking a 
drippy ice cream cone or relishing a 
chocolate sundae? Surprisingly — or 
mnvbe not so surprisingly — kids 
have been enjoying ice cream for a 
long time. 


This treat, in one form or another, 


has been around since the days of the 
Roman Empire, when Nero supposed- 
ly imported snow from the mountains 
to be topped with fruit juice and hon- 
ey. After several innovations, in- 
cluding the addition of China recipes 
for water and milk ices.tho English 
and French royal heads were enjoying 
cream ices by the end of the 18th cen- 
tury 


THE ICE CREAM formula soon 


leaked — or melted? — among the 
common folk. George Washington and 
Dolly Madison were among the Revo- 
lutionary-era dignitaries who served it 
for guests. In 1851, the first wholesale 
ice cream was manufactured in Penn- 
sylvania, where the ice cream soda 
originated 23 years later. 


The ice cream sundae was devel- 


oped around the turn of this century, 
and the ice cream cone was born out 


of necessity at the 1904 St. Louis 
World's Fair, where wafer-like /waf- 
fles, rolled in the shape of a cone, 
were used in place of dishes. 


Today, when you think you're eating 


ice cream, you may be savoring one 
of a number of similar but distinct 
frozen desserts. The Food and Drug 
Administration, as well as the states, 
have established a freezerful of regu- 
lations identifying the various des- 
serts. 


TAKE ICE CREAM, for example. 


The real thing must contain at least 
10 per cent milkfat and 10 per cent 
nonfat milk solids. Under new FDA 
standards, the 10 per cent nonfat milk 
solids requirement Is being replaced 
by a 2.7 per cent protein requirement, 
which means that chemically derived 
milk substitutes can be used, as long 
as they provide the minimum protein. 


The milk producers are upset by 


this new standard, which will become 
mandatory as of July 1, 1979. They 
claim that a greater number of less 
nutritive fillers such as stabilizers and 
corn syrups will be added along with 
the milk substitutes. The FDA says It 
changed the rules in order to get 
more Ingredient information on the la- 
bels. (All optional ingredients but not 
mandatory ingredients, must be list- 
ed. 


Want to get a little more confused? 


Take the matter of flavorings. If your 


chocolate ice cream contains' no arti- 
ficial flavoring, it really Is chocolate 
ice cream. If it contains some arti- 
ficial flavoring but is mostly natural, 
than it's called chocolate flavored ice 
cream. And If the flavoring is mostly 
artificial, it's called — you guessed it 
— artificial chocolate flavored ice 
cream. 


HAD ENOUGH of ice cream? Try 


ice milk. This dessert contains be- 
tween 2 and 7 per cent milkfat, pro- 
viding a little caloric break for the 
weight-conscious. 


Frozen custard, French ice cream 


and French custard ice cream is 
made like ice cream, except that one 
or more egg ingredients are used in a 
specified quantity. 


Fruit sherbet consists of dairy in- 


gredients, fruit or fruit juice and 
sweeteners, plus water and stabili- 
zers. It contains between 1 and.2 per 
cent milkfat and some milk solids, as 
well as more sugar than is found in 
ice cream. Water ice is similar to 
sherbet, but contains no dairy prod- 
ucts, and more fruit juice and sugar. 


Is your mouth watering by now? 


Take your pick from some 400 flavors. 
According to the dairy industry, vanil- 
la is the nation's favorite, with choco- 
late running second. Strawberry, nut, 
crunch, coffee and peach rank high, 
too.

300 Britons held as hostages in Uganda 


NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - Uganda 


Wednesday held 300 British residents 
hostage and said their (ate depended 
on President Idl Amin's safe return 
from his reported efforts to attend the 
Commonwealth conference in London. 


An order barring all Britons in 


Uganda from leaving the country was 
Issued by Vice President Gen. Mustafa 
Adrisl and broadcast on Kampala Ra- 
dio. 


Adrisl also warned the British gov- 


ernment not to attempt a military res- 
cue operation and accused London of 


sending a reconnaissance aircraft 
over Uganda. 


IN LONDON, the Foreign Office re- 


fused to comment on the banning of 
Britons from leaving Uganda. 


"We do not think it advisable to 


comment," a spokesman said. 


The spokesman also denied the 


report that a British plane had vio- 
lated Ugandan air space. 


At the same tune, British Prime 


Minister James Callaghan dismissed 
reports Anun was planning to gate- 
crash the summit. "I do not take 


these reports very seriously," Callag- 
han said. "Why don't we all keep 
cool?" 


An official at Amin's Entebbe presi- 


dential palace said: "At the moment 
we do not know exactly where the 
president is. 


"HOWEVER, HE has promised to 


telephone us as soon as he reaches 
England and we are waiting for his 
call. It could come either today or to- 
morrow." 


Asked about the ban on British citi- 


zens leaving the country, the spokes- 


man said, "There is no need to fear' 
for the British. They are safe in 
Uganda,. No harm will come to 
them." 


Radio Uganda repeated earlier 


broadcasts saying the military dicta- 
tor was en route to try to gate-crash 
the London meeting and would arrive 
in Britain by boat either Wednesday 
or today. 


The latest Uganda Radio report 


reiterated Amin was still headed for 
London but gave no further details. 


A presidential spokesman in Kam- 


pala was quoted as saying Amin al- 
ready had left after an overnight stop 
in an unidentified Arab country — 
probably Libya — and was making 
his way to Britain. 


MUSTAFA, WHO is running Uganda 


in Amin's absence, issued a directive 
to "all security personnel to stop all 
Britons leaving Uganda." The order 
instructed police and army units to 
beware of Britons trying to slip out of 
Uganda by minor routes into neigh- 
boring states 


He added that a decision on the fu- 


ture of the British residents in 


Uganda "will await the return" pf 
Amin 


On Sunday, before Amin decided to 


ignore a British request not to attend 
the meeting of 35 Commonwealth 
heads of government and announced 
he would attend anyway, Amin warn- 
ed he might do "something serious" 
against the British. But at the tune he 
did not give any details 


It was the second time this year

Students at Maine West High 


School, Des Plaines, escaped injury 
Wednesday morning when a home- 
made plpebomb exploded in a locker 
in what police suspect was a prank. 


The blast hurled pieces of metal 


shrapnel into the walls and ceiling in 
the hallway on the second floor of 
"E" wing of the school, 1775 S. Wolf 
Rd Authorities estimated damage at 
$1,000. 


Des Plaines police and agents of the 


Federal Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms began an investigation 
of the 10 a.m. bombing and by 
Wednesday afternoon had arrested 
two persons. 


THOMAS HARTMANN, 17, of 581 


Harvey Ave,, Des Plaines, a senior at 
the school, was charged with arson, 
possession of an explosive device, un- 
lawful use of a weapon and criminal 
damage to property. 


Also arrested was Robert A. Raus- 


cher, 18, of 5427 Lynch St., Chicago, 
who is charged with arson and crimi- 
nal damage to property. Both were 
being held on $20,000 bonds. Bauschor 
also is believed to be a student at the 
school, but moved recently. Both are 
scheduled to appear in the Des 
Plaines branch of the Cook County 
Circuit Court at 1:30 p.m. July 8. 


The arrests were made with the 


help of informants, Des Plaines Lt. 
Det. Lee Alfano said. 


"It could have been a disaster," Al- 


fano said "It could have really been 
bad. School was still in session until 
1 30 p.m. Kids, lots of kids, could 
have been killed or maimed in that 
blast." 


Eldon Burk, assistant principal, 


said the blast occurred near the mu- 
sic room No students were in the 
area. 


"THE BLAST WAS more powerful 


than even he (Hartraann) suspected it 
would be. It blew holes in the walls 
and destroyed several lockers," Al- 
fano said "As for the motive, it ap- 
pears that it was just a last-day-of- 
school prank. A prank that got out of 
hand" 


The device was apparently placed 


in an empty locker which was then 
padlocked. Burke said a lock was 
found on the locker where the bomb 
had been placed The locker had been 
emptied earlier by another student. 


"We're fortunate that no one was 


injured," Burk said. 


Classes at Maine West continued 


throughout Wednesday without in- 
cident.

A Libertyville school bus returning 


from a field trip Wednesday afternoon 
smashed into a car on 111. Rte. 176, 
killing the car's driver and a passen- 
ger and injuring 32 children and three 
adults on the bus. 


The accident occurred on rain-suck 


HI. Rte. 176 just east of 111. Rte. 60 
shortly after 2 p.m., Mundelein police 
said. 


Police said the auto was westbound 


on Rte. 176 and apparently spun out of 
control into the path of the oncoming 
eastbound Hitzenthaler bus. 


KILLED ON IMPACT were two 


Round Lake Beach residents, Diane 
Pipplekow, 21, and her sister-in-law, 
Shawn E. Doumke, 16, both of 1405 
Woodridge Rd. 


Lake County Coroner Robert Bab- 


cox said that Mrs. Doumke had mar- 
ried Mrs. Plpplekow's brother last 
Saturday. 


I n v e s t i g a t o r s took until late 


Wednesday night to identify the two 
bodies, which did not have identi-

fication, Babcox said. 


"The wreck had torn everything 


apart so badly we had no idea who 
was in the car, even after we checked 
out the license number," he said. 
"We're pretty sure Mrs. Pipplekow 


was driving the car by what we can 
tell." 


Twelve children and two teachers 


were taken to Condell Memorial Hos- 
pital in Libertyville. Another 20 chil- 
dren and the bus driver, Amanda Lie- 
pelt, were taken to Lake Forest Hos- 
pital in Lake Forest. 


HOSPITAL OFFICIALS at Condell 


said one child was admitted for obser- 
vation, and the remaining 11 children 
and two adults were treated for cuts 
and bruises and released 


Two children were admitted at Lake 


Forest Hospital and officials there 
said both children were in good condi- 
tion suffering from cuts and bruises. 
The bus driver and 18 other children 
were treated and released 


The scene at Condell Hospital was 


one of apprehension as parents and 
friends read the list of names to see if 
their child was at the hospital. 


"I went to the schbol to pick up my 


kids and I heard about it," one wom- 
an said. "None of my children were 
on the bus but I came here to see if 
anyone needed a ride to Lake For- 
est." 


Nancy Sholette, a teacher on the 


bus, said the rain had stopped when

the accident occurred. "We were com- 
ing back from an outing in Wau- 
conda," she said as she was walking 
out of Condell hospital, a bandage 
across her broken nose. 


"THE CAR PULLED OUT in front 


of us and I could tell the woman was 
trying to apply the brakes but they 
didn't work and we plowed right 
through the car," she said 


Most of the children who left Con- 


dell had bandaged noses and bloodied 
clothes Officials at both hospitals 
said the children remained calm 
throughout the ordeal and parents 
also remained calm when they were 
assured that none of the children was 
injured seriously 


Both hospitals instituted their dis- 


aster plans to cope with the emergen- 
cy when patients started arriving at 
about 2 45 p m. Officials at both hos- 
pitals said their disaster plans involve 
mobilizing all hospital personnel in- 
cluding volunteers. 


Gay community unites in wake of defeat

A n i t a Bryant's anti-homosexual 


•, campaign in Florida unified the Chi- 


cago area gay community and ad- 
vanced their cause despite her victo- 
ry, local gay rights advocates said 
Wednesday. 


"Either way the referendum went 


we would have won," said Les Trotter 
of the Chicago Gay Rights Task 
Force. "Anita Bryant has wakened a 
sleeping giant and rekindled the activ- 
ist — a spark that the movement was 
waiting for " 


Miss Bryant's victorious crusade to 


repeal a Dade County, Fla., gay 
rights ordinance and her plans to con- 


tinue the fight nationally have not de- 
terred her local opponents. 


"I THINK ANITA Bryant should be 


given a medal," said Lloyd Levin, 
founder and president of Chicago- 
based lifestyle advocacy group All To- 
gether. "In the long run she has done 
more to wake people up about the sit- 
uation than anyone else. When the 
smoke clears the gay community and 
the nation will be unified against 
her." 


Local advocates admit, however, 


that the Dade County defeat will slow 
legal progress. 


"Because of this, on a national 


get gay rights bills passed," said 
Donovan Ash of Des Plaines, an ad- 
mitted homosexual "But when we fi- 
nally do get legislation in our favor I 
think the wording will be stronger." 


Rep. Susan Catania, R-Chicago, the 


chief sponsor of three gay rights bills 
which were defeated in the Illinois 
House of Representatives, agreed. 


"I think the supporters have a big 


education job dn their hands," she 
said. "Fear is behind this issue. Fear 
of the unknown. It is much easier to 
frighten people to vote against an is- 
sue like this than it is to persuade 
them to support it." 


AND, 
WHILE she predicts gay 


rights laws in Illinois are "not a long 
way off," she added that the Florida 
defeat "may make the people who 
voted 'no' or 'present' more hesitant 
to change their minds in the future." 


Trotter said area homosexuals al- 


ready are planning a peaceful protest 
during Miss Bryant's scheduled ap- 
pearance Tuesday night at the Chi- 
cago Medinah Temple. 


W. L. Johnson of the'temple said 


Miss Bryant's contract was signed 
more than a year ago and stipulates 
that she not make any political state- 
ments during the 8 p m. show. 


Trotter said he expects 1,000 per- 


sons to picket Miss Bryant'* Flag Day

appearance and promised the demon- 
stration would not be violent. 


MORE THAN 150 persons attended 


a midnight candlelight vigil near the 
Chicago Water Tower Tuesday night 
after hearing of the Dade County de- 
feat, he said. 


"This situation has started the be- 


ginning of a true national gay rights 
movement," said Ron Anderson, asso- 
ciate editor of Chicago's Gay Life 
newspaper. 


He and the others vowed they would 


not let the opportunity pass. "We may

Subsidies aid 
11 teens with 
summer work 


Elk Grove Township has mounted a 


two-pronged attack on a weak sum- 
mer job market with a referral ser- 
vice and by subsidizing the employ- 
ment of 11 area youths. 


The subsidy program Is being used 


again this year as a backup measure 
to the referral service, which has had 
very few Jobs the last two years. 


The township has allocated 110,000 


for the summer salaries of 11 young- 
sters who will work for the Elk Grove 
and Mount Prospect park districts, 
the township day-care center and the 
township mental health center. 


BUT THIS IS just a stopgap mea- 


sure, said Nita Stamm, township of- 
fice manager. She said the job refer- 
ral service has fallen on hard times 
lately. 


In its first two years of existence, 


the referral service was "tremendous- 
ly successful," Mrs. Stamm said. But 
last year the job market dried up, she 
said. 


"The bottom just fell out of the em- 


ployment market," she said. Although 
the local businessmen are eager to co- 
operate, they just don't need extra 
help this year. 


The township sent 3,000 letters to 


potential employers this spring. 


"We got a lot of phone calls in re- 


sponse to the letter. All of them said 
'We would like to be part of your pro- 
gram but . . .' or 'we'll keep you In 
the files 


Out of 3,000 letters, there were only 


85 positive responses. 


"THAT'S WHY we didn't do any ad- 


vertising this year. We just didn't 
have enough job openings to advertise 
for the students to come In for them," 
Mrs. Stamm said. 


But the township office Is still busy 


with youths looking for jobs. 


"So many of them heard about the 


program from older brothers and sis- 
ters or from word of mouth, that they 
still come In even though we haven't 
advertised any jobs," Mrs. Stamm 
said. 


"We try to help all of them," she 


said, with the job referral cards and 
counsel them on how to prepare for a 
job Interview, Including what to wear 
and what to expect.

The eight young members of the 


patrol hit the streets Wednesday in a 
well-arranged ' ensemble ' of vented 
caps, shirts, wlndbreakers, slacks and 
sneakers — all in matched hues of 
white and lime green. 


But don't let the look deceive you. 


The men and women of the fledgling 
patrol mean business, and if they is- 
sue you a ticket, you'd better show up 
in court. 


The bike wardens, ages 18 to 23, 


started patroling Des Plaines streets 
on 10-speed bicycles Wednesday, after 
two days of training by the Des 
Plaines police. The wardens -are au- 
thorized to issue warnings and sum- 
monses to offenders to appear before 
a hearing board. The board has the 
power to levy fines of up to $5 for 
each violation. 


THE 1977 CITY BUDGET set aside 


$17,000 for this solution to bicycle 
safety problems. 


Patrolman Robert Neal, .who is 


coordinating the program, said there 
were 31 bike-related accidents in the 
city last year. 


The bike warden program was fash- 


ioned after one that started in Niles 
last year. Neal said the number of bi- 
cycle-related accidents in Miles 
dropped from 17 in the. summer of 
1975 to three in the summer of 1976. 


The wardens in the Des Plaines pro-, 


gram ride in groups of two, patroling

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Woman sues fof $2.45 million in shoplift arrest 


A Dea Plaines woman Is seeking 


92.45 minion in damages from 
K-Mart, a itore security guard, two 
Dea Plaines police officers and the 
city in connection with a false arrest 
for shoplifting. 


Attorneys last week filed a suit in 


Cook County Circuit Court on behalf 
of Sandra McClaughry, 32, of 385 Do- 
ver Dr.. Des Plaines. 


Mrs. McClaughry was detained Feb. 


26 at the K-Mart store at 1155 E. 
Oakton St., Des Plaines for allegedly 
stealing (wo gold earrings. Mrs. 


McClaughry was cleared of shop- 
lifting after a search of her by a store 
guard and Des Plaines police showed 
she had not taken the earrings. 


THE SUIT CHARGES that as a re- 


sult of the arrest, Mrs. McClaughy be- 
came ill, could not return to work and 
was fired. The suit also says she "was 
caused to suffer great anxiety and 
pain of body and mind and was great- 
ly injured in her reputation and cir- 
cumstances and was brought into pub- 
lic disgrace, infamy and scandal 
among her neighbors." 


Names as defendants in the suit are 


K-Mart Apparel of Des Plaines, 
K-Mart Apparel of Illinois Inci, the S. 
S. Kresge Co.; Curt Shall, a security 
officer at the K-Mart; Catherine 
Byrne and Michael Lambeau, • Des 
Plaines police officers; and the City 
of Des Plaines. 


The suit is seeking $350,000 from 


each of the defendants, $100,000 for 
actual damages and $250,000 each for 
punitive damages. 


Police records show Mrs. 


McClaughry was detained by Shull af- 


ter the K-Mart guard allegedly saw 
her looking at gold loop earrings .at 
the store's jewelry counter. Shull, 
records show, said Mrs. McClaughry 
went through the checkout lane with- 
out paying for any earrings. 


O U T S I D E THE STORE, Shull 


stopped the woman and asked her if 
she had forgotten to pay for some- 
thing. Mrs. McClaughry said she had 
not and Shuli asked her to return to 
the store. Police were called to the 
store to investigate. 


Mrs. McClaughry was taken back to 


the store's security office where po- 
lice assisted in a search of her • bags, 
pockets and purse. 


A set of gold earrings was found, 


but they were not K-Mart merchan- 
dise. No charges were filed and Mrs 
McClaughry was released. 


In the suit.Mrs. McClaughry's attor- 


neys said the incident caused the 
woman to become ill, requiring medi- 
cal attention. As a result of the ill- 


ness, Mrs. McClaughry could not re- 
turn to work and eventually was fired 
by her employer. The nature and ex- 
tent of the ilmess was not disclosed. 


City Atty. Charles Hug said the city 


has until June 25 to respond to the 
suit. • 


Attorneys for Mrs. 
McClaughry 


could not be reached Wednesday. 
Mrs. McClaughry would not comment 
on the suit. 


Dist. 59 to survey 'basics9 support

Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 par- 


ents soon will be surveyed about 
whether they would want their child- 
ren enrolled in an alternative educat- 
ion program stressing basic skills and 
discipline. 


If parents are interested, the pro- 


gram could be started by September 
at no additional cost to the district, 
Dist. 59 Board of Education member 
Sharon Chavoen said. 


In a 4-3 vote, the Dist. 59 board 


Monday directed administrators to 
survey parents immediately via a 
bulk mailing about the alternative 
education proposal proposed by Mrs. 
Chavoen. 


THE PROPOSAL focuses on aca- 


demic achievement in a structured 
classroom, and calls for less time to 
be devoted to social adjustment and 


more to developing a fundamental 
competency in reading, writing and 
arithmetic at the earliest grade pos- 
sible. 


Board Pres. Harold Harvey and 


members Paul Kuchaiski, Richard 
Stamm and Mrs. Chavoen voted to 
survey parents about the program 
proposal after hearing a report by the 
district's alternative education com- 
mittee. 


The committee-told the board that 


its survey of 16 of the district's 21 
principals showed the number of 
educational approaches within the dis- 
trict is not extensive. They recom- 
mended that a system of true alterna- 
tive education, specifically one stress- 
ing academic achievement in a struc- 
tured and disciplined classroom, be 
provided for students who desire and 
need it. 


"If we survey parents and they say 


they don't want this, that will ,be the 
end of it," Mrs. Chavoen said. "If 
they do want it though, we'll have 
meetings to hone the proposal down 
into a workable project." 


BOARD MEMBERS Judith Zanca, 


Emil Bahnmaier and Barbara So- 
mogyi opposed the survey. • 


"The mailing is another expense to 


the district at a time when we're al- 
ready talking of cutting the budget," 
Mrs. Zanca said. The administration 
did not know how much the mailing 
would cost. 


She also took issue with the way the 


survey questions are worded and said 
there is no room for parents to say 
they think their schools already are 
providing much of what the alterna- 
tive education proposal promises. 


The proposal states that the optional 


program will challenge children to do 
their best through establishing a con- 
sistent set of standards; augment the 
teaching of parents about citizenship, 
personal responsibility, discipline and 
respect; provide a comprehensive 
written system of reporting students' 
progress against a measureable set'of 
standards and the class average; and 
ensure the rights of all children to an 
education by enforcement of discipline 
standards. 


"THE GOALS ARE too general and 


promise a delivery system I'm not 
sure we can deliver,!' Associate Supt. 
Robert Brower said. "The • question- 
naire is poorly worded and misleading 
and it editorializes." 
. Brower 
also 
criticized the con- 


clusions and recommendations pre- 
sented by the alternative education 
committee.

The web of a massive bureaucracy

whelming in its scope. 


Federal and state authorities, in a 


special investigation begun several 
months ago, have uncovered far- 
reaching fraud within the state, coun- 
ty, city and federal agencies that dole 
out billions annually in assistance. 


The opportunities for fraud are al- 


ways easier in mammoth agencies 
like the state Bureau of Employment 
Securities and public aid, authorities 
have admitted. Only now, however, 
has a concerted effort to crack down 
on the problem revealed to in- 
vestigators just how expensive and 
expansive is the cheating. 


Estimates are as high as $30 million 


alone a-mong public employes 
"double-dipping" on welfare rolls; 


OUR OFFICE AND the FBI have 


been working on this for several 
months and it's a monstrous prior- 
ity," Assistant U.S. Atty. Jeremy 
Margolis said. "As soon as the grand 
jury returns indictments, we'll be able 
to comment more extensively." 


He admitted, however, that the 


scope of the investigation, in which 
the Illinois Dept. of Law Enforcement 
is also participating, has .spanned the 
federal to the county level and from 
city to suburbs. . 


Locally, however, those in charge of 


public assistance say fraud is not a 


problem nor is the likelihood for it 
great. 


The reason, they say, is numbers. 


Townships and municipalities that 
provide public assistance do not have 
to contend with bureaucracy — the 
mountans of red tape, anonymity of 
numbers and scores of claimants that 
are the norm on the federal and state 
level. 


TOWNSHIP GENERAL assistance 


officials say they have little or no 
trouble checking the validity of claim- 
ants. 


"It's not that difficult," Wheeling 


Township social worker Marion Gim- 


bel said. She said claimants sign 
statements allowing the township to 
check into their financial records. She 
added that assistance never goes 
directly to claimants but instead to 
agencies to which the claimant owes 
money, such as landlords or utility 
companies. 


The township's assistance budget 


this year is $144,250. 


In Maine Township, financial assis- 


tance does go directly to claimants in 
some cases, spokeswoman Pat Meyer 
said. But the township with an assis- 
tance budget of $345,000 uses comput- 
ers as part of its method to check so- 


cial security numbers of claimants to 
ensure that they are entitled to the 
aid. 


"It has come up," Mrs.Meyer said 


of fraud. "But we've got it down to 
where we go into computers to check 
it" 


Residency checks, the familiarity 


with the area and cooperation among 
townships also cuts down on the likeli- 
hood of fraud, Elk Grove Township 
spokeswoman Nita Stamm said. 


"Streets ring a bell, plus we work 


very closely with the surrounding 
townships," she said. "I just don't see 
how fraud could take place."

CEDAR HILL, Tex. (UPl) - The 


(yellow sign on the clubhouse wall not 
only outlines the rules Jay Estes has 
established, but also his philosohpy 
for running a family business: 


No drugs, no sex, no foul language. 


And, of course, no clothes. 


"This is a nudist club, not a sex 


club," said Estes, whose 61-acre D-FX 
(Dallas-Fort Worth) Nudist Retreat 
officially opened during the weekend. 


"THE GENERAL public, when you 


say nudist club, thinks sex club. This 
isn't the case at all," he said, noting 
that unlike many nudist camps oper- 
ating across the country, this club ca- 
ters to the nudist family. 


Although the club doesn't prohibit 


single memberships, it does require 


single persons to pay a $15 "ground 
fee" before each visit, which may be 
made only on weekdays. 


Once the club is fully developed it 


will nave facilities mainly for family 
activities. The camp now only has ^n 
office ~ and a converted bam serving 
as 
i> clubhouse, complete with soft 


drink machines and picnic tables. 


But Estes plans several major im- 


provements: A new clubhouse with a 
60-foot swimming pool, another 40-foot 
pool, a baseball diamond, a driving 
range and a race track called "Shiloh 
Downs," where members can hold 
"Roman chariot" races. 


OTHER IMPROVEMENTS will in- 


clude a. 200-unit mobile home park 
and even a small chapel "where kids 


can go to Sunday School," he said. 


Response to the family nudist camp, 


which has been unofficially opened 
since March, has been fair, Estes 
says So far 100 families have joined 
at $125 a family, and he hopes to be 
able to handle 1,000 memberships 
eventually. 


Estes, who says he invested $80,000 


in the camp, admits it will take 200 
families to keep it open. 


But for now, he said, families that 


disrobe together can roam together 
with no hassle, just as if they had 
their clothes on. 


"Coke people deliver Cokes and 


light people put in lights, and nobody 
seems to have any problems," Estes 
said.

300 Britons held as hostages in Uganda 


NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - Uganda 


Wednesday held 300 British residents 
hostage and said their (ate depended 
on President Idi Amln's safe return 
from hli reported efforts to attend the 
Commonwealth conference In London. 


An order barring all Britons in 


Uganda from leaving the country was 
luued by Vice President Gen. Mustafa 
Adrlsi and broadcast on Kampala Ra- 
dio. 


Adrisi also warned the British gov- 


ernment not to attempt a military res- 
cue operation and accused London of 


sending a reconnaissance 
aircraft 


over Uganda. 


IN LONDON, the Foreign Office re- 


fused to comment on the banning of 
Britons from leaving Uganda. 


"We do not think it advisable to 


comment," a spokesman said. 


The spokesman also denied the 


report that a British plane had vio- 
lated Ugandan air space. 


At the same time, British Prime 


Minister James Callaghan dismissed 
reports Amin was planning to gate- 
crash the summit. "I do not take 


these reports very seriously," Callag- 
han said. "Why don't we all keep 
cool?" 


An official at Amin's Entebbe presi- 


dential palace said: "At the moment 
we do not know exactly where the 
president is. 


"HOWEVER, HE has promised to 


telephone us as soon as he reaches 
England and we are waiting for his 
call. It could come either today or to- 
morrow." 


Asked about the ban on British citi- 


zens leaving the country, the, spokes- 


man said, "There is no need to fear 
for the British. They are safe in 
Uganda. No harm will come to 
them." 


Radio Uganda repeated earlier 


broadcasts saying the military dicta- 
tor was en route to try to gate-crash 
the London meeting and would arrive 
in Britain by boat either Wednesday 
or today. 


The latest Uganda Radio report 


reiterated Amin was still headed for 
London but gave no further details. 


A presidential spokesman in Kam- 


pala was quoted as saying Amin al- 
ready had left after an overnight stop 
in an unidentified Arab country — 
probably Libya — and was making 
his way to Britain. 


MUSTAFA. WHO is running Uganda 


in Amin's absence, issued a directive 
to "all security personnel to stop all 
Britons leaving Uganda." The order 
instructed police and army units to 
beware of Britons trying to slip out of 
Uganda by minor routes into neigh- 
boring states. 


He added that a decision on the fu- 


ture of the British residents in 


Uganda "will await the return" of 
Amin. 
' 


On Sunday, before Amin decided to 


ignore a British request not to attend 
the meeting of 35 Commonwealth 
heads of government and announced 
he would attend anyway, Amin warn- 
ed he might do "something serious" 
against the British. But at the time he 
did not give any details. 


It was the second time this year

A Libertyville school bus returning

Gay community unites in wake of defeat

A n i t a Bryant's anti-homosexual 


campaign in Florida unified the Chi- 
cago area gay community and ad- 
vanced their cause despite her victo- 
ry, local gay rights advocates said 
Wednesday. 


"Either way the referendum went 


we would have won," said Les Trotter 
of the Chicago day Rights Task 
Force. "Anita Bryant has wakened a 
sleeping giant and rekindled the activ- 
ist—a spark that the movement was 
waiting for." 


Miss Bryant's victorious crusade to 


repeal a Dade County, Fla., gay 
rights ordinance and her plans to con- 


tinue the fight nationally have not de- 
terred her local opponents. 


"I THINK ANITA Bryant should be 


given a medal," said Lloyd Levin, 
founder and president of Chicago- 
based lifestyle advocacy group All To- 
gether. "In the long run she has done 
more to wake people up about the sit- 
uation than anyone else. When the 
smoke clears the gay community and 
the nation will be unified against 
her." 


Local advocates admit, however, 


that the Dade County defeat will slow 
legal progress. 


"Because of this, on a national 


basis it probably will take us longer to 


.get gay rights bills passed," said 
Donovan Ash of Des Plaines, an ad- 
mitted homosexual. "But when we fi- 
nally do get legislation in our favor I 
think the wording will be stronger." 


Rep. Susan Catania, R-Chkago, the 


chief sponsor of three gay rights bills 
which were defeated in the Illinois 
House of Representatives, agreed. 


"I think the supporters have a big 


education job on their hands," she 
said. "Fear is behind this issue. Fear 
of the unknown. It Is much easier to 
frighten people to vote against an is- 
sue like this than it is to persuade 
them to support it." 


AND, WHILE she predicts gay 


rights laws in Illinois are "not a long 
way off," she added that the Florida 
defeat "may make the people who 
voted 'no' or 'present' more hesitant 
to change their minds in the future." 


Trotter said area homosexuals al- 


ready are planning a peaceful protest 
during Miss Bryant's scheduled ap- 
pearance Tuesday night at the Chi- 
cago Medinah Temple. 


W. L. Johnson of the temple said 


Miss Bryant's contract was signed 
more than a year ago and stipulates 
that she not make any political state- 
ments during the 8 p.m. show.

newspapers last weekend, Hein asked 
for a law firm to handle all village 
legal matters for an annual fee of 
$30.000 to $35,000. While the board had 
voted to advertise for a new law firm, 
no tentative salary figure was dis- 
cussed at any board meetings. 


Trustee John Cole Tuesday ques- 


tioned Hein about who approved the 
salary range. In the past, the board 
has agreed on a salary figure before 
advertising to fill a vacant post. The 
ad was placed by Hein instead of by 
the village staff, which normally 
places the advertisements. 


"We voted to interview prospective 


law firms. That's all. I believe it is 
Improper for Mr. Heln to decide on 
his own that salary range. I object to 
One-man rule, which I as a member of 
the board won't tolerate," Cole said. 


HEIN SAID THE $30,000 to $35,000 


figure had been mentioned at the 
board meeting and asked that the 
tape of the May 16 meeting be re- 
searched. Cole read a transcript of; 
the meeting and said that money nev- 
er was mentioned. 


Cole called for a poll of the board to 


determine if any trustees had ap- 
proved the salary range. None of the 
board members said they had ap- 
proved the figure that appeared in the 
advertisement. 


Hein and several trustees disputed 


Cole's contention that Hein's actions

Very often, the arrangement is prof- 


l i a b l e for everybody concerned. 
Gloria Barker, a Coloradoan who in- 
vested $1,000 in worms in the 1960s, 
now reportedly earns $500,000 a year 
from her matured corporation. Ron- 
ald Caddie, who allegedly went from 
weliafe to worms, now runs the multi- 
million dollar No:ch American Bait 
Co.. of California. 


The worm doesn't always turn right 


for growers, of course. Many small 
devotees lost their crops, and their 
shirts, during the freeze and fuel 
shoitagc of last wmtei. Still, for 
many, the business seems to be an 
ideal way to earn extra money in 
hard times; and, for some, worm 
farming has become a small but full- 
time enterprise 


GROWER BOB BRICKER is in the 


latter classification 
Until late last 


year he was a police union represen- 
tative, he is now keeping one million 
red hybrids (wrigglers) in what used 
to be his iccreation room. He says he 
invested $1,000 in a worm franchise 
laat January and is already harvest- 
ing "about ?800 or so a month." 


Bncker says it's the easiest profit 


he's ever made. His worms breed in 
simple wood boxes which are filled 
witJi a cheap wood fiber compound. 
He feeds the creatures $1 worth of 
chemical food a week, and keeps their 


environment moist. He says the man- 
ual labor takes very little more time 
each day than it takes him to shower. 


Happily, Bricker says, the worms 


do most of the work. And they are 
uniquely equipped for it. Earthworms 
are outfitted with both male and fe- 
male sex organs and when they make 
whoopie it usually results in cross fer- 
tilization; which is to say, following 
copulation, each creature gets preg- 
nant -and has offspring of its own 


Bricker says the worms have a 14- 


22 day gestation period Then they 
drop capsules which produce from 
two to 22 fully matured children Giv- 
en an eight-year life span, then, each, 
of Bricker's one million worms may 
produce as many as 2,000 of its kind, 
which in sum is two billion earth- 
worms that Bricker should be .bring- 
ing to market. 


The market is apparently waiting 


anxiously. Biologists say the lifestyle 
of the worm is vital to the survival of 
man. 
As the creature bores through 


the earth il manufactures the soil 
from which all things grow Worms 
consume poor dirt and discharge it as 
rich castings. Most top soil is the stuff 
of their odd industry 


BESIDES THIS, WORMS aerate the 


ground. Without them much of the 
fertile earth would be unable lo ab- 
sorb water and would eventually be- 
come worthless hardpan. Bricker says 


this may be Happening now in some 
areas where chemical fertilizers have 
killed or exiled the worm population; 
most worms grown today go to needy 
iarmers. 


As for the potential of worms for 


protein, the birds and the shrews al- 
i eady can vouch for it. Actually, some 
nations have for centuries considered 
dried worms to be a delicacy. Per- 
haps the idea will not take quick root 
in America, but North American Bait 
has recipes on hand for everything 
from wriggly biead to subterranean 
pie 


Whatever ibs future, Bob Bricker in- 


sists the earthworm will be valuable. 
He says he needs 1,000 growers in his 
Ohio county alone Right now good 
worms bring $5 to. $7 a pound (about 
1,000) and Bricker is enthusiastic. He 
is expanding his operation and hopes 
in a few years to have $400,000 m in- 
ventory in his household cropland. 


Bui even if the market fails, Bri- 


cker says he wont be stuck He is 
presently engineering an advertising 
campaign to sell his creatures by the 
pair "Love Worms," he calls, them, 
"the greatest idea since Pet Bocks." 
For $4 98 plus handling, Bricker says 
everyone m America will soon be able 
to have nightcrawlers in their rec 
looms.

Gay community unites in wake of defeat

A n i t a Bryant's anti-homosexual 


campaign in Florida unified the Chi- 
cago area gay community and ad- 
vanced their cause despite her victo- 
ry, local gay rights advocates said 
Wednesday 


"Either way the referendum went 


we would have won," said Les Trotter 
of the Chicago Gay Rights Task 
Force "Anita Bryant has wakened a 
sleeping giant and rekindled the activ- 
ist — a spark that the movement was 
waiting for." 


Miss Bryant's victorious crusade to 


repeal a Dade County, Fla, gay 
rights ordinance and beriplans to con- 


tinue the fight nationally have not de- 
terred her local opponents. 


"1 THINK ANITA Bryant should be 


given a medal," said Lloyd Levin, 
founder and president of Chicago- 
based lifestyle advocacy group All To- 
gether. "In the long run she has done 
more to wake people up about the sit- 
uation than anyone else. When the 
smoke clears the gay community and 
the nation will be unified against 
her" 


Local advocates admit, however, 


that the Dade County defeat win stow 
legal progress. 


"Because of this, on a national 


get gay rights bills passed," said 
Donovan Ash of Des Plaines, an ad- 
mitted homosexual. "But when we fi- 
nally do get legislation m our favor I 
think the wording will be stronger " 


Rep. Susan Catania, R-Chicngo, the 


chief sponsor of three gay rights bills 
which were defeated in the Illinois 
House of Representatives, agreed 


"I think toe supporters have a big 


education job on their hands," she 
said. "Fear is behind this issue. Fear 
of the unknown. It is much easier to 
frighten people to vote against an is- 
sue like this than it is to persuade 
them to support it." 


ASD, WHILE she predicts gay 


rights laws in Illinois are "not a long 
way off," she added that the Florida 
defeat "may make the people who 
voted 'no' or 'present' more hesitant 
to change their minds In the future." 


Trotter said area homosexuals al- 


ready are planning a peaceful protest 
during Mfss Bryant's scheduled ap- 
pearance Tuesday night at the Chi- 
cago Medinah Temple. 


W. L Johnson of the temple said 


Miss Bryant's contract was signed 
more than a year ago and stipulates 
that she not make any political state- 
ments during the 8 p.m. show. 


Trotter said he expects 1,000 per- 


sons to picket Mi£s Bryant's Flag Day 


appearance and promised the demon- 
stration would not be violent. 


MORE THAN 150 persons attended 


a midnight candlelight vigil near the 
Chicago Water Tower Tuesday night 
after hearing of the Dade County de- 
feat, he said.

Ing to confirm that it was he, not his 
brother, who met with Hein at the 
store in late April. 


THE CONFERENCE was held to 


refute charges by Trustee John Cole 
that Hein met April 26 or 27 with 
Stavros at the Wheeling Auto Parts 
store, 141 S. Milwaukee Ave., owned 
by Heln's parents. Cole Tuesday pre- 
sented a letter from Robert Westrich, 
363 Maureen Dr., who said he wit- 
nessed the meeting. 


Heln said the charges are a form of 


political harassment and that ha will 
not tolerate any further comment on 
the subject. 


He offered his proof as the final 


word on the mater Wednesday. 


Heln once again denied he has met 


with James Stavros since the former 
Wheeling Township commltteeman 
was released from prison in Septem- 
ber 1976. 


STAVROS SERVED two years of a 


four-year sentence 
after 
pleading 


guilty In 1974 to extorting builders in 
that's what I 


Wheeling. Heln has been accused of 
maintaining close 
connections 
to 


Stavros. 


"We have somebody here that is 


mixed up. I have not met with James 
Stavros. I have invoices to substan- 
tiate that In fact the gentleman he 
(Westrich) aaw me with was Mr. Ted 
Stavros." Heln said. 


Ted Stavros said he bears "a start- 


ling resemblance" to his brother 
James. 


"I've been called 'Jim' thousands of 


times. I'm not Jim Stavros," he said. 
James Stavros is 46. His brother Is in 
his late 50s. 


Westrich Wednesday said he has 


never met Ted Stavros. "I've never 
seen Ted Stavros. As far as I'm con- 
cerned, I saw Jimmy Stavros," he 
said. 


Hein said charges he has been 


meeting with James Stavros are being 
made by people "who are constantly 
looking for somthing that doesn't ex- 
ist. 


"THE SO-CALLED charges have 


caused a disruption In the orderly pro- 
cess of government and are charges 
that one can consider silly, Idiotic and 
irresponsible. Rhetoric of this nature 
wLQ not be tolerated at any future 
meetings of the president and board 
of trustees.

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Government assistance agencies targets for fraud 


by TONI GIMNETTI 


The web of a massive bureaucracy 


— tangled in a computerized tech- 
nology that disguises claimants In a 
maze of numbers — has spawned 
multi-mi I lion-dollar fraud over- 
whelming in Us scope. 


Federal and state authorities, In a 


special investigation begun several 
months ago, have uncovered far- 
reaching fraud within the state, coun- 
ty, city and federal agencies that dole 
out billions annually in assistance. 


The opportunities for fraud are al- 


ways easier in mammoth agencies 
like the state Bureau of Employment 
Securities and public aid, authorities 
have admitted. Only now, however, 
has a concerted effort to crack down 
on the problem revealed to in- 
vestigators just how expensive and 
expansive is the cheating. 


Estimates are as high as $30 million 


a l o n e a m o n g public employes 
"double-dipping" on welfare rolls. 


OUR OFFICE AND the FBI have 


been working on this for several 
months and It's a monstrous prior- 
ity," Assistant U.S. Atty. Jeremy 


Margolis said. "As soon as the grand 
jury returns indictments, we'll be able 
to comment more extensively." 


He admitted, however, that the 


scope of the investigation, in which 
the Illinois Dept. of Law Enforcement 
is also participating, has spanned the 
federal to the county level and from 
city to suburbs. 


Locally, however,'those in charge of 


public assistance say fraud is not a 
problem nor Is the likelihood for it 
great.

The reason, they say, is numbers. 


Townships and municipalities that 


provide public assistance do not have 
to contend with bureaucracy — the 
raountans of red tape, anonymity of 
numbers and scores of claimants that 
are (he norm on the federal and state 
level. 


TOWNSHIP , GENERAL assistance 


officials say they have little or no 
trouble checking the validity of claim- 
ants. 


"It's not that difficult," Wheeling 


Township social worker, Marion Gim- 
bel' said. She said claimants sign 
statements allowing the township to 


check into their financial records. She 
added that assistance never goes 
directly to claimants nut instead to 
agencies to which the claimant owes 
money, such as landlords or utility 
companies. 


The township's assistance budget 


this year is $144,250. 


In Maine Township, financial assis- 


tance does go directly to claimants in 
some cases, spokeswoman Pat Meyer 
said. But the township with an assis- 
tance budget of $345,000 uses comput- 
ers as part of its method to check so- 
cial security numbers of claimants to 


ensure that they are entitled to the 
aid. 


"It has come up," Mrs.Meyer said 


of fraud. "But we've got it down to 
where we go into computers to check 
it." 


Residency checks, the familiarity 


with the area and cooperation among 
townships also cuts down on the likeli- 
hood of fraud, Elk Grove Township 
spokeswoman Nita Stamm said. 


"Streets ring a bell, plus we work 


very closely with the surrounding 
townships," she said. "I just don't «e» 
how fraud could take place."

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Worm market takes turn for the purse 


BELLVILLE, Ohio - (NBA) - 


Darwin called them the intestines o' 
the world. They were so precious to 
early tillers of the Nile Valley that 
their killing was punishable by the 
sword. And today the earthworm — 
t h e 
hermaphroditic, 
promiscuous 


Oligochaeta — is once again assuming 
recognized Importance in human af- 
fairs. 


The Chinese are morutoimg labora- 


tory worms as a means of predicting 
earthquakes. Chemically abused land 
throughout the northern hemisphere is 
being rejuvenated by wriggling im- 
ports. Some scientists believe that 
earthworms constitute an exciting, if 
icky, source of consumable protein for 
food-poor nations. 


And where there is demand, there is 


business. No more is the angleworm 
industry a largely lazy and obscure 
operation principally oriented to the 
sport fisherman; it has burgeoned in 
the past decade to a highly charged, 
even scientific activity. Last year 
there was $7 billion worth of worm 
commerce in the United States alone. 


SO BRISK IS THE business, in fact, 


that the earthworm industry has had 
to adopt franchising to keep up with 
widespread orders. National worm 
farms sell their expertise to entrepre- 
neurs at the state level, who in turn 
hustle up Mom and Pop growers in 
the counties, who then encourage 


neighborhood suppliers of their own. 


Very often the arrangement is prof- 


I t a b l e for everybody concerned. 
Gloria Barker, a Coloradoan who in- 
vested $1,000 in worms in the 1960s, 
now reportedly earns $500,000 a year 
from her matured corporation. Bon- 
aid Gaddie, who allegedly went from 
welrafe to worms, now runs the multi- 
million dollar Noiih American Bait 
Co., of California. 


The worm doesn'J always turn right 


for growers, of course. Many small 
devotees lost their crops, and their 
shirts, during the freeze and fuel 
shortage of last winter. Still, for 
many, the business seems to be an 
ideal way to earn .extra .money hi 
hard times, and, for some, worm 
fanning has become a small but full- 
time enterprise. 


GROWER BOB BRICKER is in the 


latter classification. Until late last 
year he was a police union represen- 
tative; he is now keeping one million 
red hybrids (wrigglers) in what used 
to be his recreation room. He says he 
invested $1,000 in a worm franchise 
laat January and is already harvest- 
ing "about $800 or SO'a month." 


Bricker says it's the easiest profit 


he's ever made. His worms breed in 
simple wood boxes which are filled 
with a cheap wood fiber compound. 
He feeds the creatures $1 worth of 
chemical food a week, and keeps their 


environment moist. He says the man- 
'ual labor takes very little more time 
each day than It takes him to shower. 


Happily, Bricker says, the worms 


do most of the work. And they are 
uniquely equipped for it. Earthworms 
are outfitted with both mate and fe- 
male sex organs and when they make 
whoopte it usually results in cross fer- 
tilization; which is to say, following 
copulation, each creature gets preg- 
nant and has offspring of its own 


Bricker says the worms have a 14- 


22 day gestation period. Then they 
drop capsules which produce from 
two to 22 fully matured children. Giv- 
en an eight-year life span, then, each 
of Bricker's one million worms may 
produce as many as 2,000 of its kind, 
which' hi sum da two billion earth- 
worms that Bricker should be bring- 
ing to market. 


The .market is apparently waiting 


anxiously. Biologists say the lifestyle 
of the worm is vital to the survival of 
man. As the creature bores through 
the earth it manufactures the soil 
from which all things grow. Worms 
consume poor dirt and discharge it as 
rich castings.'Most top soil is the stuff' 
of their odd Industry. 


BESIDE? THIS, WORMS aerate the 


ground. Without them much of the 
fertile earth would be unable to ab- 
sorb water and would eventually, be- 
come worthless hardpan. Bricker says 


this may be happening now in some 
areas where chemical fertilizers have 
killed or exiled the worm population; 
most worms grown today go to needy 
farmers. 


As for 
1 the potential of worms for 


protein, the birds and the shrews al- 
ready can vouch for it. Actually, some 
nations have for centuries considered 
dried worms to be a delicacy. Per- 
haps the idea will not take quick root 
in America, but North American Bait 
has recipes on hand for everything 
from wriggly bread to subterranean 
pie. 


Whatever its future, Bob Bricker in- 


sists the earthworm will be valuable. 
He says he needs 1,000 growers in his 
Ohio county alone. Right now good 
worms bring $5 to $7 >a pound (about 
1,000) and Bricker is enthusiastic. He 
is expanding his operation and hopes 
in a few years to have $400,000 in in- 
ventory in his household cropland. 


But even if the market,fails, Bri- 


cker says 'he won't be stuck. He is 
presently engineering an advertising 
campaign to sell his creatures by the 
pair.-"Love Worms," he calls them, 
"the greatest idea since Pet Rocks." 
For $4.98 plus handling, Bricker says 
everyone in America will soon be able 
to have nightcrawlera in their rec 
roomd.

300 Britons held as hostages in Uganda 


NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - Uganda 


Wednesday held 300 British residents 
hostage and said their fate depended 
on President Idi Amin's safe return 
from his reported efforts to attend the 
Commonwealth conference in London. 


An order barring all Britons in 


Uganda from leaving the country was 
Issued by Vice President Gen. Mustafa 
Adrlsl and broadcast on Kampala Ra- 
dio. 


Adrisl also warned the British gov- 


ernment not to attempt a military res- 
cue operation and accused London of 


sending a reconnaissance aircraft 
over Uganda. 


IN LONDON, the Foreign Office re- 


fused to comment on the banning of 
Britons from leaving Uganda. 


"We do not think it advisable to 


comment," a spokesman said. 


The spokesman also denied the 


report that a British plane had vio- 


. lated Ugandan air space. 


At the same time, British Prime 


Minister James Callaghan dismissed 
reports Amin was planning to gate- 
crash the summit. "I do not take 


these reports very seriously," Callag- 
han 'said. "Why don't we all keep 
cool?" 


An official at Amin's Entebbe presi- 


dential palace said: "At the moment 
we do not know exactly where the 
president is. 


"HOWEVER, HE has promised to 


telephone us as soon as he reaches 
England and we are waiting for his 
call. It could come either today or to- 
morrow." 


Asked about the ban on British citi- 


zens leaving the country, the spokes- 


man said, "There is no need to fear 
for the British. They are safe in 
Uganda. No harm will come to 
them." 


Radio 
Uganda repeated earlier 


broadcasts saying the military dicta- 
tor was en route to try to gate-crash 
the London meeting and would arrive 
in Britain by boat either Wednesday 
or today. 


The latest Uganda Radio report 


reiterated Amin'was still headed for 
London but gave no further details. 


-A presidential spokesman in Kam- 


pala was quoted as saying Amin al- 
ready had left after an overnight stop 
in an unidentified Arab country — 
probably Libya — and was making 
his way to Britain. 


MUSTAFA, WHO is running Uganda 


in Amin's absence, issued a directive 
to "all security personnel to stop all 
Britons leaving Uganda." The order 
instructed police and army units to 
beware of Britons trying to slip out of 
Uganda by minor routes into neigh- 
boring states. 


He added that a decision on the fu- 


ture of the British residents in 


Uganda "will await the return" of 
Amin. 


On Sunday, before Amin decided to 


ignore a British request not to attend 
the meeting of 35- Commonwealth 
heads of government and announced 
he would attend-anyway, Amin warn- 
ed he might do "something serious" 
against the British. But at the time he 
did not give any details.

Gay community unites in wake of defeat

A n i t a Bryant's anti-homosexual 


campaign in Florida unified the Chi- 
cago area gay community and ad- 
vanced their cause despite her victo- 
ry, local gay rights advocates said 
Wednesday. 


"Either way the referendum went 


we would have won," said Les Trotter 
of the Chicago Gay Rights Task 
Force. "Anita Bryant has wakened a 
sleeping giant and rekindled the activ- 
ist — a spark that the movement was 
waiting for." 


Miss Bryant's victorious crusade to 


repeal a Dade County, Fla., gay 
rights ordinance and her plans to con- 


tinue the fight nationally have not de- 
terred her local opponents. 


"I THINK ANITA Bryant should be 


given a medal," said Lloyd Levin, 
founder and president of Chicago- 
based lifestyle advocacy, group All To- 
gether. "In the long run she has done 
more to wake people up about the sit- 
uation than anyone else. When the 
smoke clears the gay community and 
the nation will be unified against 
her." 


Local advocates admit, however, 


that the Dade County defeat will slow 
legal progress. 


"Because of -this, on a national 


basis It probably will take us longer to 


get gay rights bills passed," said 
Donovan Ash of Des Plaines, an ad- 
mitted homosexual. "But when we fi- 
nally do get legislation in our-favor I 
think the wording will be stronger." 


Rep. Susan Catania, R-Chicago, the 


chief sponsor of three gay rights bills 
which were defeated in the Illinois 
House of Representatives, agreed. 


"I think the supporters have a big 


education job on their hands," she 
said. "Fear is behind this issue. Fear 
of the unknown. It is much easier to 
frighten people to vote against an is- 
sue like this than it is tp persuade 
them to support it." 


AND, WHILE she predicts gay 


rights laws in Illinois are "not a long 
way off," she added that the Florida 
defeat "may make the people who 
voted 'no' or 'present' more hesitant 
to change their minds in the future." 


Trotter said "area homosexuals al- 


ready are planning a peaceful protest 
during Miss Bryant's scheduled ap- 
pearance Tuesday night at the Chi- 
cago Medlnah Temple. 


W. L. Johnson of the temple said 


Miss 'Bryant's contract was signed 
more than a year ago and stipulates 
that she not make any political state- 
ments during the 8 p.m. show. 


Trotter said he expects 1,000 per- 


sons to picket Miss Bryant's Flag Day 


appearance and promised the demon- 
stration would not be violent. 


MORE THAN ISO persons' attended 


a midnight candlelight vigil near the 
Chicago Water Tower Tuesday night 
after hearing of the Dade County de- 
feat, he said. 


"This situation has started the be- 


ginning of a true national gay rights 
movement," said Ron Anderson, asso- 
ciate editor of Chicago's Gay Life 
newspaper. 


He and the others vowed they would

Grant and Barbara Watson say (hey 


always believed they had n duty to 
serve their community. 


For 16 years, Watson chaired Elk 


Grove Village's police pension board. 
For 13 years, his wife worked part- 
time, often without compensation, (or 
the village's health department. 


Those years of service apparently 


have ended. Abruptly. 


Saying that he believes "the Wat- 


sons are no longer welcome in the 
halls of village government," Watson 
resigned his post this week. 


THE RESIGNATION followed Mrs. 


Watson's dismissal last month. She 
was an apparent victim of the vil- 
lage's plans to expand and upgrade 
its comprehensive health program. 


That la not, however, the way Mrs. 


Watson sees it. 


"I think it was a political thing," 


she says, but she refuses to be specif- 
ic. 


Village Mgr, Charles A. Willis says 


Mrs. Watson simply was passed over 
for a more qualified Individual when a 
full-time village sanitarian was hired 
to fulfill the expanded health program 
needs. 


"It waa on the basis of quali- 


fications, experience and potential 
that she was not selected," he says. 


FOR THE PAST IVt years, the 


board of health has been trying to ex- 
pand health services "both In terms 
of time and breadth," he adds. 


As part of that, a job description 


with more professional qualifications 
was written for the position, he said. 
A number of applicants from across 
the country, including Mrs. Watson, 
were interviewed for the full-time 
post. 


Michael CaveUIni moved from New 


Jersey to Elk Grove Village at the be- 
ginning of this month to accept the 
position. His salary has been set at 
$13,000 annually. Willis says that had 
Mrs. Watson worked full-time at her 
part-time salary, she would have been 
earning $12,744. 


"I guess he's a nice young man," 


Mrs. Watson says, but she questions 
whether the village had to blanket the 
nation to find him. 


"THIS ISN'T SUCH a big job that 


you have to go like that," she says. 


She says she got the first hint that 


she might be replaced about a year 
ago when she was asked to write up 
a job description of her work. At the 
time, she says, she was told to add a 
requirement for a bachelor's degree 
even though she la about 10 credit 
hours short of one. 


When she was Interviewed for the 


full-time position, Mrs. Watson says 
she was asked If she would return to 
school-to get a degree. 


"I said, no, the job doesn't require 


it," she recalls. 


In his resignation letter to Village 


Pros. Charles J. Zettek, Watson point- 
ed out that his wife had created the 
job and served the first two years 
without pay. 


HE ADDED THAT she helped 


create the board of health, which Mrs. 
Watson says was almost nonfunctional 
at the time, and has been a member 
of scores of associations to keep on 
top of current developments in the 
health field. 


In the last several years, Watson 


added, she paid her own way to meet- 
Ings of those organizations because 
the village was operating on a tight 
budget. 


Mrs. Watson recalls that the last 


time her position was evaluated was 
about 10 years ago. The only com- 
plaint noted was that she took too long 
to return phone calls, she ssys, and 
even that criticism waa placed there 
because the village manager at that 
time told her he couldn't think of any- 
thing else to write. 


Before she waa discharged, Willis 


says,, Mrs. Watson was offered five 
different positions with the village, 
but she refused to consider them be- 
cause they weren't in the health field. 


She didn't consider them, Watson 


says, because they all offered less 
money working full-time than she had 
been earning part-time • and because 
all five were clerical positions and 
Mrs. Watson doesn't type.

Four new office towers are being 


planned along the Northwest tollway 
on the southern edge of Rolling Mead- 
ows. 


Continental Offices Ltd., a Chicago 


firm, Is planning to build two 12-story 
office towers at the corner of Algon- 
quin and Golf roads. And, the builders 
of the shiny, gold-colored Crossroads 
of Commerce Building, are ready to 
build a similar 12-story tower at Al- 
gonquin Road and 111. Rte. 53. 


The officials of the Gould Center, 


Rolling Meadows' largest office build- 
ing, known for the Picasso nude 
adorning its front, have already told 
of plans to expand by building a twin 
10-story tower at 111. Rte. 53 and the 
Northwest Tollway. 


The new office complex, called Con- 


tinental Towers, will be located at the 
intersection of Golf and Algonquin 
roads, north of the tollway. 


CARL COUVE, CHAIRMAN of the 


city's plan commission, said final ap- 
proval of the plan has not been given. 
But the land already Is properly zoned 
and 10 residents in the area are will- 
Ing to sell their homes to the builder. 


If approval is given, builders hope 


to start work this summer on a one- 
story office building and at least one 
tower. A commercial health club, in- 
cluding a swimming pool, 12 racquet- 
ball courts and tennis courts, will be 
built later. 


The entire complex is expected to 


be completed in three and a half 
years. 


Kenroy Inc., is planning to build a 


s e c o n d Crossroads of Commerce 
Building identical to the first with 
gold windows and rounded corners. 
The building will be slightly wider 
and the interior larger, Couve said. 


The tower will cover up to 200,000 


square feet and provide a parking lot 
with spaces especially designed for 
compact cars. 


The builders hope to encourage the 


use of small cars, Couve said, and the 
compact car spaces will be po- 
liced and large cars will be ticketed. 


THE EXISTING Crossroads build- 


ing rents space to 46 companies and is 
about 98 per cent full. 


Kenroy has future plans for a res- 


taurant and either a 20-story office 
buidlng or a hotel. 


The Gould Center has 100 per cent 


occupancy with about 20 companies 
including Gould Inc., an electrical and 
industrial manufacturer. 


The Gould tower is slightly less 


than 300,000 square feet and is built on 
40 acres. The new tower will occupy 
18 acres west of the present structure. 


MAYOR ROLAND J. Meyer says 


the new construction activity makes 
the "financial picture look very, very 
good." 


Within the next three years the city 


will see between $130 million to $150

Meyer said the city's assessed valu-

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Worm market takes turn for the purse 


BELLVILLE, Ohio - (NEA) - 


Darwin called them the intestines of 
the world. They were so precious to 
early tillers of the Nile Valley thai 
their killing was punishable by the 
sword. And today the earthworm — 
t h e 
hermaphroditic, 
promiscuous 


OUgochaeta — is once again assuming 
recognized importance in human af- 
fairs. 


The Chinese are monitoring labora- 


tory worms as, a means of predicting 
earthquakes. Chemically abused land 
throughout the northern hemisphere is 
being rejuvenated by wriggling im- 
ports. Some scientists believe that 
earthworms constitute an exciting, if 
Icky, source of consumable protein for 
food-poor nations. 


And where there is demand, there is 


business. No more Is the angleworm 
Industry a largely lazy and obscure 
operation principally oriented to the 
sport fisherman; It has burgeoned in 
the past decade to a highly charged, 
even scientific activity. Last year 
there was $7 billion worth of worm 
commerce in the United States alone. 


SO BRISK IS THE business, in fact, 


that the earthworm industry has had

to adopt franchising to keep up with 
widespread orders. National worm 
farms sell their expertise to entrepre- 
neurs at the state level, who In turn 
hustle up Mom and Pop growers in 
the counties, who then encourage 
neighborhood suppliers of their own. 


Very often the arrangement is prof- 


i t a b l e for everybody concerned. 
Gloria Barker, a Coloradoan who in- 
vested $1,000 in Worms in the 1960s, 
now reportedly earns $500,000 a year 
from her matured corporation. Ron- 
ald Caddie, who allegedly wrnt from 
welrafe to worms, now runs the multi- 
million dollar Nonh American Bait 
Co, of California. 


The worm doesn't always turn right 


for growers, of course. Many small 
devotees lost their crops, and their 


shirts, during the freeze and fuel 
shortage of last winter. Still, for 
many, the business seems to be an 
ideal way to earn extra money in 
hard times; and, for some, worm 
farming has become a small but full- 
time enterprise. 


GROWER BOB BRICKER is in the 


latter classification. Until late last 
year he was a police union represen- 
tative; he is now keeping one million 
red hybrids (wrigglers) in what used 
to be his recreation room. He says he 
invested $1,000 in a worm franchise 
laat January and is already harvest- 
ing "about $800 or so a month." 


Bricker says it's the easiest profit 


he's ever made. His worms breed in 
simple wood boxes which are filled 
with a cheap wood fiber compound. 
He feeds the creatures $1 worth of 
chemical food a week, and keeps their 
environment moist. He says the man- 
ual labor takes very little more time 
each day than it takes him to shower. 


Happily, Bricker says, the worms 


do most of the work. And they are 
uniquely equipped for it. Earthworms 
are outfitted with both male and fe- 
male sex organs and when they make 


Millions taken in fraud schemes

The web of a massive bureaucracy 


— tangled in a computerized tech- 
nology that disguises claimants in a 
maze of numbers — has spawned 
m u 11 l-m 111 i o n-<lollar fraud over- 
whelming in its scope. 


Federal and state authorities, in a 


special investigation begun several 
months ago, have uncovered far- 
reaching fraud within the state, coun- 
ty, city and federal agencies that dote 
out billions annually in assistance. 


The opportunities for fraud are al- 


ways easier In mammoth agencies 
like the state Bureau of Employment 
Securities and public aid, authorities 
have admitted. Only now, however, 


has a concerted effort to crack down 
on the problem revealed to in- 
vestigators just how expensive and 
expansive is the cheating. 


Estimates are as high as $30 million 


a l o n e a m o n g public employes 
"double-dipping" on welfare rolls. 


OUR OFFICE AND the FBI have 


been working on this for several 
months and it's a monstrous prior- 
ity," Assistant U S. Atty. Jeremy 
Margolis said. "As soon as the grand 
jury returns indictments, we'll be able 
to comment more extensively." 


He admitted, however, that the 


scope of the investigation, in which

Wendy was the 41st student to be 


eliminated. She said she had been 
studying all the hard words in the dic- 
tionary, and when she got what she 
considered an easy word like piazza, 
she said she just could not think 


Wendy was interviewed by Voice of 


America radio Wednesday for broad- 
cast to Taiwan, where she was born 
and lived before coming to the U.S. 
when she was six-years-old. Two other 
students who were born in Taiwan 
were also interviewed about the con- 
test and their schoolwork. 


THE CONTESTANTS included Jana 


Schroeder, a 14-year-old blind eighth- 
grader from Vandalia, Ohio. 


Most of the students — 69 — were 


eighth graders, but five are sixth 
grade junior high students. There are 


57 girls and 37 boys. 


The contestants have been touring 


the capitol, and although the spelling 
bee students traditionally meet with 
the current president, Jimmy Carter 
could not fit this year's group into his 
schedule when they toured the White 
House Tuesday. Carter said he will 
try to meet with them today. 


The contest will wind up today. Top 


prize is $1,000, second prize is $500 
and third prize is $250. Each con- 
testant receives $50 and a certificate. 


The students will be honored at a 


banquet Friday and will meet Frank 
Neuhauser, winner of the first Nation- 
al Spelling Bee in 1925.

She said claimants sign 
statements allowing the 'township to 
check into their financial records. She 
added that assistance never' goes 
directly to claimants but instead to 
agencies to which the claimant owes 
money, such as landlords or utility 
companies. 


The township's assistance budget 


this year is $144,250, 


In Maine Township, financial assis- 


tance does go directly to claimants in 
some cases, spokeswoman Pat Meyer 
said. But the township with an assis- 
tance budget of $345,000 uses comput- 
ers as part of its method to check so- 
cial security numbers of claimants to 
ensure that they are entitled to the 
aid. 


"It has come up," Mrs Meyer said 


of fraud. "But we've got it down to 
where we go into computers to check 
it." 


Residency checks, the familiarity 


with the area and cooperation among 
townships also cuts down on the likeli- 
hood of fraud, Elk" Grove Township 
spokeswoman Nita Stamm said. 


"Streets ring a bell, plus we work 


very closely with the surrounding 
townships," she said. "I just don't see 
how fraud could take place "

tilization; which is to say, following 
copulation, each creature gets preg- 
nant and hae offspring of its own. 


Bricker says the worms have a 14- 


22 day gestation period. Then they 
drop capsules which produce from 
two to 22 fully matured children. Giv- 
en an eight-year life span, then, each 
of Bricker's one million worms may 
produce as many as 2,000 of its kind, 
which in sum Is two billion earth- 
worms that Bricker should be bring- 
ing to market. 


The market is apparently waiting 


anxiously. Biologists say the lifestyle 
of the worm is vital to the survival of 
man. As the creature bores through 
the earth it manufactures the soil 
from which all things'grow. Worms 
consume poor dirt and discharge it as 
rich castings. Most top soil is the stuff 
of their odd industry. 


BESIDES THIS, WORMS aerate the 


ground. Without them much of the 
fertile earth would be unable to ab- 
sorb water and would eventually be- 
come worthless hardpan. Bricker says 
this may be happening now in some 
areas where chemical fertilizers have 
killed DC exiled the worm population; 
most worms grown today go to needy 
farmers. 


As for the potential of worms for 


protein, the birds and the shrews al- 
ready can vouch for it. Actually, some 
nations have for centuries considered 
dried worms to be a delicacy. Per- 
haps the idea will 'not take quick root 
in America, but North American Bait 
has recipes on hand for everything 
from wriggly bread to subterranean 
pie.

300 Britons held as hostages in Uganda 


NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - Uganda 


Wednesday held 300 British residents 
hostage and said their fate depended 
on President Id] Amin's safe return 
from his reported efforts to attend the 
Commonwealth conference in London. 


An order barring all Britons in 


Uganda from leaving the country was 
Issued by Vice President Gen. Mustafa 
Adrlsl and broadcast on Kampala Ra- 
dio. 


Adrisi also warned the British gov- 


ernment not to attempt a military res- 
cue operation and accused London of 


sending a reconnaissance 
aircraft 


over Uganda. 


IN LONDON, the Foreign Office re- 


fused to comment on the banning of 
Britons from leaving Uganda. 


"We do not think it advisable to 


comment," a spokesman said. 


The spokesman also denied the 


report that a British plane had vio- 
lated Ugandan air space. 


At the same time, British Prime 


Minister James Callaghan dismissed 
reports Amin was planning to gate- 
crash the summit. "I do not take 


these reports very seriously," Callag- 
han said. "Why don't we all-keep 
cool?" 


An official at Amin's Entebbe presi- 


dential palace'said: "At the moment 
we do not know exactly where the 
president is. 


"HOWEVER, HE has promised to 


telephone us as soon as he reaches 
England and we are waiting for his 
call. It could come either today or to- 
morrow." 


Asked about the ban on British citi- 


zens leaving the country, the spokes- 


man said, "There is no need to fear 
for the British. They are safe In 
Uganda. No harm will come to 
them." 


Radio Uganda repeated earlier 


broadcasts saying the military dicta- 
tor was en route to try to gate-crash 
the London meeting and would arrive 
In Britain by boat either Wednesday 
or today. 


The latest Uganda Radio report 


reiterated Amin was still headed for 
London but gave no further details. 


A presidential spokesman in Kam- 


pala was quoted as saying Amui al- 
ready had left after an overnight stop 
in an unidentified Arab country — 
probably Libya — and was making 
his way to Britain. 


MUSTAFA, WHO is running Uganda 


in Amin's absence, issued a directive 
to "all security personnel to stop all 
Britons leaving Uganda." The order 
instructed police and army units to 
beware of Britons trying to slip out of 
Uganda by minor routes into neigh- 
boring states. 


He added that a decision on the fu- 


ture of the British residents in 


Uganda "will await the return" of 
Amin.

On Sunday, before Amin decided to 


ignore a British request not to attend 
the meeting of 35 -Commonwealth 
heads of government and announced 
he would attend anyway, Amin warn- 
ed he might do "something serious" 
against the British.

Gay community unites in wake of defeat

A n i t a Bryant's anti-homosexual 


campaign in Florida unified the Chi- 
cago area gay community and ad- 
vanced their cause despite her victo- 
ry, local gay rights advocates said 
Wednesday. 


"Either way the referendum went 


we would have won," said Les Trotter 
of the Chicago Gay Rights Task 
Force. "Anita Bryant has wakened a 
sleeping giant and rekindled the activ- 
ist—a spark that the movement was 
waiting for." 


Miss Bryant's victorious crusade to 


repeal a Dade County, Fla., gay 
rights ordinance and her plans to con- 


tinue the fight nationally have not de- 
terred her local opponents. 


"I THINK ANITA Bryant should be 


given a medal," said Lloyd Levin, 
founder and president of Chicago- 
based lifestyle advocacy group All To- 
gether. "In the long run she has done 
more to wake people up about the sit- 
uation than anyone else. When the 
smoke clears the gay community and 
the nation will be unified against 
her." 


Local advocates admit, however, 


that the Dade County defeat will slow 
legal progress. 


"Because of this, on a national 


basis it probably will take us longer to 


get gay rights bills passed," said 
Donovan Ash of Des Plaines, an ad- 
mitted homosexual. "But when we fi- 
nally do get legislation in our favor I 
think the wording will be stronger." 


Rep. Susan Catania, R-Chicago, the 


chief sponsor of three gay rights bills 
which were defeated in the Illinois 
House of Representatives, agreed. 


"I think the supporters have a big 


education job on their hands," she 
said. "Fear is behind this issue. Fear 
of the unknown. It is much easier to 
frighten people to vote against an is- 
sue like this than it is to persuade 
them to support it." 


AND, WHILE she predicts gay 


rights laws in Illinois are "not a long 
way off," she added that the Florida 
defeat "may make the people who 
voted 'no' or 'present' more hesitant 
to change their minds in the future." 


Trotter said area homosexuals al- 


ready are planning a peaceful protest 
during Miss Bryant's scheduled ap- 
pearance Tuesday night at the Chi- 
cago Medinah Temple. 


W. L. Johnson of the temple said 


Miss Bryant's contract was signed 
more than a year ago and stipulates 
that she not make any political state- 
ments during the 8 p m. show. 


Trotter said he expects 1,000 per- 


sons to picket Miss Bryant's Flag Day 


appearance and promised the demon- 
stration would not be violent. 


MORE THAN 150 persons attended 


'a midnight candlelight vigil near the 
Chicago Water Tower Tuesday night 
after hearing of the Dade County de- 
feat, he said. 


"This situation has started the be- 


ginning of a true national gay rights 
movement," said Ron Anderson, asso- 
ciate editor of Chicago's Gay Life 
newspaper.

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Office buildings 
to be built 
near the tollway

Fair new office towers are being 


planned along the Northwest tollway 
on the southern edge of Rolling Mead- 
ows. 


Continental Offices Ltd., a Chicago 


firm, Is planning tp build two 12-story 
office towers at Hie corner of Algon- 
quin and Golf roads. And, the builders 
of the shiny, gold-colored Crossroads 
of Commerce Building, are ready to 
build a similar 12-story tower at Al- 
gonquin Road and HI. Rte. 53. 


The officials of the Gould Center, 


Rolling Meadows' largest office build- 
ing, 
known for the Picasso nude 


adorning Its front, have already told 
of plans to expand by building a twin 
10-story tower at HI. Rte. 53 and the 
Northwest Tollway. 


The new office complex, called Con- 


tinental Towers, will be located at the 
intersection of Golf and Algonquin 
roads, north of the tollway. 


CARL COUVE, CHAIRMAN of the 


city's plan commission, said final ap- 
proval of the plan has not been given. 
But the land already is properly zoned 
and 10 residents in the area are will- 
ing to sell their homes to the builder. 


If approval is given, builders hope 


to start work this summer on a one- 
story office building and at least one 
tower. A commercial health club, in- 
cluding a swimming pool, 12 racquet- 
ball courts and tennis courts, will be 
built later.

Massive fraud found 
in assistance agencies

The web of a massive bureaucracy 


— tangled in a computerized tech- 
nology that disguises claimants in a 
maze of numbers — has spawned 
m u 111-m i 11 i o n-dollar fraud over- 
whelming in its scope. 


Federal and state authorities, in a 


special Investigation begun several 
months ago, have uncovered far- 
reaching fraud within the state, coun- 
ty, city and federal agencies that dote 
out billions annually in assistance. 


The opportunities for fraud are1 al- 


ways easier In mammoth agencies 
like the state Bureau of Employment 
Securities and public aid, authorities 
have admitted. Only now,' however, 
has a concerted effort to crack down 
on the problem revealed to in- 
vestigators just how expensive and 
expansive Is the cheating.

OUR OFFICE AND the FBI have

Uganda from fearing the country wag 
Issued by Vice President Gen. Mustafa 
Adrlsl and broadcast on Kampala Ra- 
dio. 


Adrisl also warned the British gov- 


ernment not to attempt a military res- 
cue operation and accused London of 


sending a reconnaissance aircraft 
over Uganda. 


IN LONDON, the Foreign Office re- 


fused to comment on the banning of 
Britons from leaving Uganda. 


"We do not think It advisable to 


comment," a spokesman said. 


The spokesman also denied the 


report that a British plane had vio- 
lated Ugandan air space. 


At the same time, British Prime 


Minister James Callaghan dismissed 
reports Amln was planning to gate- 
crash the summit. "I do not take 


these reports very seriously," Callag- 
han said. "Why don't we all keep 
cool?" 


An official at Arain's Entebbe presi- 


dential palace said: "At the moment 
we do not know exactly where the 
president is.

A Libertyville school bus returning

Gay community unites in wake of defeat

A n i t a Bryant's anti-homosexual 


campaign in Florida unified the Chi- 
cago area gay community and ad- 
vanced their cause despite her victo- 
ry, local gay rights advocates said 
Wednesday. 


"Either way the referendum went 


we would have won," said Les Trotter 
of the Chicago Gay Rights Task 
Force. "Anita Bryant has wakened a 
sleeping giant and rekindled the activ- 
ist—a spark that the movement was 
waiting for." 


Miss Bryant's victorious crusade to 


repeal a Dade County, Fla., gay 
rights ordinance and her, plans to con- 


tinue the fight nationally have not-de- 
terred her local opponents. 


"I THINK ANITA Bryant should be 


given a medal," said Lloyd Levin, 
founder and president of Chicago- 
based lifestyle advocacy group All To- 
gether. "In the long run she has done 
more to wake people up about the sit- 
uation than anyone else. When the 
smoke clears the gay community and 
the nation will be unified against 
her." 


Local advocates admit, however, 


that the Dade County defeat will slow 
legal progress. 


"Because of this, on a national 


basia It probably wiU take us longer to 


get. gay rights bills passed," said 
Donovan Ash of Des Plaines, an ad- 
mitted homosexual. "But when we fi- 
nally do get legislation in our favor I 
think the wording will be stronger." 


Rep. Susan Catania, R-Chicago, the 


chief sponsor of three gay rights bills 
which were defeated in the Illinois 
House of Representatives, agreed. 


"I think the supporters have a big 


education job on their hands," she 
said. "Fear is behind this issue. Fear 
of the unknown. It is much easier to 
frighten people to vote against an is- 
sue like this than it is to persuade 
them to support it.'" 


AND, WHILE she predicts gay 


rights laws in Illinois are "not a long 
way off," she added that the Florida 
defeat "may make the people who 
voted 'no' or 'present' more hesitant 
to change their minds in the future." 


Trotter said area homosexuals al- 


ready are planning a peaceful protest 
during Miss Bryant's scheduled ap- 
pearance Tuesday night at the Chi- 
cago Medinah Temple. 


W. L. Johnson of the temple said 


Miss Bryant's contract was signed 
more than a year ago and stipulates 
that she not make any political state- 
ments during the 8 p.m. show. 


Trotter said he expects 1,000 per- 


sons to picket Miss Bryant's Flag Day 


appearance and promised the demon- 
stration would not be violent. 


MORE THAN 1M persons attended 


a midnight candlelight vigil near the 
Chicago Water Tower Tuesday night 
after bearing of the Dade County de- 
feat, he said. 


"This situation has started the be- 


ginning of a true national gay rights 
movement," said Ron Anderson, asso- 
ciate editor of Chicago's Gay Life 
newspaper.

Meeting Hitler 
was a portent 
of things to come

The closest William Stouffer ever 


came to Adolph Hitler was in the ear- 
jy 1930s when he shok the dictator's 
hand. 


Although the Arlington Heights man 


never knew Hitler personally, a two- 
year stint among the peasants of Eu- 
rope provided him with all of the in- 
formation he needed. 


As a foreign correspondent for the 


Des Moines Register-Tribune, Stouffer 
during the pre-Hitler days mingled 
with the people of Germany, Italy, 
Prance and England to get a feel for 
what was to come in the next decade. 


"It was a very interesting period," 


said Stouffer, 68, of 100 N. Lincoln Ln. 
"The people in America kept saying 
over and over he was a clown and 
Germany wouldn't fall for him. It was 
very clear here that Hitler did not 
have a chance." 


AFTER LIVING and talking with 


townspeople 
In 
Europe, however, 


Stouffer said he sensed a ground 
swell. "Even in the places you'd think 
he was weakest, they had reason to 
believe that Germany should have its 
place In the sun," he recalls. 


Stouffer, 
who today writes the 


Mount Prospect 
Public 
Library's 


m o n t h l y newsletter, Scan, never 
broke any exclusives or unveiled any 
scandals about Hitler's rise to power. 
He was sent to Europe to capture the 
mood. 


With little money and a portable 


typewriter strapped on the rear of his 
motorcycle, he traveled through small 
towns finding people to house him 
nearly every day. Stouf/er befriended 
students at the University of Frieburg 
in Bavaria where he set up shop and 
dispatched back to the United States 
at least three stories a week. 


"I spoke a smattering of'German, a 


touch of French and a tickle of Ital- 
ian," he said. "But once I began1 com- 
municating with the people, it was 
relatively easy." 


Stouffer 
vividly remembers 
the 


thrilling moment when he attended a 
rally to hear Hitler speak. "After- 
wards, an acquaintance introduced us 
and we rapidly shook hands," he said. 
"That's the closest I came.". 


AFTER TWO YEARS of combing 


Europe, Stouffer returned to the 
United States because he felt as a re- 
porter he was losing his touch with 
creative writing. 


"I was beginning to get interested 


in freelance writing," he said. "And if 
I was going to write about America, 
I'd better be home." 


Stouffer first was exposed to news- 


papers when he was growing up in 
Sac City, Iowa, a town today of about 
3,000. 


"My father was a publisher and edi- 


tor of a weekly paper there," he said. 
"I learned now to type when I was 
five. I was a terrible typist then and I 
still am now, one finger on each 
hand." 


He has traveled 
throughout the 


country, has perfected 
his tennis 


game, has taken up woodworking, has 
gone into the consulting business and 
has edited newsletters for both the Ar- 
lington Heights and Mount Prospect 
libraries. But Stouffer, married 43 
years to'his wire, Maxine, never 
wrote the novel ,or short stories of 
which he once dreamed. 


"I got involved in so many other 


creative things they Just never got off 
the ground," he said. "Now I just 
don't feel I want to work on a sus- 
tained piece. But I don't feel any loss 
at all."

Massive fraud found 
in assistance agencies

The web of a massive bureaucracy 


— tangled in a computerized tech- 
nology that disguises claimants in a 
maze of numbers — has spawned 
m u 11 i-m 111 i o n-dollar fraud over- 
whelming in its scope. 


Federal and state authorities, in a 


special investigation begun several 
months ago, have uncovered far- 
reaching fraud within the state, coun- 
ty, city and federal agencies that dole 
out billions annually in assistance. 


The opportunities for fraud are al- 


ways easier In mammoth agencies 
like the state Bureau of Employment 
Securities and public aid, authorities 
have admitted. Only now, however, 
has a concerted effort to crack down 
on the problem revealed to in- 
vestigators just how expensive and 
expansive is the cheating. 


Estimates are as high as $30 million 


alone a m o n g public employes 
"double-dipping" on welfare rolls. 


OUR OFFICE AND the FBI have 


been working on this for several 
months and it's a monstrous prior- 
ity," Assistant U.S. Ally. Jeremy 
Margolis said. "As soon as the grand 
jury returns Indictments, we'll be able 
to comment more extensively."

300 Britons held as hostages in Uganda 


NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - Uganda 


Wednesday held 300 British residents 
hostage and said then- fate depended 
on President Idi Amin's safe return 
from his reported efforts to attend the 
Commonwealth conference in London. 


An order barring all Britons In 


Uganda from leaving the country was 
Issued by Vice President Gen. Mustafa 
Adrisi and broadcast on Kampala Ra- 
dio. 


Adrisl also warned the British gov- 


ernment not to attempt a military res- 
cue operation and accused London of 


•ending a reconnaissance aircraft 
over Uganda. 


IN LONDON, the Foreign Office re- 


fused to comment on the banning of 
Britons from leaving Uganda. 


"We do not think It advisable to 


comment," a spokesman said. 


The spokesman also denied the 


report that a British plane had vio- 
lated Ugandan air space. 


At the same time, British Prime 


Minister James Callaghan dismissed 
reports Amin was planning to gate- 
crash the summit. "I do not take 


these reports very seriously," Callag- 
han said. "Why don't we all keep 
cool?" 


An official at Amin's Entebbe presi- 


dential palace said: "At the moment 
we do not know exactly where the 
president is. 


"HOWEVER. HE .has promised to 


telephone us as soon^as he reaches 
' England and we are waiting for his 
can. It could come either, today or to- 
morrow." 
, 


Asked about the ban on British citi- 


zens leaving the country, the spokes- 


man said, "There is no, need to fear 
for the British. They are safe in 
Uganda* No harm will come to 
them." 


Radio Uganda repeated earlier 


broadcasts saying the military dicta- 
tor was en route to try to gate-crash 
the London meeting and would arrive 
in Britain by boat either Wednesday 
or today. 


The latest Uganda Radio report 


reiterated Amin was still headed for 
London but gave no further details. 


A presidential spokesman in Kara-

pala was quoted as saying Amin al- 
ready had left after an overnight stop 
in an unidentified Arab country — 
probably,Libya — and was making 
his way to Britain. 


MUSTAFA, WHO is running Uganda 


in Arain's absence, issued a .directive 
to "all security personnel to stop all 
Britons leaving Uganda." The order 
instructed police and army units to, 
beware of Britons trying to slip out of 
Uganda by minor routes into neigh- 
boring states. 


He added that a decision on the fu- 


ture of the British residents in 


Uganda "will await the return" of 
Amin. 


On Sunday, before Amin deckled to 


ignore a British'request not to attend 
the meeting of 35 Commonwealth 
heads of government and announced 
he would attend anyway, Amin warn- 
ed he might do "something serious" 
against the British.

Gay community unites in wake of defeat

A n i t a Bryant's anti-homosexual 


campaign in Florida unified the Chi- 
cago area gay community and ad- 
vanced their cause despite her victo- 
ry, local gay rights advocates said 
Wednesday. 


"Either way the referendum went 


we would have won," said Les Trotter 
of the Chicago Gay Rights Task 
Force. "Anita Bryant has wakened a 
sleeping giant and rekindled tin activ- 
ist — a spark that the movement was 
waiting for." 


Miss Bryant's victorious crusade to 


repeal a Dade County, Fla., gay 
rights ordinance and her flans to con- 


tinue the fight nationally have not de- 
terred her local opponents. 


"I THINK ANITA Bryant should be 


given a medal," said Lloyd Levin, 
founder and president of Chicago- 
based lifestyle advocacy group All To- 
gether. "In the long run she has done 
more to wake people up about the sit- 
uation than anyone else. When the 
smoke clean the gay community and 
the nation will be unified against 
her." 


Local advocates admit, however, 


that the Dade County defeat wffl slow 
legal progress. 


"Because of this, on a national 


basis It probably will take us longer, to 


get nay rights bills passed," said 
Donovan Ash of Des Plaines, an ad- 
mitted homosexual. "But when, we fi- 
nally do get legislation in our favor I 
think the wording will be stronger." 


Rep. Susan Catania, R-Chicago, the 


chief sponsor of three gay rights bills 
which were defeated in the Illinois 
House of Representatives, agreed. 


"I think the supporters have a big 


education job on their hands," she 
said. "Fear is behind this issue. Fear 
of the unknown. It Is much easier to 
frighten people to vote against an is- 
sue like this than it Is to persuade 
them to support it." 


AND, WHILE she predicts gay 


rights laws in Illinois are "not a tag 
way off," she added that the Flonda 
defeat "may make the people who 
voted 'no' or 'present' more hesitant 
to change their minds in the future." 


Trotter said area homosexuals al- 


ready are planning a peaceful protest 
during Miss Bryant's scheduled ap- 
pearance Tuesday night at the Chi- 
cago Medinah Temple. 


W. L. Johnson of the temple said 


Miss Bryant's contract was signed 
more than a year ago and stipulates 
that she not make any political state- 
ments during the 8 p.m. show. 


Trotter said he expects 1,000 per- 


sons to picket Miss Bryant'!} Flag Day 


appearance and promised the demon- 
stration would not be violent. 


MORE THAN ISO persons attended 


a midnight candlelight vigil near the 
Chicago Water Tower Tuesday night 
after hearing of the Dade County de- 
feat, he said.

Fire, ambulance calls up in 1976 


The Palatine Fire Dept. responded 


to 36 per cent more (Ire calls last year 
and 12 per cent more ambulance calls 
than In 1975, figures released by the 
department show.

"IT DOESN'T indicate we had more 


fires or more severe fires," Carothers 
said. "The increase In runs just repre- 
sents normal growth." 


Carothers said many of the calls in- 


clude minor incidents which were not 
even of the magnitude to require fire 
department help, such as small gar- 
bage fires. 


He said, however, because the de- 


partment had an average of less than 
27 full-time firefighters each man av- 
eraged about 90 runs, more than 
double what most surrounding depart- 
ments experience. 


Carothers said because the depart- 


ment now Is up to 40 full-time fire- 
fighters, the average runs per man 
probably,will decrease'but nonethe- 
less probably will remain above the 
average for other towns. 


Carothers said the department cov- 


ers a large area, 52 square miles, in- 
cluding the village, Inverness and 
unincorporated Palatine Township. 


THE DEPARTMENT does not keep 


records on the amount of monetary 
loss for the year due to fires, but 
Carothers said it is a procedure which 
he hopes to begin this year. 


The report will include not only the 


monetary amount of loss from a par- 


ticular fire but the value of ^property 
saved in a fire, he said. For example, 
a fire at a $1 million facility may re- 
sult in $30,000 loss so $970,000 worth of 
the property would have been saved. 


Carothers said he feels this type of 


reporting Instead of just a report on 
the number of fire calls for the year 
will give a better picture of what tie 
department actually is doing. 


Police ask false alarm crackdown 


An ordinance that Palatine police 


hope will curtail the rising number of 
false burglar alarms will be in- 
troduced to the village board next 
month. 


Police Chief Jerry Bratcher said the 


Incidents of false alarms with which 
the department has had to cope have 
increased steadily during the past two 
years.

disobeying a police officer are ex- 
pected within the next two days. 


Muenzer, 25, suffered a dislocated 


shoulder after a scuffle with one 
youth and was taken to Alexian Broth- 
ers Medical Center in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, where he was treated and re- 
leased Tuesday night. Several other 
police were cut and bruised but did 
not require bospltalizatlon. 


It started out as a graduation party 


early in the evening at the home of 
John Undberg, 105 W. Clarion, 
Roselle, police said.

Mrs. Scollay's husband, Jack, ran

He ran on a platform 
calling for a referendum to consider 
abolishing township government. 


BECAUSE OF THE association be- 


tween local Democrats, the Scollays 
and the League of Women Voters, the 
groups sometimes are lumped togeth- 
er. 


"I think it's definitely the Demo- 


crats," Township Trustee John Serio 
said of the league. "There are a few 
Republicans, but it is just token mem- 
bership." 


Serio said he is not opposed to the 


league, "but it's just that when they 
try to press the point on an issue that 
doesn't exist. They have a tendency to 
do that." 


Serio said any group that supports 


"centralization of power" in Cook 
County ultimately helps the county 
Democrats. 


Mrs. Peterson, however, said the 


league is not trying to help anyone 
except the individual citizen.

Also arrested was Robert A. Raus- 


cher, IS, of 5427 Lynch St., Chicago, 
who is charged with arson and crimi- 
nal damage to property. Both were 


being held on $20,000 bonds. Rauacher 
also is believed to be a student at the 
school, but moved recently. Both are 
schedule* to appear in the Des 
Plaines branch of the Cook .County 
Circuit Court at 1:30 p.m.

The arrests were made with the

Massive fraud found 
in assistance agencies

The web of a massive bureaucracy 


— tangled in a computerized tech- 
nology that disguises claimants in a 
1 


maze of numbers — has spawned 
m u 11 i-m 111 i o n-dollar fraud over- 
whelming in its scope. 


Federal and state authorities-, in a 


special investigation begun several 
months ago, have uncovered far- 
reaching fraud within the state, coun- 
ty, city and federal agencies that dole 
out billions annually in assistance. 


The opportunities for fraud are al- 


ways easier in mammoth agencies 
like the state Bureau of Employment 
Securities and public aid, authorities 
have admitted. Only now, however, 
has a concerted effort to crack down 
on the problem revealed 
to in- 


vestigators just bow expensive and 
expansive is the cheating. 


Estimates are as high as $30 million 


alone among public employes 
"double-dipping" on welfare rolls. 


OUR OFFICE AND the FBI have 


been working on this for several 
months and it's a monstrous prior- 
ity^' Assistant U.S. Ally. Jeremy 
Margolis said. "As soon as the grand 
jury returns indictments, we'll be able 
to comment more extensively." 


He admitted, however, that the 


scope of the investigation, in which 
the Illinois Dept. of Law Enforcement 
Is also participating, has spanned the 
federal to the county level and from 
city to suburbs. 


Locally, however, those in charge of 


public assistance say fraud is not a 
problem nor la the likelihood for it 
great.

300 Britons held as hostages in Uganda 


NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - Uganda 


Wednesday held 300 British residents 
hostage and said their fate depended 
on President Ml Arain's safe return 
from his reported efforts to attend the 
Commonwealth conference in London. 


An order barring all Britons in 


Uganda from leaving the country was 
Issued by Vke President Gen. Mustafa 
Adiisl and broadcast on Kampala Ra- 
dio. 


Adrisl also warned the British gov- 


ernment not to attempt a military res- 
cue operation and accused London of 


sending a reconnaissance aircraft 
over Uganda. 


IN LONDON, the Foreign Office re- 


fused to comment on the banning of 
Britons from leaving Uganda. 


"We do not think it advisable to 


comment," a spokesman said. 


The spokesman also denied the 


report that a British plane had vio- 
lated Ugandan air space. 


At the same time, British Prime 


Minister James Callaghan dismissed 
reports Amin was planning to gate- 
crash the summit. "I do not take 


these reports very seriously," Callag- 
han said. "Why don't we all keep 
cool?" 


An official at Amin's Entebbe presi- 


dential palace said: "At the moment 
we do not know exactly where the 
president is. 
' 


"HOWEVER, HE has promised to 


telephone us as soon as he reaches 
England and we are waiting for his 
call. It could come either today or to- 
morrow." 
' • 


Asked about the ban on British citi- 


zens leaving the country, the spokes- 


man said, "There is no need to fear 
for the British. They are safe In 
Uganda. No harm will tome to 
them." 


Radio Uganda repeated earlier' 


broadcasts saying-the military dicta- 
tor was en route to try to gate-crash 
the London meeting, and would arrive 
in'Britain by boat either Wednesday 
or today. 


The latest Uganda Radio report 


reiterated Amin was still headed for 
London but gave no further details. 


A presidential spokesman in Kam- 


pala was quoted as saying Amin al- 
ready had, left after an overnight stop 
in an unidentified Arab country — 
probably Libya — and was making 
his way to Britain. 


MUSTAFA, WHO is running Uganda 


in Amin's absence, issued a directive 
to "all,security personnel to stop all 
Britons leaving Uganda." The order 
instructed police and army units to 
beware of Britons trying to slip out of 
Uganda by minor routes into neigh- 
boring states. 


He added that a decision on the fu- 


ture of the British residents 
in 


Uganda "will await-the return" of 
Amin. 


On Sunday, before Amin decided to 


ignore a British request not to attend 
the meeting of 35 Commonwealth 
heads of government and announced 
he would attend anyway, Amin warn- 
ed he might do "something serious" 
against the British. But at the time he 
did not give any details. 


It was the second time this year 


Uganda has held an entire foreign 
community hostage. In February he 
ordered 200 Americans not to leave 
Uganda.

Gay community unites in wake of defeat

A n i t a Bryant's anti-homosexual 


campaign in Florida unified the Chi- 
cago area gay community and ad- 
vanced their cause despite her victo- 
ry, local gay rights advocates said 
Wednesday. 


"Either way the referendum went 


we would have won," said Les Trotter 
of the Chicago Gay Rights Task 
Force. "Anita Bryant has wakened a 
sleeping giant and rekindled the activ- 
ist — a spark that the movement was 
waiting for." 


Miss Bryant's victorious crusade to 


repeal a Dade County, Fla., gay 
rights ordinance and her flans to con- 


tinue the fight nationally have not de- 
terred her local opponents. 
' 


"I THINK ANITA Bryant should be 


given a medal," said Lloyd Levin, 
founder and president of Chicago- 
based lifestyle advocacy group All To- 
gether. "In the long run she has done 
more to wake people up about the sit- 
uation than anyone else. When the 
smoke clears the gay community and 
the nation will b»\ unified against 
her." 


Local advocates admit, however, 


that the Dade County defeat will slow 
legal progress. 


"Because of this, on a national 


basis it probably will take us longer to 


get gay , rights bills passed," said 
Donovan Ash of Des Plaines, an ad- 
mitted homosexual. "But when we fi- 
nally do get legislation in our favor I 
think the wording will be stronger." 


Rep. Susan Catania, R-Chicago, the 


chief sponsor of three gay rights bills 
which were defeated in the Illinois 
House of Representatives, agreed. 


"I think the supporters have a big 


education job on their hands," she 
said. "Fear is behind this issue. Fear 
of the unknown. It is much easier to 
frighten people to vote against an is- 
sue like this than it is to persuade 
them to support it." 


AND, WHILE she predicts gay 


rights laws in Illinois are "not a long 
way off," she added that the Florida 
defeat "may make the people who 
voted 'no' or 'present' more hesitant 
to change their minds in the future." 


Trotter said area homosexuals al- 


ready are planning a peaceful protest 
during Miss Bryant's scheduled ap- 
pearance Tuesday night at the Chi- 
cago Medinah Temple. 


W. L. Johnson of the temple said 


Miss Bryant's contract was signed 
more than a year ago and stipulates 
that she not make any political state- 
ments during the B p.m. show. 


Trotter said he expects 1,000 per- 


sons to picket Miss Bryant's Flag Day 


appearance and promised the demon- 
stration would not be violent. 


MORE THAN 150 persons attended 


a midnight candlelight vigil near the 
Chicago Water Tower Tuesday night 
after hearing of the Dade County de- 
feat, he said. 


"This situation has started the be- 


ginning of a true national gay rights 
movement," said Ron Anderson, asso- 
ciate editor of Chicago's Gay Life 
newspaper. 


He and the others vowed they would 


not let the opportunity pass. "We may 
have lost one battle in Dade County,"

Subsidies aid 
11 teens with 
summer work 


Elk Grove Township has mounted a 


two-pronged attack on a weak sum- 
mer job market with a referral ser- 
vice and by subsidizing the employ- 
ment of 11 area youths. 


The subsidy program is being used 


again this year as a backup measure 
to the referral service, which has had 
very few jobs the last two years. 


The township has allocated $10,000 


for the summer salaries of n young- 
sters who will work for the Elk Grove 
and Mount Prospect park districts, 
the township day-care center and the 
township mental health center. 


BUT THIS IS just a stopgap mea- 


sure, said Nlta Stamm, township of- 
fice manager. She said the job refer- 
ral service has fallen on hard times 
lately. 


In its first two years of existence, 


the referral service was "tremendous- 
ly successful," Mrs Stamm said. But 
last year the Job market dried up, she 
said. 


"The bottom just fell out of the em- 


ployment market," she said. Although 
the local businessmen are eager to co- 
operate, they just don't need extra 
help this year. 


The township sent 3,000 letters to 


potential employers this spring. 


"We got a lot of phone calls hi re- 


sponse to the letter. All of them said 
'We would like to be part of your pro- 
gram but . . .' or 'we'll keep you In 
the files...' 


Out of 3,000 letters, there were only 


85 positive responses. 


"THAT'S WHY we didn't do any ad- 


vertising this year, We just didn't 
have enough job openings to advertise 
(or the students to come in for them," 
Mrs. Stamm said.

for the coming year before com- 
mitting monies to the gifted program. 


ASSOCIATE SUPT. Robert Brower 


told the board that if they later decide 
the district cannot afford its $17,000 
share of the program, they can cancel 


the program and turn down whatever 
state funding has been granted. The 
state supplies about the same amount 
contributed by the district. 


Board members voting to seek state 


funds for gifted education were Bar- 
bara Somogyi, Richard Stamm, Enul 
Bahnmaier and Judith Zanca. 


"When we discussed budget cuts we 


said we were talking about things 
which would not affect the educational 
program of this district," Mrs. Zanca 
said. "Not applying for funds for tal- 
ent development would hurt the 
educational program." 


The talent development program 


serves about 450 gifted students in 
grades two through eight with pilot 
programs offered in advanced math, 
reading, music, Social studies, science 
and creative writing and thinking. 


Some 65 teachers are involved in 


the program on their own time. The 
$17,000 for the program coordinator 
the only expense the district bears, 
coordinator Charlene Bessey said

BELLVILLE, Ohio - 
(NBA) - 


Darwin called them the intestines of 
the world. They were so precious to 
early tillers of the Nile Valley that 
their killing was punishable by the 
sword. And today the earthworm — 
t h e 
hermaphroditic, 
promiscuous 


OUgochaeta — Is once again assuming 
recognized Importance in human af- 
fairs 


The Chinese are monitoring labora- 


tory worms as a means of predicting 
earthquakes Chemically abused land 
throughout the northern hemisphere is 
being rejuvenated by wriggling Im- 
ports. Some scientists believe that 
earthworms constitute an exciting, if 
icky, source of consumable protein for 
food-poor nations. 


And where there is demand, there is 


busineu. No more is the angleworm 
industry a largely lazy and obscure 
operation principally oriented to the 
sport fisherman; it has burgeoned In 
the past decade lo a highly charged, 
even scientific activity. Last year 
there was $7 billion worth of worm 
commerce in the United States alone. 


SO BRISK IS THE business, in fact, 


that the earthworm industry has had 


Tom 
Tiede 


to adopt franchising to keep up with 
widespread orders. National worm 
farms sell their expertise to entrepre- 
neurs at the state level, who In turn 
hustle up Mom and Pop growers in 
the coOnties, who then encourage 
neighborhood suppliers of their own. 


Very often the arrangement is prof- 


l i a b l e for everybody concerned. 
Gloria Barker, a Coloradoan who in- 
vested $1,000 In worms in the 1960s, 
now reportedly earns $500,000 a year 
from her matured corporation. Ron- 
ald Caddie, who allegedly went from 
welrafe to worms, now runs the multi- 
million dollar North American Bait 
Co , of California 


The worm doesn't always turn right 


for growers, of course. Many small 
devotees lost their crops, and their 


shirts, during the freeze and fuel 
shortage of last winter. Still, for 
many, the business seems to be an 
ideal way to earn extra money in 
hard times; and, for some, worm 
farming has become a small but full- 
time enterprise. 


GROWER BOB BRICKER is in the 


latter classification. Until late last 
year he was a police union represent 
tative; he is now keeping one million 
red hybrids (wrigglers) in what used 
to be his recreation room. He says he 
Invested $1,000 in a worm franchise 
laat January and is already harvest- 
ing "about $800 or so a month." 


Bricker says it's the easiest profit 


he's ever made. His worms breed in 
simple wood boxes which are filled 
with a cheap wood fiber compound. 
He feeds the creatures $1 worth of 
chemical food a week, and keeps their 
environment moist. He says the man- 
ual labor takes very little more time 
each day than it takes him to shower 


Happily, Bricker says, the worms 


do most of the work. And they are 
uniquely equipped for it. Earthworms 
are outfitted with both male and fe- 
male sex organs and when they make

The web of a massive bureaucracy

Federal and state authorities, in a 


special Investigation begun several 
months ago, have uncovered far- 
reaching fraud within the state, coun- 
ty, city and federal agencies that dole 
out bill tons annually in assistance. 


The opportunities for fraud are al- 


ways easier in mammoth agencies 
like the state Bureau of Employment 
Securities and public aid, authorities 
have admitted. Only now, however, 


has a concerted effort to crack down 
on the problem revealed to in- 
vestigators just -how expensive and 
expansive is the cheating 


Estimates are as high as $30 million

"double-dipping" on welfare rolls 


OUR OFFICE AND the FBI have 


been working on this for several 
months and it's a monstrous prior- 
ity," Assistant U.S. Atty.

she said she just could not think. 


Wendy was interviewed by Voice of 


America radio Wednesday for broad- 
cast to Taiwan, where she was born 
and lived before coming to the U.S 
when she was six-years-old. Two other 
students who were born in Taiwan 
were also interviewed about the con- 
test and their schoolwork 


THE CONTESTANTS included Jana 


Scliroeder, a 14-year-old blind eighth- 
grader from Vandaha, Ohio 


Most of the students — 69 — were 


eighth graders, but five are sixth 
grade Junior high students. There are 


57 girls and 37 boys 


The contestants have been touring 


the capitol, and although the spelling 
bee students traditionally meet with 
the current president, Jimmy Carter 
could not fit this year's group into his 
schedule when they toured the White 
House Tuesday.

officials say they have little or no, 
trouble checking the validity of claim- 
ants. 


"It's not that difficult," Wheeling 


Township social worker Marion Gim- 
bel said. She said claimants sign 
statements allowing the township to 
check Into their financial records. She 
added that assistance never goes 
directly to claimants but instead to 
agencies to which the claimant owes 
money, such as landlords or utility 
companies. 


The township's assistance budget 


this year is $144,250. 


In Maine Township, financial assis- 


tance does go directly to claimants in 
some cases, spokeswoman Pat Meyer* 
said. But the township with an assis- 
tance budget of $345,000 "uses comput- 
ers as part of its method to check so- 
cial security numbers of claimants to 
ensure that they are entitled to the 
aid. 


"It has come up," Mrs.Meyer said 


of fraud. "But we've got it down to 
where we go Into computers to check 
it." 


Residency checks, the familiarity 


with the area and cooperation among 
townships also cuts down on the likeli- 
hood of fraud, Elk Grove Township 
spokeswoman Nita Stamm said 


"Streets ring a bell, plus we work 


very closely with the surrounding 
townships," she said. "I just don't see 
how fraud could take place " 


whoopie it usually results in cross fer- 
tilization; which is to say, following 
copulation, each creature gets preg- 
nant and has offspring of its own.

22 day" gestation period. Then they 
drop capsules which produce from 
two to 22 fully matured children. Giv- 
en an eight-year life span, then, each 
of Bricker's one million worms may 
produce as many as 2,000 of its kind, 
which in* sum Is two billion earth- 
worms that Bricker should be bring- 
ing to market. 


The market is apparently waiting 


anxiously. Biologists say the lifestyle 
of the worm is vital to the survival of 
man. As the creature bores through 
the earth it manufactures the soil 
from which all things grow. Worms 
consume poor dirt and discharge it as 
rich castings. Most top soil is the stuff 
of their odd industry 


BESIDES THIS, WORMS Derate the 


ground. Without them much of the 
fertile earth would be unable to ab- 
sorb water and would eventually be- 
come worthless hardpan. Bricker says 
this may be happening now in some 
areas where chemical fertilizers have 
killed or exiled the worm population, 
most worms grown today go to needy 
farmers. 


As for the potential'of worms for 


protein, the birds and the shrews al- 
ready can vouch for it. Actually, some 
nations have for centuries considered 
dried worms to be a delicacy. Per- 
haps the idea will not take quick root 
in America, but North American Bait 
has recipes on hand for everything 
from wriggly bread to subterranean 
pie.
